REPORT. 


To  THE  Right  Worshipful  the  MAYOR  and  CORPORATION 
OF  the  borough  of  PLYMOUTH. 

The  Committee  of  the  Plymouth  Free  Library  respectfully 
present  to  the  Town  Council  their  First  Report,  with  Financial 
Statement,  made  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1877,  together  with  the 
subjoined  Librarian's  Report,  and  sundry  very  interesting  Statisti- 
cal Tables,  which  set  forth  the  gratifying  success  that  has  attended 
the  Institution,  as  shown  by  the  large  and  increasing  use  made  of 
it  by  the  inhabitants. 

The  accounts  show  that  the  sum  of  £984  2s.  lid.  has  been 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  books.  Your  Committee  would  have 
been  glad  if  a  much  larger  sum  had  been  at  their  disposal  for  the 
purpose,  but  this  has  been  prevented  in  the  past  through  the 
heavy  necessary  outlay  for  altering,  fitting  up  and  furnishing 
the  premises. 

Your  Committee  acknowledge,  with  heai*ty  thanks,  the  gifts 
of  books,  magazines  and  newspapers,  from  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
whose  names  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  Further 
similar  gifts  will  be  thankfully  received,  specially  of  such  as  would 
be  suitable  and  valuable  for  the  Reference  Department. 

The  steadily  increasing  numbers  using  the  Library  is  beginning 
to  press  upon  your  Committee  the  need  of  more  space.  The  News- 
room is  often  unduly  crowded ;  and  if  it  were  possible  to  give  us 
more  room  in  the  present  building  we  could  greatly  extend  the 
benefits  which  we  confidently  believe  must  result  from  the  increased 
use  of  your  Free  Library. 
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It  is  matter  of  mnch  satisfaction  to  your  Committee  to  report 
that  the  public  yield  such  ready  compliance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  place ;  that  good  order  and  quiet  demeanour 
uniformly  prevail ;  and  they  feel  also  that  in  Mr.  Wright,  as  Chief 
Librarian,  they  have  the  right  man  for  the  place ;  for  whilst 
developing  unusual  talent  for  the  special  work  entrusted  to  him,  he 
has  also  shown  a  deep  interest  in  the  work,  always  so  helpful  to 
success. 

The  accounts  show  a  balance  due  to  the  bankers  of  £98  9s.  5d., 
to  which  must  be  added  outstanding  liabilities  of  about  £30,  at  the 
end  of  the  year ;  to  meet  which,  and  the  necessary  outlay  of  the 
current  year,  the  Committee  hope  the  Council  will  grant  the 
equivalent  of  a  penny  rate,  with  part  of  which  it  is  hoped  to  add 
to  the  stock  of  books  in  the  Library.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


TO  THE   CHAIRMAN  AND  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  FREE  LIBRARY. 

Gentleisien, 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  information  and  approval, 
the  following  Report  on  the  state  and  working  of  the  Library  in 
its  various  departments,  from  the  opening,  in  the  Autumn  of  1876, 
to  the  close  of  the  year  1877,  and  I  trust  that  the  details  and 
statistics  here  presented  will  be  satisfactory  to  you. 

The  formal  opening  took  place  on  Wednesday,  August  30th, 
1876,  in  which  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  (W.  F.  Mooke,  Esq.), 
the  Town  Council,  Magistrates,  and  representatives  of  other  public 
bodies,  took  part.  Earl  Morley  and  other  visitors  and  supporters 
were  also  present. 

The  News-rooms  were  immediately  opened  to  the  public,  and 
were  constantly  thronged.  The  Lending  Department  of  the  Library 
was  opened  for  the  issue  of  books  on  September  28th,  1876,  and  the 
Reference  Department  in  the  month  of  November  following. 

The  Library  contains  7,908  volumes,  acquired  by  presentation 
and  purchase,  including  some  books  which  were  formerly  in  the 
Libraries  of  the  Working  Men's  Institutions  of  this  town.  The 
Catalogue  is  divided  into  twelve  sections  (as  per  Table  I.),  and 
comprises  about  6,000  works. 

About  1,550  volumes  have  been  either  bound,  repaired,  or  are 
now  in  the  binders'  hands,  in  addition  to  many  which  have  been 
temporarily  repaired  in  the  Library ;  50  volumes  have  been  put 
aside  as  worn  out,  or  otherwise  rendered  unfit  for  circulation. 
Several  books  which  had  been  lost  or  damaged  by  borrowers  have 
been  replaced,  while  a  few  cases  of  wilful  mutilation  have  occurred, 
the  perpetrators  of  which  have  not  yet  been  discovered,  although  a 
reward  has  been  offered  for  their  detection.  The  plan  of  inserting 
register  labels  in  each  volume,  now  adopted,  will  I  trust  tend  greatly 
to  check  this  propensity  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  juvenile 
borrowers,  by  rendering  the  detection  of  offenders  comparatively 
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easy.  About  1 2  volumes  in  Classes  G  and  J  were  outstanding 
from  the  past  year's  issues,  when  I  checked  the  stock  in  December, 
but  I  hope  that  these  will  shortly  be  traced,  and  that  few,  if  any, 
may  ultimately  be  reported  as  lost.  Not  a  single  case  has  occurred 
of  a  guarantor  being  called  upon  to  replace  books  lost  or  damaged 
by  borrowers. 

LENDING  DEPARTMENT. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Library,  September  28th,  1876,  to  the 
close  of  the  year  1877  (a  period  of  15  months),  the  number  of 
names  enrolled  of  persons  desirous  of  taking  books  for  home  reading 
was  5,417.  Of  these,  4,500  were  new  borrowers,  the  remaining  917 
being  renewals  of  first  year's  cards.  Table  II.  gives  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  various  occupations  of  the  new  borrowers,  and 
Table  III.  their  ages.  During  the  year,  278  borrower's  cards  were 
cancelled,  on  account  of  various  causes,  set  forth  in  Table  IV. 

This  department  was  open  to  borrowers  360  days,  from  10  a.m. 
to  10  p.m. ;  the  total  issues  of  books  being  115,972  volumes,  giving 
a  daily  average  of  322  volumes.  The  largest  day's  issues  were  on 
January  3rd  and  July  9th,  the  registered  numbers  being  676  and 
657  respectively,  in  each  case,  these  being  the  days  of  re-opening 
after  the  half-yearly  recall  of  books.  The  issues  on  many  days 
recently  have  exceeded  500  volumes.  Table  V.  shows  the  monthly 
totals  in  each  Class,  the  average  daily  issue  per  month,  with  other 
interesting  information.  Although  the  books  are,  as  a  rule, 
returned  in  reasonable  time,  yet  it  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
balance  sheet  that  the  enforcement  of  the  rule  relating  to  fines  has 
resulted  in  the  receipt  of  a  sum  amounting  to  nearly  £60. 

I  append  (Table  VI.)  a  comparative  statement  of  the  work 
performed  in  various  Public  Libraries  similar  to  our  own,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  Plymouth  occupies  a  very  favourable 
position,  considering  the  short  time  the  Library  has  been  used  by 
the  public,  and  the  small  stock  of  books  available.  Taking  the 
total  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library,  and  the  total  number 
of  volumes  issued,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  in  the  course  of  12 
months  the  whole  stock  has  been  turned  over  nearly  13  times,  or 
during  the  15  months  from  the  opening  of  the  Library  nearly  16 
times.  Of  the  21  towns  shown  in  Table  VI.  Plymouth  stands 
highest  in  this  respect.  Further,  during  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  time,  our  available  stock  scarcely  exceeded  5,500  volumes. 
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REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  department  the  medal  system  has  been  adopted,  and 
has  been  found  of  great  service.  Persons  desirous  of  becoming- 
regular  or  frequent  readei-s,  possess  themselves  of  one  of  these  brass 
medals,  in  lieu  of  filling  up  a  form  on  every  application  for  a  book. 
Nearly  1,000  of  these  medals  have  been  thus  issued.  Table  VII. 
presents  a  detail  of  the  occupations  of  the  registered  medal-holders. 
Table  VIII.  their  respective  ages.  Several  medals  have  been 
stopped  for  misconduct  on  the  part  of  readers,  and  their  holders 
forbidden  the  use  of  this  department  of  the  Library. 

The  total  issue  of  Books  of  Reference  to  medal-holders  was 
9,087  volumes  (see  Table  V.  under  letter  K).  This  total  does  not 
include  the  use  of  many  works  by  casual  visitors,  or  the  reference 
to  Atlases,  Directories,  &c.,  placed  on  the  Reference-room  tables  for 
the  convenience  of  the  public. 

The  small  number  of  books  in  this  department  has  prevented 
the  complete  development  of  a  Library  of  Reference. 

LENDING  AND  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENTS. 
In  both  departments  the  total  issues  of  books  have  been 
125,059  volumes,  giving  a  daily  average  of  347. 

NEWS-ROOMS. 

These  rooms  have  been  very  popular  from  the  commencement, 
being  largely  frequented  throughout  the  day,  and  thronged  nightly 
by  numbers  of  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  of  all  ranks. 

The  rooms  were  open  409  days,  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  and 
although  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of 
individual  visits  paid,  yet  from  notes  which  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time,  I  should  say  that  considerably  over  210,000  visitors 
have  entered  the  News-rooms  since  their  opening ;  or  something 
like  three  times  the  entire  population.  An  estimate  of  500  per  day, 
or  3,000  per  week,  is,  I  believe,  below  the  actual  average. 

The  attendance  during  the  Winter  months,  between  the  hours 
of  seven  and  nine,  averages  about  80,  but  I  have  frequently  noted 
from  90  to  140  in  the  rooms  at  one  time.  The  attendance  on  many 
occasions  has  been  so  great  that  persons  have  been  unable  to  find 
accommodation.  To  give  adequate  convenience  to  both  Newspaper 
and  Magazine  readers  more  space  is  greatly  needed.    For  the  latter

a  quiet  room  is  much  required,  which  might  also  be  used  by  lady 
readers ;  while  for  the  former,  some  additional  stand-space  is  of 
great  importance.  Separate  accommodation  for  juveniles  would 
also  be  highly  beneficial.  At  present,  about  20  newspapers  and 
journals  are  fixed  on  stands;  one  table  is  set  apart  for  lady  readers, 
while  other  tables  are  devoted  to  quarterly,  monthly,  and  weekly 
publications  respectively.  In  all,  the  rooms  are  furnished  with 
10  daily  papers,  about  40  weekly  journals,  40  monthly  periodicals, 
7  quarterly  reviews,  and  sundry  casual  publications. 

THE  CATALOGUE. 

The  printing  of  the  Index- Catalogue,  which  occupied  my  time 
and  attention  during  a  great  portion  of  the  past  year,  was  com- 
pleted at  the  close  of  the  month  of  September.  It  consists  of  160 
closely  printed  pages,  in  double  columns,  and,  presents  in  one 
alphabet,  the  various  works  under  their  author's  names,  titles  and 
general  subjects.  Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  672  copies  had  been 
sold,  and  the  edition  will  speedily  be  exhausted.  The  Catalogue 
has  proved  of  great  service  in  developing  the  resources  of  the 
Library,  and  putting  in  circulation  many  works  which  before  rested 
idly  on  the  shelves.  Its  effect  may  be  seen  in  connection  with  the 
issues  for  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December.  The 
issues  in  the  higher  branches  of  literature  being  greater  in  pro- 
portion than  in  any  former  month.  I  feel  persuaded  that  this 
advance  will  steadily  continue. 

PATENTS'  PUBLICATIONS. 

A  correspondence  has  taken  place  with  the  officials  of  the 
Patent  Office,  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  the  Specifications  of 
Patents,  and  other  works  relating  thereto,  from  the  Mechanics' 
Institute,  Princess  Square,  to  this  building,  where  it  was  urged  they 
should  be  located.  The  matter  having  been  considered,  it  was 
decided  that  with  the  space  at  present  at  our  disposal,  the  custody 
of  these  works  could  not  be  undertaken,  and  a  reply  to  that  effect 
was  tendered.  Mr.  Iselin,  the  Government  Inspector,  subsequently 
visited  this  building,  and  reported  upon  the  subject  to  the  depart- 
ment. There  the  matter  at  present  rests,  but  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  works  would  be  more  likely  to  be  used,  if  arranged  in 
this  Library,  than  they  can  be  where  they  are  at  present  bestowed. 
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DEPUTATION  TO  ROYAL  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  the  20th  of  July  last  (at  the  request  of  the  Chaiiman),  I 
attended  (as  the  representative  of  the  Plymouth  Free  Library)  a 
Conference  held  at  the  Westminster  Palace  Hotel,  London,  and  was 
subsequently  one  of  a  deputation  which  waited  upon  His  Royal 
Highness  The  Prince  of  Wales,  and  the  Royal  Commissioners  of 
the  Exhibition  of  1851,  at  Marlborough  House.  The  object  of 
the  Conference  and  Deputation  being  to  solicit  from  the  Royal 
Commissioners,  for  the  Provincial  Free  Libraries  and  Museums, 
some  participation  in  the  disposal  of  the  large  balance  still  in  hand 
from  that  undertaking,  it  being  urged  that  the  Provinces  had  a 
claim  to  such  a  participation.  The  deputation  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  Chamberlain,  m.p.  for  Birmingham,  that  town  having  taken 
the  lead  in  the  matter.  Some  60  of  the  principal  cities  and  towns 
were  represented.  The  Prince  and  Earl  Granville  replied  to  the 
deputation,  promising  the  consideration  of  the  application  by  the 
Royal  Commissioners.  The  result  of  their  deliberations  has  not 
yet  been  made  known. 

CONFERENCE  OF  LIBRARIANS. 
In  October  last,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Com- 
mittee, I  attended  the  first  Conference  of  Librarians,  held  in 
London.  About  200  representatives  of  Libraries  were  present, 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States,  the  Colonies,  France, 
Italy,  Belgium  and  Germany.  The  gathering  was  of  a  highly 
interesting  character,  many  questions  of  practical  importance  being 
discussed,  and  papers  read  upon  the  various  aspects  of  library  work. 
A  paper  which  I  had  contributed  was  accepted,  and  was  the  first  to 
be  laid  before  the  Conference.  The  Report  and  proceedings  of  the 
Conference  will  shortly  be  issued  from  the  press. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  you  the  necessity 
for  increasing  the  stock  of  books,  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the 
rapidly  increasing  demand,  and  to  encourage  that  taste  for  reading 
which  the  establishment  of  this  and  kindred  institutions  is  designed 
to  promote.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayo7^  and  Corporation  of 
the  Borough  of  PlymotUh, 

N  presenting  the  Second  Report  of  the  Plymouth  Free  Library  to  the 
Town  Council,  the  Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  record 
considerable  progress  in  all  departments  of  the  Institution,  as  will 
be  found  set  forth  in  the  Librarian's  Report  and  Statistical  Tables  accom- 
panying this. 

Since  this  time  last  year  much  additional  accommodation  has  been 
provided  in  the  News  Room  by  placing  new  Reading  Stands  and  Tables  in 
every  available  part.  This  is  so  well  appreciated  by  visitors,  that  the  rooms 
continue  to  be  very  largely  used,  and  are  often  inconveniently  crowded. 

During  the  winter  months  a  Reading  Room  for  Boys  has  been 
opened  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  and  your  Committee  hope  it  will 
be  helpful  to  many  lads  (who  might  otherwise  be  in  the  streets;  in  the 
formation  of  habits  that  will  be  of  advantage  to  themselves  and  society  in 
general. 

Your  Committee  have  also  recently  added  to  the  appliances  of  the 
Library  an  "  Indicator,"  which  is  intended  to  facilitate  the  selection  and 
issue  of  books ;  and  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  as  useful  in  Plymouth  as 
similar  plans  have  been  elsewhere.  In  some  of  its  features  the  Plymouth 
Indicator  will  be  found  to  possess  additional  conveniences  in  the  simplifi- 
cation of  the  means  of  registration,  &:c.,  for  v.hich  we  are  indebted  to  the 
chief  Librarian,  Mr.  Wright. 

Large  additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  shelving  in  the  Library 
but  to  effect  this,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  encroach  upon  the  spact 
hitherto  appropriated  to  readers,  and  to  entirely  remodel  the  arrangements 
of  the  room. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  feel  that  the  Institution  would  be  yet  more 
extensively  used  if  additional  space  could  be  provided;  and  they  venture 
to  express  the  earnest  hope  that  whenever  circumstances  shall  arise  by  which 
it  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  Council  to  appropriate  to  the  uses  of  the 
Library  other  portions  of  the  building,  that  they  may  be  pleased  to  do  so^ 
with  the  full  assurance  that  they  will  be  thus  conferring  advantages  upon  a 
constantly  increasing  number  of  the  inhabitants. 
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Vour  Committee  would  again  tender  their  hearty  thanks  to  those 
friends  who  have  presented  books  to  the  Library,  a  list  of  whose  names  will 
be  found  appended  to  the  Librarian's  Report,  together  with  a  statement  of 
their  donations. 

They  would  also  express  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  able  and 
zealous  labours  of  Mr.  Wright,  the  Librarian  (upon  whose  personal  exertions 
and  fitness  much  of  the  success  of  the  Institution  depends),  as  well  as  of 
the  staff"  under  his  control. 

The  accounts  show  that  the  large  balance  due  to  the  Bank,  included  in 
the  last  statement,  has  been  cleared  off,  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  a  small  balance  only  was  due. 

In  conclusion,  they  would  ask  the  Council  to  grant  the  proceeds  of  a 
penny  rate  to  meet  the  estimated  expenditure  for  the  current  year.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairvian  and  Committee  of  the  Plymouth  Free 

Library.  - 

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  the  Second  Yearly  Report  of  the  state 
and  condition  of  this  Library,  I  have  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  year  just  closed,  and  trust  that  the 
details  and  Tables  of  Statistics  here  presented  may  be  satisfactory  to  you. 

The  Library  now  contains  9,906  volumes  in  all  sections,  making  an 
increase  during  the  year  of  1,998  volumes,  obtained  either  by  presentation 
or  purchase.  Several  large  donations  have  been  recorded,  notably,  those 
of  Edward  Bates,  Esq.,  m.p.,  of  200  volumes;  and  Mrs.  Spender,  of 
450  volumes  (comprising  many  valuable  works),  being  a  portion  of  the 
Library  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Spender,  Journalist.  Many  smaller 
donations  have  been  received  and  are  acknowledged  at  the  end  of  this 
Report.  Large  additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  Library  by  purchase, 
every  available  opportunity  having  been  taken  to  increase  the  stock  of 
books  at  little  cost. 

The  increase  to  the  various  sections  will  be  seen  on  reference  to 
Table  I,  as  also  the  present  state  of  the  Library. 

About  858  volumes  have  passed  through  the  binders'  hands  during  the 
year,  in  addition  to  a  large  number  which  were  undergoing  repair  when  the 
last  Report  was  prepared,  the  cost  of  which  is  included  in  the  amount  set 
against  that  item  in  the  Balance  Sheet. 

Several  additional  works  in  section  G.  and  J.  have  been  withdrawn  from 
circulation  as  worn  out  or  incomplete ;  a  few  volumes  have  been  replaced 
by  borrowers,  and  a  few  now  outstanding  will  shortly  be  replaced  by  the 
borrowers  or  guarantors  if  the  original  books  are  not  forthcoming. 

About  28  volumes  only  are  outstanding  which  I  have  not  been  able 
to  trace  up  to  the  present.  This  number  includes  all  books  actually  missing 
since  the  opening  of  the  Library,  and  must  be  set  against  an  issue  of  nearly 
a  quarter  of  a  million  volumes.  I  am,  however,  confident  that  several  of 
these  will  yet  be  forthcoming  as  they  are  outstanding  upon  borrowers' 
cards. 
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LENDING  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  new  tickets  issued  was  2,780,  of  these 
1,476  were  to  new  borrowers,  and  1,304  renewals,  in  many  cases  for  the 
third  consecutive  year.  This  brings  the  total  register  of  tickets  issued  since 
the  opening  of  the  Library  up  to  8,197. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  occupations  of  the  new  borrowers  will  be 
found  at  Table  IL,  while  Table  III.  sets  forth  their  respective  ages. 

Table  IV.  records  the  causes  for  the  withdrawal  or  cancelling  of  sundry 
borrower's  tickets. 

This  department  was  open  to  the  public  on  289  days,  from  10  a.m.  to 
10  p.m. ;  the  total  issues  during  that  period  being  116,814  volumes,  giving 
a  daily  average  of  404  volumes.  The  largest  daily  issues  were  on  the  7th  of 
January  and  the  8th  of  July,  on  the  re-opening  after  the  periodical  checking 
when  the  numbers  were  863  and  874  respectively.  The  numbers  per  day 
have  frequently  exceeded  600  volumes.  Table  V.  shows  the  monthly  totals 
in  each  Class,  the  average  daily  issues  per  month,  and  other  information  of 
an  interesting  character. 

The  yearly  turn-over  has  exceeded  twelve  times,  a  trifle  less  than  last 
year,  owing  principally  to  the  increase  of  the  number  of  volumes  available 
for  circulation,  and  the  more  extended  time  for  which  some  of  the  books 
are  now  issued. 

In  Table  VI.,  I  have  given  a  statement  of  the  number  of  times  certain 
works  in  various  departments  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  showing  that 
although  fiction  occupies  here,  as  elsewhere,  the  principal  place,  yet  that 
other  works  have  been  largely  in  demand. 


REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  still  small,  chiefly  owing  to  the  com'- 
paratively  few  books  at  command.  Reader's  Medals  have  been  issued  to 
211  persons  and  the  issues  of  books  have  been  4,209  volumes,  exclusive  of 
atlases,  directories,  and  other  general  works  of  reference,  which  have  been 
laid  upon  the  tables  for  the  convenience  of  visitors. 


LENDING  AND  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENTS. 

In  both  departments  the  total  issues  have  been  120,996  volumes,  or  a 
daily  average  of  418  volumes;  being  an  increase  of  71  volumes  per  day 
upon  the  previous  year's  report. 
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The  gross  total  of  issues  in  all  departments,  since  the  opening  of  the 
Library  in  September,  1876,  amounts  to  248,055  volumes. 

The  erection  of  additional  shelving  for  the  Lending  Department  of  the 
Library  has  been  satisfactorily  completed  by  Messrs.  Tremain  &  Son 
and  Mr.  Isaac  Foot,  giving  an  increased  shelf-space  for  about  10,000 
volumes,  or  a  total  space  in  the  Library  for  nearly  20,000  volumes. 


NEWS  ROOMS. 

To  meet  the  growing  requirements  of  this  department,  sundry  alterations 
and  improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  past  year.  Additional 
Stands,  fixed  to  the  walls,  have  been  provided  for  Newspapers ;  and  there 
are  now  some  forty  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  placed  upon  Stands. 

The  rooms  are  constantly  crowded,  and  since  the  establishment  of 
the  Boys'  Room  and  the  removal  of  the  Ladies'  Table  to  the  Reference 
Library,  the  accommodation  for  readers  has  been  somewhat  improved, 
although  not  to  the  extent  that  could  be  desired.  More  space  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  large  population,  and  a  growing  desire  to 
use  these  rooms,  and  to  partake  of  the  advantages  they  afford. 

Further,  the  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Shelf  accommodation  in 
the  Library,  now  being  carried  out,  will  curtail  the  space  for  readers,  if  not 
entirely  absorb  it.  I  would  therefore  urge  that  it  is  more  than  ever  necess- 
ary that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain  possession  of  rooms  on 
another  floor,  in  order  that  the  present  Committee-Room  and  Office  might 
be  given  up  to  the  purposes  of  the  public  as  a  Magazine  Room,  as  well  as 
for  the  use  of  ladies  and  more  studious  readers. 

Further  provision  is  also  necessary  to  meet  the  growing  requirements 
of  the  Institution  generally,  as  well  as  in  order  to  take  over  the  accumulated 
publications  of  the  Patent  Office,  now  lying  at  the  Mechanics'  Institute  in 
Princess  Square,  which  should  be  lodged  in  the  Town  Library. 


THE  SUPPLEMENTARY  CATALOGUE, 

The  whole  of  the  first  edition  of  the  Catalogue  having  been  disposed 
of  within  a  few  months  of  its  publication,  the  necessity  for  a  re-issue  arose ; 
but  to  meet  the  large  increase  of  the  Library  and  the  growing  demands  of 
the  public,  it  was  decided  to  publish  a  Supplementary  Catalogue,  to  include 
all  the  additions  up  to  the  time  of  going  to  press.  The  preparation  of  this 
Catalogue  has  occupied  me  several  months ;  and  the  printer  has  been  at 
work  upon  it  since  October.  It  is  now  completed  and  will  be  ready  for 
issue  with  the  re-opening  of  the  Library. 
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This  Supplementary  Catalogue  is  compiled  on  the  Index  or  Dictionary 
system,  each  work  being  entered  under  three  or  four  headings.  It  contains 
references  to  above  two  thousand  works,  and  consists  of  one  hundred  closely 
printed  pages,  in  double  columns.  Messrs.  I.  W.  N.  Keys  &  Son  have 
carried  out  the  work  very  satisfactorily. 

The  previous  Catalogue  was  of  great  service  in  developing  the  contents 
of  the  Library ;  and  I  am  confident  that  the  present  issue  will  be  of  equal 
value. 


THE  LIBRARY  INDICATOR. 

The  adoption,  in  some  form  or  other,  of  the  Library  Indicator  having 
at  length  become  a  necessity,  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  library,  and 
you  having  commissioned  me  to  make  enquiries  respecting  the  systems  in 
use  in  other  Libraries,  as  well  as  to  obtain  various  models,  I  had  the 
pleasure  to  report  to  you  on  the  matter  a  short  time  since,  and  to  recom- 
mend a  form  which  I  thought  would  meet  our  requirements. 

Acting  under  your  instructions,  I  have  caused  an  Indicator  to  be 
constructed  by  Mr.  R.  Stanlake,  somewhat  after  the  plan  of  the  Wolver- 
hampton Indicator,  but  with  sundry  modifications  and  improvements 
suggested  by  myself,  including  an  entirely  new  system  of  Registry. 

The  advantage  of  the  Library  Indicator,  now  for  the  first  time  adopted 
in  Plymouth,  is  the  combination  of  a  catalogue,  with  the  means  of  enabling 
borrowers  to  assure  themselves  of  the  presence  or  absence  of  any  books ; 
and  if  absent — the  cause.  The  present  Indicator  consists  of  10,000  shelves, 
each  shelf  representing  a  volume  or  set  of  volumes.  Attached  to  the  In- 
dicator is  a  printed  list  of  the  books  in  each  section,  with  the  numbers 
corresponding  to  those  in  the  section  books  and  the  general  catalogue. 

Full  particulars  are  affixed  to  the  Indicator  to  enable  the  public  to 
understand  its  working  and  to  simplify  the  means  for  selecting  books. 
With  this  addition  to  our  resources,  I  am  under  the  impression  that  the 
year  just  commencing,  will  see  a  marked  improvement  in  the  character 
of  the  issues  from  the  Library ;  and  the  work  of  the  Library  in  general ; 
and  that  the  new  system  will  be  a  great  convenience  both  to  the  borrowers 
and  the  Library  staff. 


BOYS'  ROOM. 

In  April  last  permission  was  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
to  use  in  the  evening  a  room  in  the  basement  known  as  the  Old  Police 
Court,  and  at  present  used  only  on  Tuesday  afternoons  as  a  Vaccination 
Station. 
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This  room  has  been  partially  furnished  and  supplied  with  a  small  stock 
of  Juvenile  ^^'orks.  The  object  of  its  establishment  is  to  endeavour  to 
withdraw  from  the  streets  some  of  those  youths  of  the  age  of  fourteen 
and  under,  for  whom  accommodation  cannot  be  found  in  the  general  News- 
rooms. 

Tliis  end  has  been  gained  to  a  certain  extent;  nearly  200  boys  having 
been  entered  as  medal  holders ;  the  issues  of  books  having  been  about 
2,500  volumes,  besides  small  papers  which  have  been  laid  upon  the  table 
from  time  to  time.    This  room  is  not  opened  during  the  summer  months. 

Complaints  having  been  made  of  the  misconduct  of  some  of  the  lads 
frequenting  this  room,  I  have  had  occasion  to  stop  several  medals,  and 
have  forbidden  their  holders  the  use  of  the  room  for  a  time.  I  purpose 
shortly  suggesting  some  changes  in  the  arrangements  connected  with  this 
department,  in  order  to  make  it  if  possible  more  effective  in  the  future. 


LIBRARIANS    CONFERENCE  AT  OXFORD. 

As  a  member  of  the  Library  Association  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
by  your  permission,  I  attended  the  meeting  held  at  Oxford,  in  October  last, 
and  thereby  gained  much  valuable  information  on  matters  relating  to 
Library  administration.  The  meeting  was  a  very  successful  one,  many 
questions  of  importance  having  been  discussed,  and  some  eminently 
practical  points  raised. 

I  had  again  the  honour  of  contributing  a  paper,  the  subject  being  : — 
On  the  special  collection  of  local  books  in  Provincial  Libraries." 

The  Association  also  recognized  the  importance  of  the  Borough  and 
Institution  I  represented,  by  electing  me  a  member  of  its  Council. 


In  conclusion  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  attention  to  the 
endeavour  to  form  a  Devon  and  Cornwall  Library,  in  connection  with  this 
Institution,  in  which  shall  be  placed  all  available  works  published  in, 
relating  to,  or  written  by  natives  of  the  two  Western  Shires.  Such  a  collection 
would  in  course  of  time  be  a  very  valuable  acquisition  to  our  town  Library. 

The  section  which  I  have  set  apart  for  the  reception  of  these  works, 
now  contains  some  600  volumes  and  pamphlets,  the  numbers  having  been 
increased  by  over  200  during  the  past  year.  I  would  invite  the  co-operation 
of  Authors  and  others  engaged  in  Literary  work  to  contribute  towards  this 
interesting  representative  collection.

REPORT. 


To  the  Right  WorsJiipful  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of 
the  Borough  of  PlyniotUh. 


Since  the  last  report,  through  the  vote  of  the  Council,  the  upper  floor 
of  the  building  has  been  handed  over  to  your  Committee,  and  the  principal 
room  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  a  Reference  Library,  suitably  fitted 
with  shelving,  tables,  and  other  necessary  apparatus.  Also  a  room  in  the 
basement,  occupied  in  part  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  has  been  granted 
your  Committee,  wherein  is  intended  to  be  placed  the  Publications  of  the 
Patent  Office,  where  they  can  at  any  time  be  consulted  by  persons  interested 
in  this  branch  of  Literature. 

During  the  year,  as  in  past  years,  many  valuable  works  have  been 
presented  to  the  Library,  a  list  of  which,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
donors,  will  be  found  in  the  Librarian's  appendices.  Your  Committee  will 
gladly  welcome  from  the  public  the  continuance  of  these  kindly  contributions 
to  their  stock  of  books. 

The  increased  demand  on  the  News  Room  space  has  led  to  the 
additional  appropriation  of  the  Committee  Room  on  the  first  floor  to  this 
purpose,  removing  the  Committee  Room  to  the  floor  above. 

Your  Committee  refer  with  much  satisfaction  to  the  Librarian's  Report, 
together  with  its  very  interesting,  detailed,  and  varied  analysis  of  the  work 
of  the  year,  the  success  of  which,  they  feel  it  only  just  to  say,  is  largely 
due  to  his  zeal  in  the  interests  of  the  Institution  placed  under  his  charge. 

In  conclusion,  and  in  presenting  the  annexed  Cash  Statement,  your 
Committee  would  ask  the  Council  to  grant  the  proceeds  of  a  penny  rate 
to  meet  the  estimated  expenditure  for  the  current  year. 


N  laying  before  the  Town  Council  the  Third  Annual  Report  of 
the  Plymouth  Free  Library,  your  Committee  have  much 
pleasure  in  directing  attention  to  the  continued  and  largely 
increased  use  of  the  Institution.

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  I  submit  to  you  the 
following  statement  of  the  working  of  the  Library  in  all  its  departments  for 
the  year  1879 — being  the  third  year  of  its  existence  as  a  Municipal 
Institution. 

I  have  prepared  the  usual  statistical  tables,  and  have  added  others 
as  calculated  to  illustrate  the  influence  and  work  of  the  Library  from  various 
points  of  view. 

Table  L  shews  the  present  state  of  the  Library  stock  as  compared 
with  that  given  in  the  last  report.  11,261  volumes  are  now  on  hand,  as 
against  9,906  last  year,  being  an  increase  of  1,355  volumes  during  the 
twelve  months.  No  large  donations  have  been  recorded,  but  many  small 
gifts  of  useful  books  have  been  received,  including  a  parcel  of  Blue  Books 
and  Official  Documents  from  Edward  Bates,  Esq.,  m.p. 

The  names  of  donors,  with  the  number  of  volumes  presented,  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix  to  this  report ;  as  well  as  a  list  of  the  additions  to 
each  section  of  the  Library.  This  list  will  form  a  supplementary  catalogue 
for  the  year,  as  well  as  shew  the  extent  of  the  various  donations  and  other 
acquisitions. 

About  five  hundred  volumes  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  the 
binders,  and  a  number  of  books  are  now  on  hand  in  various  stages  of 
dilapidation. 

During  the  month  of  December  last  (the  issues  being  suspended  for 
one  week)  the  Library  underwent  a  careful  and  critical  examination — every 
section  being  checked  in  detail.  Many  books  which  were  held  by  borrowers, 
who  had  fliiled  to  comply  with  the  rules,  were  recalled,  and  an  accurate 
record  taken  of  those  missing,  outstanding,  or  condemned.  The  result  of 
that  examination  will  be  found  in  Table  II.,  which  gives  a  statement  of  all 
books  missing  from  the  inauguration  of  the  Library  to  the  date  of  this 
report.  From  this  it  will  be  gathered  that  the  total  loss  in  the  three  years 
and  four  months  during  which  the  Library  has  been  in  operation,  is  set 
down  at  eighteen  volumes,  of  which  two  only  were  reported  "  missing " 
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as  connected  with  the  circulation  of  1879.  It  is  hoped  that  the  publication 
of  the  titles  of  the  missing  books  may  lead  to  the  recovery  of  some  of  the 
number. 

I  might  add  that  the  past  year's  working  has  fairly  tested  the  Indicator 
and  charging  system,  which  came  into  use  in  February,  inasmuch  as  the 
books  have  had  an  uninterrupted  run  of  nearly  eleven  months,  having  only 
been  recalled  once  instead  of  twice  as  in  former  years. 

More  than  a  hundred  volumes  have  been  condemned  as  worn  out  and 
unfit  for  further  circulation.  Some  of  these  have  been  replaced,  and  others 
await  the  consideration  of  the  Book  Selection  Committee. 


LENDING  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  Borrowers'  Tickets  have  been  issued  to  2,911  persons. 
This  brings  the  total  of  Tickets  issued  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  to 
1 1,108.  (Table  III.)    See  Table  IV.  for  withdrawals  and  cancelled  tickets. 

A  tabulated  statement  of  the  occupations  and  ages  of  borrowers  will 
be  found  appended  ;  as  also  a  summary  of  the  various  Wards  in  which  the 
persons  using  the  Library  reside.    See  Tables  V.,  VI.,  VII. 

This  department  was  open  for  the  issue  of  books  on  259  days,  being 
30  days  less  than  the  previous  year.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the 
Library  was  closed  from  the  last  week  in  December,  1878,  to  February 
loth,  1879,  for  the  erection  of  additional  shelving,  and  for  the  preparation, 
fixing,  and  adaptation  of  the  Library  Indicator.  The  issue  ceased  also  for 
one  week  in  August  to  allow  for  the  cleaning  and  renovation  of  the 
premises,  and  the  arrangements  connected  with  the  opening  of  the  new 
Reference  Reading  Room  and  Library. 

The  issue  of  books  in  the  Lending  Department  was  114,339,  ^^^^  a 
daily  average  of  441  volumes,  being  an  increase  of  37  per  day  over  the 
previous  year.  The  largest  daily  issues  were  as  follow^s  : — February  loth 
(on  re-opening),  733  volumes  ;  April  15th,  762;  August  i  ith  (re-opening 
after  cleaning),  1,164  volumes  ;  September  8th,  807  volumes;  October  1 8th, 
860  volumes  :  November  8th,  932  volumes  ;  November  22nd,  946  volumes  ; 
November  29th,  982  volumes  ;  December  22nd  (on  re-opening),  1,461 
volumes — the  largest  day's  issue  yet  recorded.  Of  weekly  issues,  that  for 
week  ending  November  29th  was  the  largest,  and  numbered  3,658  volumes. 
The  monthly  totals  from  September  have  shewn  a  large  increase,  that  for 
November  being  the  highest,  with  14,538  volumes. 

Table  Vli.  shows  the  monthly  totals  in  each  class,  the  daily  averages 
j>er  month,  and  other  information  ;  and  Table  IX.  gives  a  summary  of 
three  years'  work  since  the  ()])ening  of  the  Library.    Attached  is  also  a 
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comparative  statement,  intended  to  show  the  fluctuations  in  the  issues  in 
various  sections,  as  well  as  the  increasing  demand  for  useful  and  instructive 
works,  as  contrasted  with  the  demand  for  works  in  the  lighter  branches  of 
literature.  Although  the  Library  was  open  thirty  days  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  yet  the  issues  were  but  2,448  less.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  totals  in  Classes  G  and  J  record  a  decrease  of  7,768  volumes,  while  every 
other  class  shews  a  large  increase — notably  Class  E.    See  Table  XII. 


REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  connection  with  this  department,  a  new  phase  of  Library  work  is 
being  developed. 

The  Council  having  acceded  to  the  request  of  the  Committee  by 
granting  the  use  of  additional  rooms  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  building, 
they  were  prepared  and  fitted,  and  a  new  approach  made  through  the 
Library.  The  formal  opening  took  place  on  29th  August,  just  three  years 
after  the  original  opening  of  the  Library,  the  Mayor  (Mr.  E.  James)  pre- 
siding, who  was  supported  by  members  of  the  Council  and  Library 
Committee,  Magistrates,  and  other  gentlemen.  A  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Library  up  to  that  date  was  presented,  and  various  interesting  addresses 
delivered. 

A  reference  to  the  statistical  tables  will  shew  that  within  the  short 
period  since  the  room  was  opened  to  the  public,  the  number  and  character 
of  books  consulted  has  been  satisfactory,  although  the  accommodation 
provided  is  sufficient  for  many  more  readers  than  have  yet  availed  them- 
selves of  it.  I  present  in  another  table  a  detailed  statement  of  the  works 
consulted  in  this  department,  to  the  number  of  3,178,  since  the  ist 
September  last.    See  Table  XIII. 

The  Stock  of  Readers'  Medals  being  exhausted,  I  have  ordered  a 
further  supply  to  meet  many  applications,  the  medal  system  being  a  very 
effective  and  useful  one. 


BOYS'  ROOM. 

This  Department  was  opened  for  a  short  time  only  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  but  from  various  causes  it  was  considered  inexpedient  to 
re-open  it  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  winter.  1,288  volumes  v;ere  issued 
in  this  room  during  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  part  of  March, 
as  shewn  on  Table  VIII.  I  have  added  the  small  stock  of  Books  to  the 
Juvenile  Department  of  the  Lending  Library. 

B 
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ALL  DEPARTMENTS. 

In  all  Departments  the  total  issues  during  the  year  were  1 18,805,  being 
a  daily  average  of  458  volumes. 

Since  the  first  issue  of  books  in  October,  1876,  the  aggregate  issues 
have  been  367,  360  volumes,  or  347,098  in  the  Lending  Department,  and 
20,262  in  the  Reference  Department;  as  set  forth  in  Tables  X.  and  XI. 

The  past  year's  work  will,  I  trust  compare  favourably  with  previous 
years,  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality,  and  as  shewing  a  steadily  in- 
creasing interest  and  popularity  amongst  all  classes  of  the  community. 


NEWS  ROOMS. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Reference  Library  came  a  much  needed 
increase  of  space  in  the  General  Reading  Department,  the  removal  of  the 
Office  and  Committee-Room  to  the  upper  floor  having  allowed  of  the 
addition  to  the  News  Room  of  the  old  Committee-Room.  This  room  has 
been  set  apart  partly  for  ladies,  and  partly  for  the  readers  of  Reviews  and 
the  higher  class  Magazines,  a  provision  which  has  been  found  to  be  a  great 
convenience  to  a  large  class  of  readers  ;  and  the  advantages  are  becoming 
more  and  more  appreciated. 

The  popularity  of  the  News  Room  and  its  various  ante-rooms  continues 
as  great  as  ever,  whilst  the  order  preserved  is  of  the  most  gratifying  des- 
cription. A  supply  of  new  reading  cases  has  been  provided  to  re-place 
those  worn  out. 

In  the  month  of  August  last  the  whole  of  the  rooms  were  cleaned 
and  renovated,  having  become  very  much  out  of  repair  with  three  years' 
work. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  a  list  of  magazines  and  other  periodicals 
supplied  to  the  News  Rooms,  together  with  a  reference  to  the  donors  of 
those  which  are  presented. 


SPECLFLCATLONS   OF  PATENTS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  taking  over  the  accumulated  publi- 
cations of  the  Patent  Office,  now  lodged  at  the  Mechanics'  Institute,  the 
authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents  having  been  obtained  for  their 
removal.  The  permission  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  has  been  obtained 
for  the  use  of  a  room  on  the  lower  floor  of  this  building,  known  as  the 
Vaccination  vStation,  and  immediately  the  shelves  are  erected  the  transfer 
will  take  place.  I'he  Council  have  made  a  grant  towards  defraying  the 
cost  of  the  removal,  as  well  as  compensated  the  Committee  of  the  Mechanics' 
Institute  for  their  outlay  in  giving  them  custody  up  to  this  time. 
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CATALOGUES, 

The  sale  of  the  Supplementary  Catalogue  has  been  neither  as  rapid  or 
as  general  as  I  could  have  wished  or  expected ;  but  it  is  a  satisfaction  to 
know  that  the  "  Indicator-Catalogue "  has  proved  so  acceptable  to  our 
borrowers  and  the  public. 

The  list  of  additions  made  during  the  year  1879  t)eing  appended  to  the 
present  Report,  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  printing  any  Supplementary 
Catalogue,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  next  publications  consist  of 
separate  sectional  or  Class  Catalogues  to  correspond  with  the  Indicator- 
Catalogue. 


THE  LIBRARY  INDICATOR  AND  CHARGING 
SYSTEM. 

The  Library  Indicator  erected  by  Mr.  Stanlake  (to  whom  I  am 
indebted  for  much  assistance  in  its  perfection  and  adaptation),  has 
answered  all  expectations,  our  Borrowers  are  now  thoroughly  conversant 
with  its  working,  and  no  difficulty  is  experienced  by  the  staff,  even  during 
the  greatest  pressure.  The  addition  of  the  Catalogue  has  in  a  great 
measure  brought  about  the  marked  increase  in  the  issues  of  books  in  the 
higher  branches  of  literature,  and  has  also  very  much  aided  in  the  general 
usefulness  of  the  Library  by  bringing  into  notice  many  books  which  before 
remained  idly  on  the  shelves.    This  I  have  proved  in  many  instances. 


THE  MANCHESTER  MEETING    OF  THE  "  UNITED 
KINGDOM  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATIONS 

By  your  permission  I  attended  the  Meeting  of  the  Library  Association, 
held  at  Manchester,  in  September  last,  and  contributed  a  paper  on  "  The 
Relationship  between  the  Board  School  and  the  Free  Library."  I  also 
submitted  a  Model  and  description  of  the  "  Indicator-Catalogue "  and 
charging  system  in  use  at  this  Library,  a  full  description  of  which  will  be 
published  in  the  forthcoming  volume  of  the  Transactions  of  the  Association. 
I  may  add  that  the  production  of  my  own  with  other  Indicator  Models  led 
the  Association  to  recommend  to  its  Council  the  appointment  of  a  special 
Committee  to  report  on  "  Indicators  "  generally.  The  Council  have  since 
carried  this  into  effect,  and  have  placed  me  on  that  Committee  in  con- 
junction with  Mr.  MuLLiNS,  of  Birmingham,  Mr.  Elliot,  of  Wolverhampton, 
and  several  other  Members  of  the  Association. 

In  conclusion  I  would  again  refer  to  the  nucleus  of  a  Devon  and 
Cornwall  Library  now  being  formed,  and  to  the  fact  recorded  in  Table  1. 
of  the  increase  in  this  section  during  the  year,  of  163  volumes  and 
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l)ami)hlcts  ;  including  some  rare  and  valuable  works.  The  attention  of 
local  authors  and  publishers  is  specially  directed  to  this  department.  (See 
list  of  additions,  Class  L,  for  Local  Literature.)  I  would  also  point  to  the 
growing  indications  in  favour  of  a  Free  Town  Museum,  and  trust  that 
some  steps  may  be  taken  during  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered, 
towards  carrying  out  such  a  desirable  object,  coming  as  it  does  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  under  which  these  Institutions  are  instituted.

REPORT, 


To  the  Right    Worshipful  the   Mayor  and   Corporation   of  the 
Borough   of  Phjinoutlt. 

HE  Free  Library  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the 
Town  Council  their  Fourth  Annual  Report,  and  they  venture 
to  express  the  hope  that  the  detailed  statement  of  the  year's 
work,  by  the  Chief  Librarian,  which  accompanies  this,  will 
l)e  found  every  way  satisfactory. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unvarying  progress,  whether  you 
refer  to  the  Lending  Department,  the  Reading  and  News  Rooms,  or  the 
Reference  Library. 

The  Tables  setting  forth  the  various  classes  of  persons  using  the 
Library,  their  ages,  trades,  and  sundry  occupations,  together  with  the  kind 
of  books  demanded,  are  an  interesting  study,  and  afford  evidence  of  the 
general  appreciation  of  the  Institution. 

The  thankful  acknowledgments  of  your  Committee  are  due  to 
various  donors  for  many  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  to  the  Library 
and  News-Rooms  during  the  past  year,  a  list  of  which,  with  the  names 
of  the  donors,  will  l)e  found  in  the  subjoined  Tables  and  Appendix. 

Your  Conimittee  have  much  satisfaction  in  still  bearing  testimony 
to  the  unabated  zeal  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  and  to  his  endeavour  to 
make  the  Librnry  of  tlie  greatest  value  to  the  inhabitants  in  general. 

Some  alterations  have  recently  been  made  in  the  personnel  of 
the  staff'  of  employes,  by  whicli  yoia-  Committee  hope  to  secure  increased 
efticiency,  without  adding  to  the  total  annual  expenses  of  the  establishment. 

They  trust  the  Council  will  this  year  vote  tlie  fall  equivalent  of 
a  Penny  Bate,  inasmuch  as  a  less  simi  will  not  meet  t]ie  requirements 
for  the  ])urchase  of  new  1)0fiks,  and  tlie  replacing  of  others  Avorn  out,  or 
needing  rebinding.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Maijor  (the  Chairman)  and  Members   of  the 
Free  Librarj  Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth. 

Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  a  source  of  personal  gratification  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  Keturns  lierewitli  appended,  which  sliow  the  working  of  our 
Institution  in  all  its  departments. 

The  Library  having  now  completed  its  fourth,  and  entered  upon  the  fifth 
year  of  its  existence,  may  be  said  to  be  firmly  established  as  a  municipal  and 
pt)pular  institution.  That  it  is  appreciated  by  a  large  section  of  the  com- 
munity, reference  to  the  various  Tables  will  show. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  demand  for  books,  and  a  corresponding  extension  of  the  utility  of  the 
Institution.  In  the  various  Tables,  which  are  herewith  laid  before  you,  will 
be  foimd  a  record  of —

The  Library  has  during  the  past  year  received  by  donations  and  pur- 
chases 1,4G0  volumes,  in  addition  to  the  large  and  valuable  Library  of  Patents' 
S[)ecirications  and  other  Avorks  relating  thereto,  particidars  of  which  will  be 
found  imder  a  special  heading.  The  donations  include  many  important  works, 
as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  list  of  additions.    Among  them  may  be 


inonlionc'il  the  ''Sacred  Books  of  the  East"  (9  vols.),  edited  by  Professor 
F.  Max  ^liiLLF.i:,  and  presented  l)y  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  ;  the 
Palestine  Exploration  Fund  Great  Map  of  Western  Palestine,  presented  by 
Mr.  John  Shelly  (lately  a  member  of  this  Committee)  ;  various  Acts  of 
Parliament  and  Oflicial  Documents,  i>resented  by  P.  S.  Macliver,  Es([.,  m.p. 

]\Iany  important  local  Avorks  have  been  added  to  the  Devon  and  Corn- 
wall section  of  the  Library,  which  now  comprises  more  than  one  thousand 
volumes,  pam]»hlets,  maps,  and  other  publications.  See  Class  L.  for  list  r)f 
accessions  to  this  department. 

The  great  increase  in  the  issues,  and  the  continued  run  upon  the  more 
jiopular  books,  have  resulted  in  seriously  affecting  the  available  stock,  numbers 
of  volumes,  after  repeated  treatment  in  the  hands  of  the  binders,  being  at 
length  so  ineffective  for  the  ]uirposes  of  circulation  as  to  be  yjlaced  in  the 
condemned  list,  beyond  repair.  Many  of  these  I  must  ask  you  to  replace, 
either  singly,  or  in  the  coTnplei  c  works  of  authors,  as  may  be  considered  most 
desirable.  The  number  of  volumes  which  have  passed  through  the  binders' 
hands  during  the  year  is  778,  while  those  condemned  and  unfit  for  further 
service  amount  to  300  volumes,  besides  many  others  so  damaged  as  to  be 
almost  useless. 

During  the  year  an  experiment  has  been  made  upon  our  most  popular 
books  by  the  use  of  buckram  as  a  binding  material.  Our  own  experience 
(as  well  as  that  of  other  Jibraries)  is,  that,  while  it  is  an  admirable  substitute  for 
leather  for  books  that  are  rarely  used,  buckram  is  not  a  satisfactory  material 
in  the  case  of  books  which  on  an  average  change  hands  every  week. 

Several  important  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  General  Rules  and 
liegulations,  especially  those  relating  to  the  Lending  Department.  This  has 
led  to  a  complete  revision  of  the  whole,  and  they  are  now  being  prepared 
for  publication  and  circulation  amongst  the  borrowers, — it  being  highly 
desirable  that  every  borroAver  should  have  a  knowledge  of  them.  The 
principal  alterations  and  amendments  are  as  follows  : — 

L  Requiring  the  signature  of  one  parent  to  the  form  of  guarantee 
voucher,  in  the  case  of  children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years. 

2.  Authority  to  issue  two  or  more  volumes  of  any  work  in  any  class 
to  a  borroAver,  at  one  issue.  This  privilege  Avas  formerly  only  granted  in 
Classes  G  and  J. 

3.  To  sanction  a  system  of  post-card  advices,  by  Avhich  borroAvers 
requiring  particular  books  may  bespeak  them. 

4.  To  levy  a  s]:>ecial  fine  of  sixpence  per  week,  or  any  portion  of  a 
week,  for  the  non-return  of  books  at  the  half-yearly  recall  (30th  June  and 
31st  December). 

5.  To  alloAV  of  the  issue  of  borroAvers'  tickets  one  day  after  application. 

6.  To  permit  duplicate  tickets,  in  lieu  of  those  lost,  to  be  supplied  one 
day  after  notice  has  been  given. 

The  Library  stock  has  been  checked  twice  during  the  past  tAvelve  months  ; 
and,  although  there  is  still  considerable  difficulty  in  securing  the  return  of 
books  at  the  specified  times,  OAving  to  the  indiff'erence  or  Avilfid  neglect  of 
many  borroAvers,  yet,  on  the  Avliole,  considering  the  large  circulation,  the  incon- 
venience resulting  from  this  cause  is  not  greater  than  that  experienced  in 
other  libraries.  The  ncAV  rule,  specifying  the  particular  dates  upon  Avhich 
books  are  to  be  returned,  as  above,  and  the  liability  of  a  special  fine  (if 
neglected)  Avill  1  trust  tend  to  reduce  this  inconvenience  in  the  future  to  a 
minimum. 
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Table  II.  will  show  tlie  number  of  volumes  uow  outstanding  of  the  last 
year's  issues,  and  other  particulars.  Several  borrowers  have  paid  small  sums 
for  books  damaged  or  lost,  whilst  others  have  supplied  neM^  copies. 

LENDING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  total  number  of  new  tickets  issued  to  borroAvers  during  the  year 
1880  Avas  2,945,  being  an  increase  of  34  over  the  previous  year,  bringing  up 
the  total  of  tickets  granted  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  to  14,053.  See 
Tables  III.  and  IV.  As  usual,  I  have  tabulated  the  ages,  occupations,  and 
residences  of  new  borrowers,  for  Avhich  see  Tables  V.,  VI.,  VII. 

The  Lending  Department  was  open  for  the  issue  of  books  on  297  days, 
in  which  time  154,826  vols,  were  circulated,  with  a  daily  average  of  521. 
The  month  of  April  Avas  the  heaviest  total  recorded,  amounting  to  16,458 
vols.  These  figures  shoAV  a  marked  increase  over  the  previous  year.  See 
Table  VIII.  for  the  monthly  totals  in  each  Class,  the  daily  averages  per 
month,  and  throughout  the  year,  &c.,  &c.  Table  IX.  gives  a  summary  of 
the  Avork  of  the  Library,  as  shoAvn  in  the  four  Reports  noAV  completed. 

REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  great  couA^enience  of  the  noAv  rooms  to  those  Avishing  to  consult 
works  of  reference,  as  well  as  to  the  public  generally,  has  been  fully  proved 
during  the  past  year,  nearly  seventeen  thousand  separate  works  having  been 
consulted,  irrespective  of  many  serials,  directories,  and  handbooks,  which 
lie  on  the  tables  for  the  use  of  visitors.  I  have  endeavoured  to  furnish  a 
rough  classification  of  the  Avorks  consulted  in  the  Reference  Room,  which  will 
be  found  in  Tables  X.  and  XI. 

ALL  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  issues  in  all  departments  during  the  year  Avere  171,851,  Avith  a 
daily  aA'erage  of  578  a-oIs.,  being  an  incre^ise  of  120  vols,  per  day  OA'er  the 
previous  year.  The  aggregate  issues  since  the  opening  of  tlie  Library  in 
1876  have  amounted  to  539,211  vols. 

NEWS-ROOMS. 

The  popularity  of  the  NeAvs-Rooms,  RevicAv  Room,  and  Ladies'  Table 
continues  to  increase,  the  greatest  difificulty  being  at  times  found  to  obtain 
accommodation,  or  a  sight  of  the  daily  papers.  The  Aveekly  journals  that  are 
placed  upon  stands  become  so  well  worn  as  to  be  utterly  valueless  for  preser- 
vation ;  Avhilst  the  need  of  more  space  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent. 
I  am  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  report  several  cases  of  Avanton  destruction,  on 
the  part  of  visitors,  especially  to  the  RevicAA'  Room,  Avhere  magazines  and 
other  serials  have  been  on  several  occasions  mutilated,  and  cuttings  taken 
from  them.  Recently  scA'^eral  A'aluable  RevieAvs  have  been  remoA'ed  from  the 
table  Avithout  permission,  and,  up  to  the  present,  no  trace  of  them  has  been 
discovered. 

A  large  sloAV-combustion  stove  has  been  placed  in  the  NeAvs-Room,  which 
has  proved  a  source  of  much  comfort  to  the  readers. 

In  the  Appendix  Avill  be  found  a  list  of  the  magazines  and  newspapers 
distributed  in  the  various  rooms,  many  of  Avhich  are  presented  by  the  pub- 
lishers and  other  friends,  Avhose  names  are  tabulated. 
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PA  TENTS.    [Sec  Tal)lc  XII.] 

Ill  the  month  of  February  last  the  transfer  of  the  Library  of  Patents' 
Specifications,  which  had  accumulated  for  many  years  at  the  Mechanics'  Insti- 
tute, Princess  Square,  was  eflfected.  The  removal  was  no  easy  task,  and 
took  a  considerable  time  ;  but  the  labour  of  re-arranging  and  sorting  the 
large  mass  of  pamphlets  of  which  the  jiublications  consist  (the  whole  being 
in  a  very  disordered  state)  has  been  a  far  more  serious  and  tiresome  opera- 
tion,— one  or  more  of  my  staff  having  been  occupied  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  year  in  this  work.  Its  magnitude,  and  the  extent  of  the  addition  to 
our  Library  stock  by  tliese  Avorks  will  be  perceived,  when  I  inform  you  that 
the  whole  of  the  shelf-space  provided  in  the  basement  (amounting  to  more 
than  (JOG  superficial  feet)  has  been  taken  up,  and  that,  for  want  of  room,  the 
Indexes,  Journals,  Keports,  Abridgments,  and  other  publications  have  been  de- 
l)Osited  in  the  Reference  Library.  More  space  is  absolutely  necessary  to  meet 
the  rapidly  growing  character  of  this  new  ac(|uisition.  According  to  the 
official  statement  of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  the  (1)  Specifications, 
Disclahners,  &c.  enrolled  under  the  old  law,  from  A.D.  1617  to  October,  1852, 
are  comprised  in  13,501  Blue  Books,  making,  if  bound,  GOO  thick  volumes, 
imp.  8vo, — theu'  total  cost  price  as  published  being  £GUO.  (2)  The  Specifi- 
cations, &c.  under  the  new  Act,  from  October  1st,  1852,  to  June  30tli,  1879, 
are  comprised  in  99,419  Blue  Books,  which,  if  bound,  would  make  2,742 
thick  vols.,  imp.  8vo  :  total  cost  price  about  £2,977.  Thus,  up  to  June, 
1879,  the  aggregate  Specifications  amount  to  112,980  separate  publications, 
estimated  to  form,  if  bound,  3,432  vols.  They  are  increasing,  at  about  the 
rate  of  one  volume  every  week,  containing  (^ne  hundred  separate  specifications. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Indexes  (Chronological,  Alphabetical  and 
Subject-matter),  mostly  in  cloth  cases,  amount  to  114  vols.  ;  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Patents'  Journal  forms  32  vols,  (unbound)  ;  the  Index  to  Scientific 
Periodicals  in  the  Patent  Ofhce  Free  Public  Library  forms  7  vols.  ;  besides 
other  publications  bearing  on  the  Patents'  Laws  and  their  application. 

Further,  the  Abridgment  of  Specifications  of  Patented  Inventions,  as 
now  published  and  arranged,  forms  a  valuable  Library,  easy  of  reference  to 
inventors  and  others.  These  works,  which  are  of  12mo  size,  are  limited  to 
one  class  only,  and  are  so  arranged  as  to  form  at  once  Chronological,  Alpha- 
betical, and  Subject-matter  Indexes  to  the  class  to  wliich  they  relate.  Of 
these,  155  volumes  have  been  received,  representing  nearly  one  hundred 
classes. 

The  Specifications  of  Patents  have  been  arranged  in  bundles,  in  chrono- 
logical order,  from  the  year  1G17  to  the  present  time,  except  that  the  publica- 
tions for  the  years  187G  and  onwards  are  now  issued  by  the  Department  in 
volumes,  in  boards,  Avhich  is  a  much  more  convenient  method  than  the 
former  loose  packages.  The  Abridgments,  Indexes,  and  Journals  are  placed 
in  the  Reference  Library,  where  they  are  more  easily  accessible  than  in  the 
I'atents'  Room.  Inventors  and  others  wishing  to  consult  these  valuable  works 
will  find  every  facility  afforded  tliem  :  tliey  will  do  well  to  inspect  the  various 
Indexes  and  Abridgments,  before  requiring  the  Specifications,  although  tliese 
may  be  readily  obtained  when  required. 

THE  INDICATOR. 
During  the  year,  I  have  introduced  several  minor  improvements  in  our 
Indicator,  one  of  which  is  the  substitution  of  coloured  slips,  upon  which 
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borrowers  will  make  their  applications  for  books.  These  sli^^s,  by  a  change 
of  colour  every  week  for  six  weeks,  indicate  at  a  glance  how  long  the  par- 
ticular book  marked  has  been  out,  and  enable  the  assistants  easily  to  identify 
overdue  books.  The  Indicator,  being  cleared  every  Monday  of  all  books  four 
weeks  overdue,  is  by  this  method  ke])t  in  a  constant  state  of  check,  and  many 
errors  are  averted  or  easily  rectified.  The  addition  of  2, GOO  spaces  has  been 
made  to  the  Indicator  ;  and,  during  the  recent  closing  of  the  Library,  these 
additions  have  been  adjusted  so  as  to  give  room  for  accessions  to  every  class. 

CATALOGUES. 

The  classified  list  of  additions  published  as  an  Appendix  to  the  last 
Report,  and  sold  to  borrowers  at  one  penny  per  copy,  has  had  a  ready  sale,  and 
nearly  the  whole  stock  has  been  exhausted.  A  few  copies  of  the  Supplemen- 
tary Catalogue  have  also  been  sold  ;  but  the  want  of  a  complete  Index-Cata- 
logue is  being  increasingly  felt.  I  am  therefore  glad  that  you  have  sanctioned 
the  compilation  of  such  a  work  during  the  current  year,  the  preliminary 
stages  of  which  are  now  in  hand. 

This  work,  Avhen  complete,  Avill  be  of  great  service  to  our  borrowers  and 
the  public,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  as  perfect  as  such  a  publication  can  be  made. 
T  propose  to  divide  it  into  three  portions,  each  portion  being  a  complete  alpha- 
betical index  of  authors,  titles,  and  subjects, — forming  together  a  Classified 
as  well  as  an  Index-Catalogue  to  the  whole  Library.  The  sections  wull  be  as 
follows  :  — 

1st.    Lending  Department. 

2nd.   lieference  Department. 

3rd.    Devon  and  Cornwall  Department. 

I  believe  that  this  plan  will  be  advantageous,  and  trust  that  it  may  meet 
your  approval,  as  it  Avill  prevent  much  confusion  that  would  arise  if  the  three 
departments  of  the  Library  were  contained  in  one  general  alphabetical 
arrangement.  Besides  which,  the  sections  may  be  sold  separately,  if  con- 
sidered desirable. 

I  shall  do  my  best,  by  curtailing  the  entries,  to  keep  the  work  within 
reasonable  limits, — adding,  however,  such  notes  to  important  books  or  editions 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

As  you  have  been  pleased  to  sanction  the  scheme  for  including  advertise- 
ments in  the  new  Catalogue,  I  trust  that  the  additional  funds  thus  procurable 
may  admit  of  the  sale  of  the  work  at  a  low  price  and  without  loss,  besides 
securing  a  large  circulation,  and  offering  an  inducement  to  advertisers. 

The  work  will  take  some  time  in  compilation,  as  it  is  necessary  to  go 
carefully  through  all  the  sections,  to  correct  such  errors  and  omissions 
made  in  the  first  catalogue  as  were  inevitable,  owing  to  the  hurried  and 
imperfect  manner  in  which  the  lists  were  prepared  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  public. 

The  new  Catalogue  will  contain  references  to  about  thirteen  thousand 
volumes.  Cross  references  and  other  necessary  tabulation  wdll  extend  the 
entries  to  about  forty  thousand  ;  from  which  I  calculate  that  the  work  will 
occupy  from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  pages. 

UNITED  KINGDOM  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 

In  October  last  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  third  annual  meeting 
of  this  Association,  at  Edinburgh,  and  to  gain  considerable  pleasure  and  profit 
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by  the  joiiriiGj.  Many  important  subjects  were  discussed,  chief  amongst 
which  were  *'  Catiloguing  Rules,"  and  the  "  Education  of  Library  Assistants." 
The  question  of  "  Sunday  Opening  "  was  also  brought  forward,  but  did  not 
find  favour.  The  method  adopted  in  this  Library  of  employing  youths,  as 
apprentices,  at  a  fair  remuneration,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  was  approved  ; 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  same  course  is  being  adopted  in  other 
libraries. 

The  committee  on  Indicators,  of  which  T  was  a  member,  reported  upon 
the  uses  of  those  valuable  library  helps  in  various  libraries,  giving  statistical 
information  gathered  from  the  several  institutions  using  them.  While  com- 
mending the  Indicator  as  a  very  useful  auxiliary  of  library  machinery,  the 
committee  refrained  from  recommending  any  particular  form  of  Indicator, 
believing  that  each  of  those  exhibited  had  peculiar  merits. 

As  usual,  the  Association  was  well  received  by  the  local  authorities ;  and 
I  trust  that  Plymouth  will  one  day  have  the  honour  of  inviting  the  members 
to  partake  of  its  hospitality. 

I  visited  the  various  libraries  and  public  institutions  in  Edinburgh  ;  and 
whilst  in  the  neighbourhood,  I  took  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  chief  Free 
Public  Libraries  in  Scotland,  viz.,  those  at  Dundee,  Glasgow  and  Paisley. 

The  Council  of  the  Library  Association  has  prepared  a  Bill,  which  will 
shortly  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
consolidate  the  four  English  Acts  relating  to  public  libraries,  and  to  amend 
some  of  their  provisions.  This  Bill,  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  parlia- 
mentary draftsmen,  will  be  moved  by  Sir  John  Lubbock  (who  gave  notice  of 
it  on  the  first  day  of  session),  and  seconded  by  Lord  George  Hamilton.  The 
Bill  deals  with  nearly  all  the  points  raised  at  the  Manchester  conference,  and 
allows  of  the  sale  or  exchange  of  buildings  and  other  property  (including,  of 
course,  duplicates),  as  well  as  of  land,  and  the  delivery  of  lectures  on  literary, 
scientific  and  artistic  subjects.  The  power  of  disestablishing  a  library  which 
has  failed  is  to  be  vested  only  in  the  Education  Department,  Avhich  can  always 
refuse  it,  and  can  never  exercise  it  unless  requested  by  two-thirds  of  those 
voting  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  local  governing  body,  Avhich  in  turn  cannot 
entertain  the  question  till  the  library  has  been  opened  five  years,  nor  in  less 
than  three  years  after  it  was  last  entertained. 

FREE  LIBRARY  EXTENSION. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  despite  considerable  opposition,  the  principle 
of  establisliing  rate-supported  libraries  is  rapidly  extending, — several  towns 
having  been  added  to  the  list  during  the  past  year — the  neighbouring  borough 
of  Devonport  being  amongst  the  number.  At  a  meeting  convened  by  the 
mayor,  in  response  to  a  numerously-signed  requisition,  the  matter  was  dis- 
cussed, and  the  Acts  formally  adopted.  It  is  probable  that  the  Town  Council 
will  make  some  arrangement  for  taking  the  Mechanics'  Institute  off  the  hands 
of  the  trustees,  and  turn  it  into  a  Free  Library.  It  possesses  a  good  library, 
and  is  a  building  well  adapted  to  the  purpose.  The  success  of  our  Institution 
has  had  some  influence  upon  the  decision  at  Devonport,  and  has  encouraged 
the  promoters  in  their  effort. 

At  Stonehouse,  interest  is  also  being  manifested  in  this  matter,  bat  up  to 
the  present  no  definite  course  has  been  decided  upon. 

Some  time  since  I  again  laid  before  you  a  scheme  for  extending  the 
benefits  of  the  institution  to  the  outlying  districts,  by  securing  the  co-opera- 
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tion  of  tlie  School  Board,  and  the  use  of  some  of  their  rooms  as  evening 
reading  rooms.  The  matter  was  deferred,  but  I  trust  that  some  steps  may 
yet  be  taken  to  make  some  additional  provision  for  the  outlying  districts. 

The  changes  in  the  jyersonnel  of  the  Library  staff,  suggested  by  me  some 
time  since,  and  recently  carried  into  effect  (although  productive  of  a  little 
inconvenience,  owing  to  the  abrupt  departure  of  my  late  assistant)  will,  I  think, 
in  the  end  justify  the  action  taken,  and  be  attended  with  beneficial  results. 
At  present  the  change  gives  me  a  larger  working  staff,  at  a  smaller  expenditure, 
and  promotes  the  senior  apprentice  to  the  position  of  chief  assistant. 

I  have  briefly  alluded  above  to  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  Library 
generally,  and  to  the  large  increase  in  the  collection  now  becoming  known 
as  the  Devon  and  Cornwall  Library  (Class  L).  A  reference  to  the  list  of 
additions  will  show  that  during  the  year  three  hundred  and  fifty  separate  publi- 
cations were  added  to  this  department,  many  of  them  being  works  of  the 
first  importance  and  value. 

I  would  again  take  the  opportunity  of  urging  upon  book-collectors  and 
readers. — and,  in  fact,  all  who  are  in  any  way  interested  in  the  formation  of  a 
purely  representative  library, — to  assist  by  contributions  to  this  collection. 
The  forthcoming  Catalogue,  whilst  it  shows  our  possessions,  will  also  indicate 
our  desiderata  ;  and  I  trust  the  present  appeal  may  stimulate  the  natives  of 
the  western  shires  to  add,  from  time  to  time,  to  this  interesting  and  valuable 
library.  In  this  way  they  will  ensure  the  preservation,  in  one  place,  of  copies 
of  all  works  published  in  the  locality,  as  well  as  those  relating  thereto.  The 
principle  of  selection,  in  this  respect  at  least,  is  to  accept  all  and  reject  nothing. 
Would-be  donors  need,  therefore,  have  no  compunction  in  sending  me  their 
surplus  books,  for  they  may  rest  assured  that  I  Avill  carefully  sift  the  valuable 
from  the  useless,  retaining  everything  that  is  likely  to  be  of  service  now  or  in 
the  future.  Secretaries  of  institutions  would  oblige  by  sending  copies  of 
reports  periodically  for  preservation. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  once  more  refer  to  the  question  of  a  Town 
Museum,  which  has  been  considerably  revived  recently,  in  consequence  of 
the  "  Drake  Memorial "  agitation.  ~  The  matter,  however,  still  remains  dor- 
mant, awaiting,  as  I  earnestly  believe,  only  the  time  when  a  building  suflfi- 
ciently  commodious  to  contain  the  Town  Library  and  Town  Museum  shall  be 
vacated  by  its  present  occupiers  and  declared  available  for  this  purpose. 

I  must  apologise  for  the  somewhat  voluminous  Report,  but  trust  that  the 
importance  of  the  many  subjects  referred  to  will  in  some  measure  excuse  its 
length.

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APPENDIX  III. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  READKRS  AND  BORROWERS. 


1.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Library  and  Newa-Rooms  ; 
and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  all  the  property  belonging  thereto,  and 
for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  books. 

2.  — No  person  who  is  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Library 
or  News-Rooms.  No  audible  conversation  shall  be  permitted  in  either  room  ;  nor 
shall  any  person  be  allowed  to  partake  of  refreshment  therein.  Any  person  who  shall 
offend  against  these  Regulations,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  building. 

3.  — The  Library  and  Reference  Reading  Room  shall  be  open  to  the  public  every 
day,  except  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  from  10  a.m.  to  lOj^.m.  ;  and 
the  News-Rooms  every  day  (with  the  same  exceptions),  from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  The 
Lending  Department  is  closed  on  Bank  Holidays. 

4.  — The  Library  shall  be  closed  for  one  week,  twice  in  each  year,  for  the  purposes 
of  cleaning  and  re-arrangement  of  books.  Seven  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  such 
closing,  in  order  that  all  books  may  be  returned  to  the  Library  for  examination.  All 
books  borrowed  from  the  Library  must,  therefore,  be  returned,  irrespectiv  e  of  the  time 
allowed  for  reading,  on  or  before  the  30th  .lune  and  31st  December,  in  each  year 
respectively.  Borrowers  neglecting  to  comply  with  this  Rule  will  risk  the  forfeiture 
of  their  Tickets,  and  will  incur  a  special  line  of  sixpence  per  week,  or  portion  of  a  week. 

5.  — Persons  enrolled  as  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth,  or  Donors  of  Five 
Pounds  and  upwards,  shall  be  entitled  to  borrow  books  for  home  reading,  on  their  own 
responsibility,  on  signing  acceptance  of  these  Rules,  on  a  form  which  shall  be  kept 
for  the  purpose.  Persons  not  so  enrolled,  or  not  otherwise  eligible,  shall  be  required 
to  obtain  the  signature  of  one  Burgess  to  the  following  voucher,  which  must  be 
renewed  annually  : —

Books  can  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  only  by  Ratepayers,  or  persons  resident  in 
or  employed  in  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Plymouth. 

6.  — Any  person  having  signed  this  engagement,  who  shall  afterwards  desire  to 
withdraw  from  the  same,  must  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Librarian,  who 
will  give  a  release  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  ascertained  that  no  liability  remains  undis- 
charged. The  responsibility'  incurred  by  a  guarantor's  engagement  shall  terminate  on 
the  exj)iration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  signature,  when  the  borrower's  card  will 
be  cancelled  ;  another  voucher  must  then  be  obtained. 

7.  — A  voucher,  which  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Librarian,  must  be  left 
at  the  Library  one  clear  day  before  the  first  issue  of  books  to  the  person  recommended 
therein  ;  and,  on  being  found  correct,  a  Borrower's  Ticket  will  be  delivered  to  the 
person  so  recommended,  entitling  him  or  her  to  borrow  books,  subject  to  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  in  force  for  the  time  being.  The  sum  of  one  penny  will  be  charged 
for  each  ticket  issued,  to  cover  the  cost  thereof, 

8.  — Borrowers'  cards  are  not  transferable  ;  and  borrowers  are  cautioned  against 
losing  them,  as  they  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  book  or  books  which  may  be  taken 
out  of  the  Library  by  the  use  of  their  tickets.  These  tickets  must  be  renewed  every 
year,  from  the  date  of  issue,  by  the  borrower  in  person.  Lost  tickets  can  be  replaced 
after  one  day's  clear  notice  has  been  given,  on  payment  of  two-pence.  Borrowers 
must  produce  their  tickets  upon  every  application  for  and  return  of  a  book. 

9.  — Borrowers,  when  they  change  their  residence,  are  required  to  notify  the  same 
in  writing  to  the  Librarian,  within  one  week  of  such  change,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture 
of  their  tickets. 

10.  — Borrowers  leaving  town,  or  ceasing  to  use  the  Library'',  are  required  to  return 
their  tickets  to  the  Librarian,  in  order  that  their  guarantee  may  be  cancelled ; 
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otherwise  they  and  their  guarantor  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  books  taken  out  in 
their  names. 

11.  — Every  person,  on  obtaining  a  borrower's  ticket,  must  sign  for  the  same,  and 
state  his  or  her  occupation  and  residence  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
such  signature  shall  be  taken  and  considered  to  be  assent  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Plymouth  Free  Library  for  the  time  being. 

12.  — It  is  desirable  that  books  should  be  applied  for  by  borrowers  themselves. 
When  they  cannot  conveniently  visit  the  Library,  they  are  requested  to  send  a  respon- 
sible messenger,  competent  to  deliver  their  messages  and  to  take  due  care  of  the 
books.  The  Librarian  has  instructions  to  refuse  books  to  messengers  who  in  his 
judgment  are  not  competent  to  take  proper  care  of  them. 

13.  — No  reader  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  within  the  enclosure  of  the  Library,  or  to 
remove  books  from  the  shelves  ;  and  visitors  are  requested  to  be  as  silent  as  possible. 

14.  — Application  for  books  must  be  made  on  the  forms  provided  for  the  purpose, 
upon  which  the  borrower's  number,  and  the  title  of  the  book  required  should  be  legibly 
written  down,  together  with  the  Number  and  Class  affixed  to  it  in  the  Indicator 
Catalogue,  the  borrower  dating  and  signing  the  same.  Directions  for  consulting  the 
Indicator  will  be  found  in  the  Library,  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  borrower  should 
refer  to  the  Indicator  before  applying  at  the  Issuing  Desk  for  a  book. 

15.  — Borrowers  are  requested,  on  returning  their  books,  to  hand  them  over  to  the 
Librarian  or  his  assistant,  and  not  to  leave  them  on  the  counter,  or  give  them  into  the 
hands  of  strangers.  The  borrowers  will  be  held  responsible  for  books  not  so  delivered, 
or  duly  entered  as  being  returned  by  them.  Borrowers  are  not  allowed  to  lend  to 
other  persons  the  books  delivered  to  them. 

16.  — Books  cannot  be  exchanged  twice  in  one  day,  nor  before  five  o'clock  on  the 
day  following  the  issue,  or  last  transaction  with  the  borrower. 

17.  — Borrowers  are  earnestly  requested  to  keep  the  books  clean,  not  to  fold  down 
the  leaves,  or  to  mark  them  in  any  way  with  pencil  or  ink.  It  is  also  requested  that 
they  be  kept  from  the  hands  of  young  children. 

18.  — Borrowers  are  permitted  to  take  complete  works  at  a  single  issue,  if  required, 
provided  that  the  number  of  volumes  does  not  exceed  three.  In  all  cases,  the  whole 
must  be  returned  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  for  one  volume.  The  time 
for  reading  may,  however,  be  extended,  if  the  work  be  not  required  by  another 
borrower.    See  Rule  21. 

19.  — Borrowers  may  bespeak  books  which  are  in  circulation,  by  depositing  with 
the  Librarian  an  addressed  post  card,  bearing  title  and  number  of  book  required.  On 
the  book  coming  in,  the  post  card  will  be  sent  to  the  addressee,  with  an  intimation  that 
the  book  will  be  retained  for  twenty-four  hours.  Printed  post  cards  are  obtainable 
at  the  counter  at  one  penny  each. 

20.  — The  Librarian  or  bis  assistant  shall  carefully  examine  each  book  returned  ; 
and,  if  any  book  be  soiled,  written  in,  or  otherwise  injured,  or  if  any  book  be  lost,  the 
borrower  or  his  guarantor  must  immediately  replace  such  book,  or  (in  case  of  works 
comprising  more  than  one  volume)  the  set  of  books  to  which  it  may  belong,  or  pay  for 
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the  damage  or  loss.  Books  stolen  or  lost  shall  continue  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Free  Library  Committee,  although  replaced  or  paid  for. 

21.  — All  books  must  be  returned  within  the  time  specified  on  their  respective 
labels  ;  but  the  time  for  reading  maj*  be  renewed,  on  application  (except  in  the  case  of 
new  works  or  books  much  in  demand,  or  when  required,  as  per  Rule  18).  Borrowers 
detaining  books  beyond  the  time  allowed  for  reading,  will  be  fined  one  penny  for  the 
whole  or  anj'  portion  of  the  first  week,  and  one  penny  for  each  week  or  portion  of  a 
week  afterwards.  If  these  fines  be  not  paid  after  two  applications  for  the  same,  no 
further  books  will  be  issued  to  the  borrower,  and  the  ticket  will  be  cancelled.  The 
borrower  will  also  be  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  all  application  made  to  him  or 
her,  by  the  Librarian.  In  the  event  of  any  book  not  being  returned  within  twenty- 
eight  days  from  the  date  of  issue,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  call  upon  the 
borrower  or  the  surety  to  replace  it.  In  the  case  of  parts  of  Magazines  or  Reviews, 
they  must  be  returned  within  seven  days,  under  a  penalty  of  one  penny  each  day 
over  the  time  allowed. 

22.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  the  power  to  refuse  books  to  any  applicant  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  compliance  with  these  Rules  and  Regulations  ;  but  any  person 
so  refused  shall  have  liberty  to  appeal  to  the  Library  Committee,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final  and  binding. 

23.  — A  Proposal  Book  is  kept  at  the  Library,  to  receive  suggestions  from  readers 
as  to  any  book  they  may  consider  desirable  to  be  introduced  into  the  Library.  This 
book  is  laidbefore  the  Committee  for  their  consideration,  at  their  periodical  meetings, 
when  books  so  proposed  will  be  balloted  for,  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws. 

24.  — Printed  Catalogues  may  be  purchased  at  the  Library  ;  and  copies  of  the 
same,  with  the  manuscript  catalogue  of  the  latest  additions,  are  placed  in  the  Library 
for  reference. 

25.  — If  any  borrower  fail  to  return  to  the  Lendmg  Library  books  lent  to  him  or 
her,  under  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  to  pay  any  costs,  expenses,  damages,  or 
fines  incurred,  it  shall  be  recoverable  as  a  debt  ;  and  in  any  action,  the  Librarian, 
acting  for  the  ]\Iayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth,  being 
entitled  to  recover,  shall  be  taken  as  admitted. 

RULES  SPECIALLY  APPLICABLE  TO  THE  REFERENCE  LIBRARY 
AND  PATENTS  ROOM. 

26.  — Books  may  be  obtained  to  read  in  the  Reference  Library  by  signing  a 
Reader's  Ticket,  which  may  be  had  on  application.  Such  signature  will  be  considered 
as  an  assent  to  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Library;  but  the  Committee 
would  recommend  regular  readers  to  provide  themselves  with  a  Reader's  Medal,  price 
two-pence,  which  will  render  tiie  forms  unnecessary  in  their  case.  This  medal  must 
be  presented  on  every  application  for  a  book,  and  will  be  returned  when  the  book  is 
handed  back  to  the  attendant.  These  medals  will  not  be  issued  to  youths  under  the 
age  of  sixteen,  except  for  special  reasons,  with  the  consent  of  the  Librarian.  Books  so 
obtained  are  not  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  under  any  circumstances.  In  cases 
of  misconduct,  the  Librarian  has  authority  to  suspend  the  medal-holder  from  further 
privileges,  subject  to  appeal,  as  pw  Rule  21. 
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27.  — Persons  under  fourteen  years  of  age  are  not  admitted  to  the  News-Rooms. 

28.  — It  is  expressly  forbidden  to  remove  from  the  Reference  Department  any 
book,  map,  manuscript,  or  any  other  article  belonging  thereto,  or  to  write  or  make 
any  marks  upon  the  same.  Readers  are  particularly  requested  not  to  soil  the  works 
used,  as  many  of  them  are  of  considerable  value.  In  making  extracts,  the  use  of 
pencils  only  can  be  allowed,  and  great  care  must  be  observed.  For  taking  tracings  of 
plates  or  drawings,  special  leave  must  be  obtained  of  the  Librarian,  in  order  that  the 
work  may  in  no  way  be  injured, 

NEWS-ROOMS. 

29.  — Newspapers  and  magazines  must  not  be  removed  from  the  stands  upon  which 
they  are  placed,  except  by  permission  of  the  Librarian  ;  and  it  is  particularly 
requested  that  readers  will  replace  the  various  publications,  when  done  with,  upon 
the  tables  to  which  they  belong. 

30.  — No  paper  can  be  retained  longer  that  ten  minutes  after  it  has  been  enquired 
for  by  another  person. 

31.  — Any  person  found  removing  any  newspaper,  magazine,  or  other  article  from 
the  News-Rooms  will  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted.  All  the  General  Rules  apply  like- 
wise to  these  departments. 

32.  — Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  clauses  of  8  and  9  Victoria, 
cap.  44  : — 

*'  Every  person  who  shall  unlawfully  and  maliciously  destroy  or  damage  any- 
**  thing  kept  for  the  purpose  of  art,  science,  or  literature... in  any... library... 
'*  which... is  either  at  all  times  or  from  time  to  time  open  for  the  admission  of  the 
*' Public... shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  being  duly  convicted  thereof 
"  shall  be  liable  to  be  imprisoned  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  months  ;  and, 
**  if  a  male,  may  during  the  period  of  such  imprisonment  be  put  to  hard  labour, 
"  or  be  once,  twice,  or  thrice  privately  whipped,  in  such  manner  as  the  Court 
*'  before  which  such  person  shall  be  tried  shall  direct." 

"...Any  person  found  committing  any  offence  against  this  Act  maybe  imme- 
"diately  apprehended,  without  a  warrant,  by  any  person,  and  forthwith  taken 
"before  some  neighbouring  Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
"the  law." 

33.  — The  income  being  principally  derived,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  2  of  the 
"Public  Libraries  Act,"  (29  and  .30  Vic,  cap.  114,)  and  from  annual  voluntary 
contributions,  the  Society  shall  not  make  any  dividend,  gift,  division,  or  bonus  in 
money  unto  or  between  any  of  its  Members.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To   the   Right    Worshipful   the   Mayor   and    Corporation   of  the 
Borough   of  Plymouth. 

T  is  with  pleasure  your  Committee,  having  the  management  of 
the  Free  Library,  present  herewith  their  Fifth  Annual  Report 
and  Treasurer's  Statement,  together  with  the  accompanying 
Report  of  the  Chief  Librarian. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  your  Library  maintains  its  popularity 
with  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  inhabitants,  as  is  shown  by  the  returns 
of  books  issued  to  daily  borrowers  during  the  year,  as  also  by  the  large 
numbers  of  persons  who  continue  to  frequent  the  News  -  Rooms,  the 
Reference  Library,  and  Reference  Reading  Room. 

Some  falling  off  in  the  number  of  volumes  issued,  as  compared 
with  last  year,  will  be  observed,  and  your  Committee  attribute  this 
in  some  degree  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  books  have  been  read 
and  re-read  by  the  more  constant  visitors  to  the  Library.  This  falling 
off  can  only  be  met  by  keeping  up  the  supply  of  new  books. 

Your  Committee  thankfully  acknowledge  many  presents  of  books 
during  the  year,  particulars  of  which  will  be  presented  in  an  Appendix  to 
the  accompanying  Report;  but  these  do  not  prove  anything  like  adequate 
to  the  requirements  of  so  large  a  number  of  readers  as  are  desirous  pi. 
using  the  Library.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  at  this  time  to  intimate  that 
your  Committee  are  at  all  times  prepared  to  receive  and  acknowledge 
donations  of  useful  literature,  and  that  the  needs  of  the  Library  of  Reference 
are  very  pressing  ; — also,  that  the  formation  of  a  Devon  and  Cornwall 
Library  of  Reference  is  still  progressing  satisfactorily;  but  that  there  are 
many  well-known  works,  which  are  not  as  yet  on  our  shelves,  or  included 
in  the  admirable  Catalogue  which  the  Public  Librarian  has  in  course  of 
preparation.  Gifts  of  books  to  either  the  Reference  Library  or  the 
Devon  and  Cornwall  Library  are  still  in  time  for  inclusion  in  the 
new  Catalogue  ;  and  all  books  presented  to  the  Lending  Library  will  be 
placed  in  the  Addenda,  if  too  late  for  the  body  of  the  Catalogue. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Town  Council  will  this  year  regard 
with  favour  the  renewed  application  we  make  for  an  increase  in  the  amount 
voted  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  and  that  the  grant  for  the  current  year 
will  be  the  full  equivalent  of  a  penny  rate,  which  it  is  respectfully 
submitted  may  fairly  be  voted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Free  Library. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  town  is  increasing  from  year  to  year, 
and  that,  as  the  area  covered  by  the  operations  of  the  Library  is  extended, 
so  in  proportion  should  the  income  of  the  Institution  increase. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  still  to  testify  to  the  zeal 
and  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Institution  of  the  Chief  Librarian; 
as  also  to  the  assiduity  of  the  other  members  of  the  Library  staff.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  (the  Chairman)  and  Members  of  the 
Free  Library  Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth. 

Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Report,  with 
various  Statistical  ReturnSj  serving  to  illustrate  the  working  of  the  Library 
for  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  comparatively  uneventful,  and  I  have 
therefore  nothing  of  a  special  character  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  draw  your 
attention.  The  Institution  still  retains  its  hold  upon  public  favour,  although 
the  returns  show  a  decrease  in  circulation  of  several  thousand  volumes,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  vokimes  issued  in  all 
departments  in  the  year  1881  was  162, 048^  being  9,803  less  than  in  1880. 
It  will  be  noticed,  however,  on  referring  to  Tables  VII.,  Vill.,  IX.,  X.,  that  the 
falling  off  was  principally  in  the  issues  of  what  is  termed  "  light  literature," 
and  affects  in  no  way  the  great  usefulness  of  the  Library.  The  reduction  in 
the  two  classes,  G  and  J  (Fiction  and  Juvenile  works),  will  be  found  to  be 
nearly  equal  to  the  total  diminution.  On  the  other  hand  (despite  the  gross 
reduction),  a  considerable  increase  is  shewn  in  several  of  the  more  important 
Classes.  (See  Table  X.)  The  Library  was  open  a  less  number  of  days  in 
1881  than  in  1880,  but  the  daily  average  was  a  very  little  beloAV  that  of  the 
previous  year.  Another  explanation  of  the  falling  off  might  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  summer  totals  (June  and  July)  were  unusually  low,  owing  to 
the  fineness  of  the  weather  ;  and,  in  consequence,  fewer  persons  availed  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  afforded.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  the  month  of 
March  gave  the  highest  total  yet  recorded  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  ; 
and  in  the  closing  months  of  the  year  the  returns  came  up  to  the  accustomed 
average.    Moreover,  many  borrowers,  who  have  been  readers  without  inter- 
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mission  from  the  first,  have  fairly  exliausted  the  stock  of  literature  at  com- 
mand— (I  refer  to  those  who  confine  themselves  solely  to  the  reading  of  works 
of  fiction,  and  you  Avisely  refrain  from  attempting  to  satisfy  any  inordinate 
demand  for  the  same).  It  is  possible  too  that  the  long-felt  want  of  a  complete 
and  full  Catalogue  affects  a  number  of  more  studious  readers,  whose  selections 
of  books  are  usually  made  at  home  from  the  now  much  out-grown  Catalogue 
in  present  use.  Whatever  the  cause  of  the  reduction,  it  is  shown  that  the 
issues  last  year  were  large  and  highly  satisfactory, — exceeding,  by  nearly  fifty 
thousand,  those  of  1879.  (See  Table  IX.)  The  total  number  of  volumes 
issued  in  all  dejmrtments,  from  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  1876  up  to 
the  close  of  the  year  1881,  was  701,259. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  stock  during  the  year  were  considerable  and 
important,  and  will  be  found  fully  set  forth  on  Table  I.  Over  and  above  the 
works  there  classified,  the  Patents'  De2mrtment  has  also  been  increased  by 
many  volumes.  In  an  Appendix  will  be  given  a  classified  list  of  these  additions, 
as  a  supplementary  catalogue,  for  the  convenience  of  borrowers.  As  usual, 
the  Local  Department  has  received  a  fair  share  of  attention,  having  been 
enriched  by  the  addition  of  many  valuable  works  (purchased  and  presented). 
The  Library  now  contains  more  than  14,000  volumes  and  pamphlets. 

As  stated  in  my  last  Keport,  the  run  upon  popular  literature  has  been 
great,  and  consequently  a  large  number  of  books  have  been  permanently 
withdrawn  as  totally  unfit  for  further  circulation.  These  it  is  necessary  to 
replace.  The  expenditure  upon  the  binding  and  repairs  of  books  has  hkewise 
been  heavy,  but  this  continuous  outlay  is  necessary  to  keep  the  Library  in  a 
fair  state  of  efl^iciency.  In  all,  941  volumes  have  passed  through  the  hands 
of  the  binders  during  the  year. 

The  return  of  books  at  the  last  half-yearly  closing  was  much  more  satis- 
factory than  formerly,  the  borrowers  having  now  become  accustomed  to  the 
rules  bearing  on  this  arrangement. 

The  number  of  books  at  present  outstanding  from  all  causes  is  small. 
The  amount  received  in  fines,  &c.  has  been  about  equal  to  that  of  former 
years,  whilst  other  Library  receipts  have  been  up  to  the  average.  The  post- 
card system,  for  bespeaking  books,  has  been  found  to  work  well, — more  than 
five  hundred  post-cards  having  been  sold  since  the  adoption  of  the  regulation 
in  February  last.    This  arrangement  is  much  appreciated  by  borrowers. 

The  number  of  new  tickets  issued  to  borrowers  during  the  year  was 
2,724,  making  a  total  of  16,777  issued  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  in 
1876.  (See  Table  II.)  In  Tables  IV.,  V.,  VI.  will  be  found  the  usual 
particulars  relating  to  ages,  occupations  and  residences  of  new  borrowers. 

The  Reference  Library  and  Reading-Room  is  increasingly  popular,  many 
persons  having  become  regular  readers,  while  others  seeking  information  upon 
special  or  abstruse  subjects,  frequent  the  room  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
studies.  The  additional  shelving  recently  ordered  by  you  is  now  being 
fixed,  and,  when  completed,  I  purpose  removing  all  the  books  belonging  to  the 
Reference  Library  and  the  Local  Collection  into  this  room,  for  the  greater 
convenience  of  readers  and  the  Library  staff.  In  connection  with  this 
Department,  I  would  respectfully  draw  your  attention  to  the  requisite  purchase 
of  certain  standard  works  of  which  Ave  stand  greatly  in  need,  and  which  it 
would  be  desirable  to  incorporate  in  the  forthcoming  Catalogue.  Particulars 
of  the  works  consulted  in  the  Reference  Department  will  be  found  in 
Table  VIII. 
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The  News-Rooms,  the  Review  Room,  and  Ladies'  Table  are  all  highly- 
popular  ;  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  we  have  not  the  space  at  command 
to  warrant  our  devoting  an  entire  room  to  the  use  of  ladies,  who  at  present 
largely  use  the  restricted  space  now  placed  at  their  disposal.  A  Boys' 
Table  in  the  general  News-Room  would  also  be  a  desirable  addition,  if  it 
could  be  provided. 

During  the  past  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  improve  the  gas  supply  in 
one  portion  of  the  building,  under  the  instructions  of  the  manager  of  the 
Gas  Company  ;  but  I  regret  to  say  that,  although  considerable  expense  was 
incurred  in  laying  down  new  pipes  and  in  obtaining  and  fixing  a  second  meter, 
the  supply  is  still  defective,  and  not  at  all  equal  to  our  requirements,  particu- 
larly in  the  News-Rooms,  where  most  required. 

The  printing  of  the  new  Catalogue  was  commenced  in  July  last,  and  up 
to  the  present  time  the  printer  (Mr.  R.W.  Stevens)  has  produced  one  hundred 
and  thirty  pages,  bringing  the  work  up  to  the  letter  K  (Lending  Department). 
The  plan  of  the  Catalogue  was  so  fully  detailed  in  the  last  Report  that  it  need 
not  be  recapitulated  here.  I  would  simply  say  that  it  is  being  printed  in 
good  bold  type  upon  stout  paper,  and  in  a  style  superior  to  that  of  anything 
previously  produced  in  this  locality.  As  it  increases  in  bulk,  I  find  it  necessary 
to  omit  some  features  which  would  add  to  its  value  ;  and  I  am  doing  my  best, 
by  a  careful  revision  of  the  copy,  to  keep  the  work  within  reasonable  limits. 
I  shall  shortly  make  arrangements  to  canvass  for  advertisements  to  be  inserted 
in  the  Catalogue,  as  previously  arranged  ;  and  I  trust  that  advertisers  will 
consider  it  a  good  medium  for  making  known  their  specialties,  and  that  the 
borrowers  and  the  reading  public  will  find  it  a  serviceable  work.  I  trust  to 
get  it  completed  by  the  autumn  of  the  present  year. 

In  accordance  with  3' our  usual  kind  permission,  I  was  again  privileged 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Library  Association,  held  in  London  in  the  month 
of  September  last.  On  that  occasion  I  was  instrumental  in  securing  a  fuller 
representation  of  Provincial  Librarians  upon  the  Council,  besides  influencing, 
in  various  ways,  the  Librarians  throughout  the  country  in  matters  which 
specially  affected  them  and  the  Institutions  over  which  they  preside.  The 
combined  action  then  taken  is  likely  to  be  of  benefit,  both  to  the  Association 
generally  and  the  members  individually.  Several  important  subjects  were 
discussed,  amongst  which  "  Rules  of  Cataloguing  "  received  a  large  share  of 
attention,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Association  was  thoroughly  revised. 
Opportunities  were  again  given  to  the  members  to  visit  and  inspect  sundry 
Metropolitan  and  other  Libraries,  besides  exchanging  ideas  upon  many  topics 
of  practical  interest  and  importance. 

As  regards  the  extension  of  Libraries,  I  may  say  that  several  towns  have 
recently  adopted  the  Acts  ;  that  others  are  carrying  those  Acts  into  operation  ; 
and  that  in  several  districts  the  movement  is  being  taken  up  with  much  hearti- 
ness. At  Devonport  the  preliminary  work  has  been  completed  ;  and  the  new 
Institution  was  opened  on  Monday,  February  6th,  1882,  with  becoming  cere- 
mony. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  people  of  Devonportwill  take  kindly  to  the 
altered  conditions  of  the  re-modelled  establishment,  and  ensure  for  it  a  great 
success.     At  Stonehouse  the  matter  still  remains  in  statu  quo. 

During  the  year  I  ventured  to  lay  before  you  a  scheme  having  for  its  object 
the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Library  ;  but  you  considered  that  the  time  was 
not  opportune,  and  therefore  the  matter  remains  an  open  question.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  a  proposal  to  open  Branch  Evening  Reading-Rooms  in  several 
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outlying  districts  of  the  town,  where,  owing  to  tlie  large  industrial  population, 
and  the  great  distance  of  the  central  Library  from  their  homes,  the  residents 
would  liud  such  branches  a  great  boon. 

The  extension  of  the  Atlienaium,  and  the  increase  in  the  Museum 
accommodation  at  that  institution,  although  meeting  in  some  degree  the 
requirements  of  a  section  of  the  community,  does  not  furnish  us  with  a  ToAvn 
Museum,  such  as  a  place  of  the  size  and  importance  of  Plymouth  should 
possess.  I  therefore  earnestly  hope  that  the  greater  scheme  of  combining  a 
Free  Public  Library  with  a  IMuseum  and  Art  Gallery  worthy  the  town  and 
its  rising  importance  will  receive  due  consideration,  and  that,  if  possible, 
steps  should  soon  be  taken  to  secure  a  building  or  site  more  suitable  to  the 
present  needs  of  the  Library,  and  capable  of  affording  the  necessary  accom- 
modation for  the  nucleus  of  a  Museum. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  note  that  drafts  of  the  "  Amended  Free  Libraries 
Act,"  as  improved  by  a  Committee  of  Free  Library  authorities,  appointed  at 
Manchester  some  time  since,  have  recently  been  received,  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  new  Act  will  become  law  in  the  forthcoming  session  of  Parliament.  This 
Bill  (as  was  explained  in  my  last  Report)  is  intended  to  consolidate  the  four 
previously  existing  Acts,  as  well  as  to  amend  some  of  their  provisions.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Right   WursJiipJ'al  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the 
Borough  of  Plymouth. 


HE  Committee  of  the  Plymouth  Free  Puhhc  Library  have 
pleasure  in  presenting  their  Seventh  Annual  Report  and  Cash 
Statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  for  the  past  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  extended  and  very  interesting 
Report,  drawn  up  in  detail  by  your  Librarian,  will  be 
attentively  perused,  shewing  as  it  does  the  continued  satisfactory  working  of 
the  institution,  the  benefits  of  which  must  be  admitted  by  all  who  reflect 
upon  the  facts  and  figures  contained  in  it. 

The  new  Catalogue  of  works  in  the  Lending  Department,  recently 
issued,  not  having  been  so  generally  purchased  by  readers  as  could  be  desired, 
your  Committee — in  order  to  facilitate  a  freer  circulation — have  reduced 
the  price  to  one-half  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  much  greater  proportion  of  those 
who  use  the  Library  will  avail  themselves  of  so  valuable  an  aid  in  selecting 
books,  for  the  mere  nominal  outlay  of  sixpence. 

The  diflficulty  referred  to  in  last  year's  Report,  viz., —  the  incon- 
venience arising  from  the  want  of  more  space  in  the  building,  both  in  the 
Reference  Library  and  News-Rooms,  is  increasingly  felt ;  and  your  Committee 
have  concurred  to  ask  the  Town  Council  to  favourably  consider  an  application 
they  will  shortly  make  for  alterations  in  the  present  building,  which  will 
materially  add  to  the  convenience  of  the  public.  Plans  of  the  proposed 
extension  have  been  prepared,  and  will  be  laid  before  you  in  due  course.  It 
is  intended  to  raise  a  special  fund  to  meet  the  estimated  expenses  of  this 
extension,  which  will  thus  be  carried  out  independently  of  the  rates  or  the 
ordinary  income  of  the  Library, 

Taking  into  account  the  continuous  daily  appreciation  of  the  institution 
by  all  classes,  it  is  most  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Town  Council  will  make  the 
grant  this  year  to  the  Library  equivalent  to  the  penny  rate  collected  from  the 
ratepayers. 

Your  Committee  still  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  testify  to  the 
zeal  and  efficiency  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  as  well  as  to  note  the  general 
satisfaction  given  by  the  other  members  of  the  staff.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  (the  Chairman)  and  Members  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth  Free  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I  present  the  Statistical  Tables  and  other  incidental 
matters  to  the  working  of  the  Library  in  all  its  departments,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1883,  constituting  my  Seventh  Annual  Report. 

Our  municipal  institution  has,  I  believe,  made  satisfactory  progress,  and 
the  improvement  is — I  venture  to  say — most  marked  where  it  is  most  to  be 
desired. 

Although  the  issues  of  volumes  have  in  the  aggregate  been  somewhat 
less  than  in  the  previous  year  (when  the  numbers  were  exceptionally  high), 
yet  this  is  in  no  way  indicative  of  a  falling-off  in  the  usefulness  of  the 
Library,  or  a  decrease  in  the  demands  made  upon  our  resources  by  the 
inhabitants  at  large.  The  causes  of  the  slight  diminution  are  simple,  and 
not  far  to  seek.  First,  it  points  to  inability  on  our  side  to  meet  the  ever- 
increasing  demand  for  the  current  literature,  so  small  a  sum  being  available 
each  year  for  expenditure  in  the  increase  to  our  general  stock.  But  a  more 
direct  cause  for  the  slight  diminution  in  the  issues  for  1883,  as  against  those 
for  1882,  may  be  traced  to  the  continuance  of  fine  weather  in  the  spring  and 
early  summer, — the  issues  during  several  months  being  below  the  average. 
Again,  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  some  hundreds  of  worn-out  books 
were  withdrawn  from  circulation  ;  and  as  many  of  these  were  works  of  fiction 
in  two  or  three  volumes,  which  were  replaced  by  single-volume  copies,  the 
issues  of  volumes  recorded  in  this  section  would  show  a  considerable  decrease. 
In  fact,  by  a  scrutiny  of  the  numbers,  it  will  be  found  that  the  decrease  in 
the  issues  of  Class  G.  (Fiction)  will  more  than  account  for  the  total  loss  of 
issues  on  the  year's  work.  A  glance  at  Tables  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.,  X.,  will  afford 
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interesting  information  respecting  the  past  year's  circulation,  and  a  few 
comments  thereon  may  not  be  out  of  place.    In  Table  VII.  will  be  found  the 
Return  of  Issues  in  the  Lending  and  Eeference  Departments,  in  the  various 
Classes  for  the  year,  with  Monthly  Totals  and  Daily  Averages."    From  this 
we  gather  that  the  total  issues  were  179,506  volumes,  being  2,815  less  than 
the  previous  year.    The  year  1883  occupies  therefore  the  second  place  in  our 
annals  as  regards  the  total  circulation  of  books.    The  daily  average  for  the 
year  was  612,  as  against  631  the  previous  year.   The  monthly  averages  varied 
from  723  in  March  to  541  in  July.    Of  the  monthly  totals,  the  largest 
recorded  was  for  March  (18,094),  the  lowest  July  (10,835).     The  latter, 
however,  was  a  short  month,  the  Library  being  closed  for  some  days  for  stock- 
taking and  cleaning.   Table  VII.  also  shows  the  number  of  volumes  issued  in 
each  Class  during  every  month  in  the  year,  as  well  as  the  grand  totals  in  each 
case.     The  order  of  Classes  according  to  their  issues  stands  therefore  as 
follows : — 1,  Fiction  ;  2,  Eeference  Works  ;  3,  Juvenile  Works  ;  4,  Magazines  ; 
5,  History,  Voyages,  and  Travels  ;  6,  Art,  Science,  and  Natural  History  ; 
7,  Biography  ;  8,  Local  Works  ;  9,  Poetry  and  the  Drama  ;  10,  Miscellaneous 
Literature  ;  11,  Law,  Logic,  Political  Economy,  Education,  &c.    A  careful 
scrutiny  of  the  figures  in  these  various  Classes  will  reveal  some  interesting 
facts  ;  but  these  may  perhaps  be  better  gleaned  from  a  glance  at  the 
Comparative  Table,  X.,  where  it  appears  that  the  issues  of  books  in  Classes 
A,  C,  D,  G,  H,  I,  L  decreased,  while  those  of  B,  E,  F,  J,  K  increased.  The 
decrease  was  5,910  ;  the  increase,  2,095.    The  nett  decrease  therefore  was 
2,815  ;  while,  as  has  been  shewn,  the  decrease  in  Fiction  alone  was  3,438,  and 
the  increase  in  the  use  of  works  in  the  Reference  Library  1,917.    I  have 
called  your  attention  more  particularly  to  these  figures,  because  I  think  they 
help  to  give  an  estimate  of  how  and  in  what  direction  the  Library  progresses  ; 
and  they  demonstrate  to  me  the  fact  that  from  year  to  year  the  Library  is 
becoming  more  frequented  by  persons  who  desire  to  use  the  books  for  study 
and  improvement.    Tiu-ning  again,  for  a  moment,  to  Table  VII.,  it  will  be 
seen  that  not  only  has  the  use  of  the  Library  for  purposes  of  consultation 
generally  largely  increased,  but  that  the  books  used  have  been  of  a  highly 
useful  character.    It  is  to  this  Department  that  I  look  with  the  greatest  hope 
and  expectation  in  the  future  ;  and  I  trust  that  you  may  see  fit,  in  the  course 
of  the  year  upon  which  we  have  now  entered,  not  only  to  enlarge  the  stock 
of  Works  of  Reference,  by  the  addition  of  some  much-needed  books,  but 
also  to  increase  the  accommodation  in  the  Reference  Library  both  for  books  , 
and  Readers. 

Table  IX.  shews  the  work  of  the  Library  throughout  the  whole  period 
of  its  operation  as  a  municipal  institution,  and  reveals  the  pleasing  fact  that 
the  issues  of  books  in  all  departments  have  reached  the  formidable  total  of 
1,063,086.    Comment  upon  this  is  needless. 

In  Table  I.  will  be  found,  as  usual,  an  account  of  the  increase  in  the 
several  sections  of  the  Library  during  the  past  year.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
a  large  portion  of  the  sum  expended  for  books  was  laid  out  in  the  replace- 
ment of  worn-out  works,  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  Library  has 
increased  by  more  than  1,500  volumes  ;  also,  that  the  increase  is  in  the 
Reference  Library,  and  Devon  and  Cornwall  Library, — two  departments 
most  in  need  of  extension.  The  increase,  in  these  two  departments,  of  over 
1,160  volumes,  may  be  considered  as  chiefly  due  to  donations  ;  and  this  in 
itself  is  a  very  satisfactory  circumstance.  The  additions  to  the  other  classes, 
being  small,  demand  no  special  comment. 
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By  reference  to  Table  II.,  it  -will  be  seen  that  new  tickets  were  issued 
during  the  year  to  2,5G1  persons, — being  a  slight  increase  upon  the  number 
of  the  previous  year.  This  makes  the  gross  total  of  borrowers'  tickets 
issued  since  the  establishment  of  the  Library,  21,868.  The  sale  of  these 
tickets  produced  ^10.  3s.  (jcl.  Readers'  medals  were  issued  to  152  persons, 
producing  £1.  55.  del.  Tables  III.,  IV.,  V.  and  YI.  give  various  particulars 
respecting  borrowers, — their  ages,  occupations,  residences,  &c. 

The  amount  credited,  in  the  Treasurer's  Statement,  for  fines  and  repay- 
ment of  postages  (£24.  Is.  CxL),  is  about  the  usual  average  ;  but  I  must 
repeat  what  I  said  in  my  last  report,  that  our  borrowers  generally  are  much 
more  observant  of  the  rules  affecting  the  return  of  books, — hence  the  amounts 
chargeable  as  fines  rarely  exceed  a  few  pence  at  a  time.  This  is  worthy  of 
note.  The  sum  of  £1.  75.  8^/.  is  also  credited  for  post-cards  sold, — this  being 
for  "  bespoke  books,"  by  which  system  borrowers  are  enabled  to  secure  books 
they  may  require,  if  not  in  when  applied  for.  I  should  be  glad  to  see  this 
convenient  arrangement  more  largely  taken  advantage  of.  Early  in  the  year 
1,000  copies  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  Avith  the  List  of  Periodicals 
taken  in  the  News-Rooras,  were  printed  ;  and  these,  sold  at  one  penny  each, 
have  realized  £2.  Gs.  3d., — thus  nearly  defraying  their  cost.  The  sale  of  old 
newspapers  has  produced  £5.  2s.  lid.  This  item  might  also,  I  think,  be 
considerably  increased,  if  we  could  find  persons  willing  to  take  some  of  the 
papers  at  half-price.  The  item  set  down  in  the  Balance  Sheet  as  "  Special 
Donations,"  were  in  additional  response  to  the  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  Devon 
and  Cornwall  Section  of  the  Library.  I  would  strongly  urge  the  claims  of 
this  valuable  collection  upon  the  notice  of  those  who  peruse  this  Report. 
Many  may  give  books  to  enrich  this  special  collection.  Those  who  have  not 
books  to  spare  might  assist  the  work  by  donations  in  money,  to  be  laid  out 
by  the  Committee  in  the  purchase  of  works  relating  to  Devon  and  Cornwall. 
Another  small  item  appears  in  the  present  Balance  Sheet,  as  received  for 
Damaged  Books.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  some  of  our  borrowers,  principally 
juveniles,  have  little  regard  for  the  books  they  use,  or  for  the  fact  that  they 
are  public  property,  and  to  be  protected  and  kept  free  from  injury  as  much 
as  our  street  lamps  or  public  fountains,  or  anything  else  that  is  supplied  for 
the  general  good.  Books  are  often  written  in  ;  and,  sometimes,  the  remarks 
made  upon  them  are  far  from  creditable  to  the  writers.  At  other  times 
leaves  and  plates  are  abstracted,  and  other  wilful  mutilation  perpetrated.  In 
some  cases  I  have  been  able  to  trace  and  reprimand  the  guilty  parties  ;  but 
the  worst  cases  that  have  come  under  my  notice  have  unfortunately  escaped 
without  the  identification  of  the  culprit.  In  a  similar  manner,  as  I  have 
from  time  to  time  reported,  the  periodicals  placed  upon  the  News-Room 
Tables,  and  even  some  of  the  newspapers  on  the  reading  slopes,  have  been 
mutilated,  defaced,  torn  and  cut.  The  perpetrators  of  this  wilful  mischief 
have  hitherto  escaped  justice  ;  but  I  sincerely  trust  that  one  of  them  may  be 
caught  and  punished  as  a  warning  to  others. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  a  large  number  of  volumes  had  been 
condemned  and  withdrawn  from  circulation.  These  have  amounted  in  the 
aggregate  to  about  1,000  volumes.  By  your  authority  I  have,  from  time  to 
time,  replaced  the  most  needed  volumes  with  new  copies  ;  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  have  substituted  single  volume  editions  for  works  in  two  and  three 
volumes.  I  have  also  retained  the  original  numbers  attached  to  these  works 
in  the  Index- Catalogue  and  Indicator  title-slips.    Upwards  of  600  volumes 
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have  thus  been  restored  to  circulation,  and  others  are  being  replaced  from 
time  to  time ;  thus  spreading  the  expense  of  this  renewal  over  a  considerable 
period.  The  wear  and  tear  of  popular  works  during  seven  years  has,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  been  very  great. 

The  binders'  account  for  the  past  year  was  much  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  owing  to  the  number  of  new  copies  of  books  added  to  the  Library, 
which,  of  course,  did  not  require  immediate  binding  or  repairs.  These, 
however,  are  fast  becoming  dilapidated,  and  will  need  early  attention  on  the 
part  of  our  binders.  The  number  of  volumes  which  have  been  bound, 
re-bound  or  repaired  during  the  year  was  about  700  ;  and  in  addition  to 
these  a  large  number  of  volumes  has  been  repaired  by  the  Library  staff. 
The  state  of  the  Library,  both  in  respect  to  the  general  stock  and  its 
condition,  is  now  more  than  ordinarily  efficient  ;  and  I  should  welcome  a 
much  larger  demand  made  upon  our  resources  by  the  public. 

The  amount  of  £17.  10s.  Id.  is  credited  in  the  Balance  Sheet  as  re- 
ceived on  account  of  Catalogues :  this  includes  sales  and  the  payment  for 
some  outstanding  advertisements.  The  charges  for  advertising  have  all  been 
paid,  with  the  exception  of  two,  which  I  have  reported  to  you,  and  which  I 
fear  we  must  look  upon  as  "  bad  debts,"  and  deal  with  accordingly.  In 
one  case  a  dishonoured  cheque  lies  in  my  hands  ;  in  another,  after  careful 
enquiries,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  collection  of  the  amount  is  hopeless, 
and  I  have,  therefore,  though  unwillingly,  desisted  from  further  application. 
The  balance  due  to  the  printer  on  account  of  printing  Catalogues  has  been 
paid  ;  and  we  have  now  a  large  stock  of  useful  Catalogues  left  on  hand, 
which  will,  I  hope,  be  a  source  of  revenue  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  publication  of  the  Eeference  portion  of  the  Catalogue  has  been 
advisedly  delayed,  for  reasons  which  I  believe  have  commended  themselves  to 
your  judgment,  and  which  I  need  not  here  particularise.  I  hope,  however,  that 
during  the  present  year  some  progress  may  be  made  with  this  desirable  work, 
even  if  the  whole  be  not  completed.  Obviously,  it  would  be  expedient  to  add 
as  many  books  as  possible  to  the  Eeference  Library  and  the  Local  Collection 
before  the  second  portion  of  the  Catalogue  is  published. 

As  bearing  upon  this  matter,  I  may  refer,  with  some  degree  of  gratifi- 
cation, to  a  valuable  gift  made  to  the  Library  during  the  year,  viz. : — the 
grant  by  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  of  a  large  number  of  works, 
illustrated  and  otherwise,  published  by  them.  As  a  list  of  these  works  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report,  I  need  not  now  enumerate  them 
fully  ;  but  would  say  that  I  consider  this  gift  the  most  valuable  acquisition 
made  by  the  Library  since  its  establishment.  The  volumes  number  250, 
and  their  value  is  estimated  at  £170.  They  include  fac  similes  of  many 
ancient  MSS.  and  Charters  ;  of  Papyrus  rolls,  Assyrian  and  other  Eastern 
documents  ;  also  a  fac  simile  of  the  Codex  Alexandrinus  and  Magna  Charta  ; 
Catalogues  of  Marbles  and  Terra  Cottas,  and  other  unique  collections  in  the 
British  Museum.  In  addition  to  these  antiquarian  treasures,  there  are 
numerous  Catalogues  (many  of  them  beautifully  illustrated)  of  the  national 
Natural  History  Collections  ;  also  Catalogues  of  Coins  and  Medals, 
Bibliographical  works,  and  others  of  great  value  and  research.  These  volumes 
have  been  placed  in  a  case  specially  provided  for  their  reception,  and  add  a 
most  interesting  feature  to  our  Reference  Library. 

Another  considerable  donation  was  recently  made  by  Mr.  Isaac  Pitman, 
of  Bath,  consisting  of  seventy  volumes  of  a  miscellaneous  character, — being  a 
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portion  of  the  late  Bath  Free  Public  Library.  This  Library,  after  being 
munificently  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  city,  and  kept  in  successful 
operation  for  some  years,  without  the  smallest  charge  upon  the  inhabitants, 
was  ultimately  offered  to  the  ratepayers,  who  declined  to'  support  it,  and  it 
was  therefore  closed.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  donors  withdrew  their 
gift,  and  the  Library  has  been  disposed  of, — the  promoters  very  generously 
distributing  the  volumes  amongst  the  existing  Free  Libraries,  in  accordance 
with  a  scheme  of  selection  organized  by  Mr.  Pit.man.  Your  thanks  were 
conveyed  to  Mr.  Pit:man,  as  well  as  to  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the  British 
Museum,  for  these  very  valuable  donations.  Mr.  G.  C.  Boase  and  Mr.  W. 
P.  Courtney,  the  joint  editors  of  the  "  Bibliotheca  Cornubiensis,"  have  each 
presented  a  number  of  works  relating  to  Corn^vall.  Mr.  R.  N.  Worth  has 
sent  copies  of  all  papers  contributed  by  him  to  learned  societies,  chiefly 
concerning  the  West  of  England.  These  and  many  other  useful  donations 
made  during  the  year  will  be  found  fully  set  forth  in  the  Appendix  of 
additions  ;  and  the  names  of  donors,  with  the  number  of  volumes  presented, 
will  be  found  given  in  a  separate  table. 

On  several  occasions  I  have  been  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  S.  C.  Hall, 
with  reference  to  his  promised  first  instalment  of  books ;  but  owing,  I  believe, 
to  some  uncertainty  as  to  his  future  place  of  residence,  Mr.  Hall  has  not  up 
to  the  present  time  been  able  to  fulfil  that  portion  of  his  promise.  The 
publications  of  the  Patents  Office  still  rapidly  accumulate,  the  increase  being 
about  60  volumes  per  annum.  To  give  the  necessary  accommodation  to  these 
works,  the  whole  of  the  available  shelf-space  in  the  Reference  Library  is  taken 
up,  in  spite  of  additions  made  during  the  year,  and  more  space  is  urgently 
required.  The  Local  Collection  has  also  outgroAvn  its  limits,  and  I  must  again 
ask  for  extensions.  To  both  these  points  I  refer  at  length  in  the  latter 
portion  of  my  Report. 

News-Rooms. — Owing  to  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of 
periodicals  suppHed,  either  by  gift  or  purchase,  I  have  had  occasion  to  apply 
to  you  for  extensions  to  the  reading  slopes  for  large  papers.  Every  available 
position  has  been  utilized  for  this  purpose  ;  but  still  much  more  is  required. 
In  addition  to  this,  I  have  had  the  titles  of  all  papers  placed  on  slopes  printed 
in  large  bold  type  and  fixed  on  boards  above  the  papers,  so  as  to  be  easily 
seen  at  the  entrance  to  the  General  News-Room, — thus  persons  desiring  to 
see  any  particular  paper  can  identify  its  position  in  a  moment,  and  proceed 
direct  to  it  without  having  to  wander  around  the  room  in  search  of  it.  By 
this  means,  and  some  improvements  in  lighting,  the  small  area  available  for 
News-Room  purposes  is  made  the  most  of  ;  to  the  curtailment,  however,  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  of  the  table  accommodation  for  reviews  and  magazines. 
The  room  set  apart  for  reviews  is  more  largely  used  than  ever  ;  and  the 
Ladies'  Room,  to  which  several  periodicals  have  been  added,  is  increasingly 
popular. 

I  have  again  to  thank  you  for  the  kind  permission  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  Librarians,  held  in  September  last  at  Liverpool.  From  this  meeting  I 
derived  much  profit,  as  it  was  eminently  practical  in  its  character  ;  and  the 
subjects  discussed  were  of  the  most  part  of  interest  to  the  Managers  of  Free 
Public  Libraries.  The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Sir  James  A.  Picton, 
the  respected  Chairman  of  the  Liverpool  Library  Committee.  To  him,  and 
to  the  Liverpool  Librarian,  Mr.  P.  Cowell,  and  the  local  executive,  the 
members  who  attended  the  Conference  were  much  indebted  for  a  very 
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pleasurable  time, — the  eminently  business-like  character  of  the  proceedings 
being  pleasingly  diversified  with  municipal  and  private  hospitality.  In 
addition  to  this,  visits  were  arranged  to  the  Library  of  Earl  Derby,  at 
Knowsley ;  and  to  that  of  Lord  Crawford  and  Balcarres,  at  Haigh  Hall, — 
where  some  of  the  greatest  treasures,  both  MS.  and  printed,  were  freely 
exhibited  to  the  members  of  the  U.K.L.A.  In  addition  to  a  daily  attendance 
at  the  Liverpool  Public  Library,  I  visited  other  Libraries  in  Liverpool  ;  and 
made  a  passing  visit  to  the  Libraries  of  Chester,  Wigan,  Derby,  Nottingham, 
Manchester,  and  Birmingham, — at  each  of  which  some  useful  information 
was  to  be  gained.  A  proposed  visit  to  Leeds  and  Bradford,  to  see  the 
working  of  Libraries  in  conjunction  with  Board  Schools,  was  deferred  by  the 
advice  of  the  Leeds  Librarian,  who  informed  me  that  some  changes  were  in 
contemplation.  By  your  authority  I  visited  Taunton  and  Newton  Abbot 
early  in  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  addresses  upon  the  Free 
Library  movement.  1  have  also  given  information  to  the  promoters  of  the 
work  in  several  other  towns,  including  Cheltenham,  where,  I  am  happy  to 
say,  the  Acts  have  been  recently  adopted  by  a  large  majority. 

Again  and  again  I  have  expressed  a  hope  that  some  practical  step  would 
be  taken  towards  providing  a  suitable  building  for  our  rapidly  growing 
Library,  and  for  a  much  needed  addition,  in  the  shape  of  a  Museum. 
Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  time  has  not  yet  arrived,  either  for  the  purchase 
of  an  old  building  with  better  accommodation  than  our  own — or  the  erection 
of  a  new  one,  in  every  way  qualified  for  the  purpose — I  venture  now  to 
commend  to  your  notice  another  scheme  to  give  us  temporary  relief  from 
our  present  overcrowded  state.  This  is  an  extension  of  our  present  premises,  by 
building  over  a  portion  of  the  court-yard  now  little  needed.  I  have  had  a 
rough  plan  prepared  of  this  proposed  extension,  which  I  now  lay  before  you, 
in  the  hope  that  it  may  commend  itself  to  your  favourable  consideration. 
This  scheme  provides  for  additional  space  to  the  News-Room,  nearly  equal 
to  that  at  present  in  use, — a  much  needed  improvement  ;  also,  an  extension 
of  the  Eeference  Library  to  about  the  same  dimensions.  I  also  propose  to 
have  an  oflJice  and  committee-room  in  a  more  convenient  position,  where  I 
should  have  greater  command  of  the  Keference  Library,  as  well  as  the  means 
of  exercising  immediate  supervision  over  the  Lending  Library  and  News- 
Kooms.  The  upper  floor  (Reference  Library),  would  be  approached  by  a 
new  flight  of  stairs  direct  from  the  Library  entrance,  through  what  is  at 
present  the  large  south  window  of  the  Library.  I  may  add  that  this  window 
is  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition  as  to  require  a  complete  renewal  of  all  the 
wooden  frame-work,  so  that  its  removal  would  be  a  decided  saving.  Light 
would  be  provided  by  means  of  glazed  partitions  and  doors,  and  a  half- 
glazed  partition  Avould  separate  the  ofi^ice  from  the  Reference  Library.  The 
present  oflice  or  committee-room  could  then  be  set  apart  for  the  storage 
of  the  patents  volumes  and  other  works  of  a  special  character  ;  but  not 
to  be  used  by  general  readers, — the  multiplication  of  corners  being  very 
undesirable.  I  have  made  careful  enquiries,  and  find  that  the  whole  of  this 
work  can  be  carried  out  for  a  moderate  sum,  under  £300.  ;  and  as  it  would 
be  a  decided  improvement,  in  every  way,  I  trust  that  you  may  approve  of  the 
scheme.  Moreover,  this  addition  will  give  us  the  much  needed  accom- 
modation in  our  News-Rooms  and  Reading  Rooms,  as  well  as  provide  storage 
rooms  for  books — of  which  we  are  sadly  deficient — enough  for  several  years, 
or  until  such  time  as  the  way  may  be  clear  for  undertaking  the  larger 
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scheme,  viz.  : — the  provision  of  a  new  and  detached  building,  properly 
adapted  to  all  our  wants,  as  well  as  to  the  growing  requirements  of  this  large 
town.  Until  such  time  I  am  fain  to  be  patient,  although  I  earnestly  hope 
that  the  day  may  not  be  far  distant  when  Plymouth  shall  possess  a  central 
Library  building,  of  which  the  inhabitants  may  be  proud,  in  addition  to 
some  of  those  branch  libraries  and  reading  rooms  which  I  have  long 
advocated.  A  more  detailed  description  of  this  proposed  extension  is  in 
course  of  preparation,  together  with  the  necessary  plans  and  specifications  ; 
and  I  await  your  pleasure  to  proceed  further  with  the  scheme,  and  to  lay  the 
matter,  in  the  first  place,  before  the  Borough  Surveyor,  to  receive  his 
suggestions  upon  it,  and  in  the  next  place  before  the  Committees  of  the 
Town  Council,  whose  province  it  is  to  consider  these  matters. 

Early  in  1883  the  Library  stock  and  fixtures  were  insured  in  an 
augmented  sum,  viz.,  £3,000.  I  have  also  to  report  the  death  of  James 
Winston,  who  for  several  years  acted  as  porter  in  this  establishment  ;  he 
being  imable  to  carry  out  his  duties,  -was  superseded  some  time  before 
his  decease.  The  Mayor  and  several  Members  of  the  Committee  assisted 
his  relatives,  who  were  in  low  circumstances.  The  alteration  in  the  hour  of 
closing  the  Lending  Library — from  10  to  9 — has  been  a  boon  to  the  staff,  and 
has  in  no  way  interfered  with  the  convenience  of  the  public,  or  lessened  the 
use  of  the  Library,  as  it  was  found  that  few  persons  came  for  books  after 
nine  o'clock.  The  Reference  Library  is  still  kept  open  until  10  o'clock,  the 
News-Rooms  until  the  same  hour  ;  while  the  Ladies'  Room  is  closed  at  9-30, 
to  avoid  some  inconvenience  which  was  reported  to  me.  During  the  year  the 
News-Rooms  were  thoroughly  renovated,  the  main  staircase  was  repaired,  and 
several  alterations  and  improvements  effected  in  various  parts  of  the  building. 

By  your  approval  I  prepared  and  issued  a  statement  detailing  the 
advantages  the  Library  and  News-Rooms  afforded,  with  some  statistical 
information.  This  statement — which  was  printed  on  the  back  of  the  voucher 
issued  to  our  borrowers — was  circulated  freely  throughout  the  town,  and  has 
certainly  awakened  some  degree  of  interest  in  the  institution  amongst  persons 
who  had  not  formerly  taken  advantage  of  the  Library  or  News-Rooms. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  staff  arrangements  still  work  satisfactorily.

REPORT   OF   THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of 

Phjmouih. 

Gentlemen, 

111  presenting  you  Avitli  this,  the  Eighth  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Borough  Library,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  still  to  refer  to 
satisfactory  progress,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  Tables  of 
Statistics,  and  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Librarian. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Library  has  been  deprived,  by  the  lamented 
death  of  the  hite  Mr.  George  Chase,  of  one  of  its  best  friends.  Dining  the 
several  years  of  his  membership  on  its  Committee,  he  was  always  to  be 
relied  upon  at  its  meetings,  and  lor  giving  a  devoted  service  to  its  interests. 

It  has  long  been  felt  that  more  space  was  needed  in  the  Library  and 
News-Rooms  to  relieve  the  inconvenient  pi'essurc  occasioned  by  the  crowds 
who  daily  use  the  Institution.  To  meet  this  necessity  your  Committee 
have  during  the  past  year  obtained  plans  and  estimates  for  a  large  extension 
of  the  premises  by  building  over  the  former  courtilage,  and  this  work  has 
been  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  about  £490, 
about  £340  of  which  has  been,  given  by  gentlemen  of  the  town  and 
neighbourliood.  It  is  hoped  that  friends  will  shortly  be  found  to  subscribe 
the  remainder  of  the  sum  requii-ed  to  meet  the  liabilities,  so  that  your  Com- 
mittee may  b9  relieved  of  this  added  and  pressing  responsibility,  and  the 
Institution  continue  its  work  satisfactorily  under  more  advantageous 
conditions  than  heretofore. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  hope  that  the  Town  Council  will  accord 
this  Institution,  which  is  found  to  be  so  valuable,  and  daily  used  by 
so  large  a  proportion  of  the  population,  all  the  support  they  can  by  voting 
this  year  the  full  proceeds  of  the  "  Library  Rate  "  (One  Penny),  without 
making  any  deduction  in  the  form  of  rent  for  the  premises.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  ( Chairman  J  and  Members  of  the  Fne 
Public  Library  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  hand  you  my  report  of  the  working 
of  this  Institution  in  all  its  branches  during  another  year ;  perhaps, 
the  most  eventful  period  of  its  history.  Appended  to  this  report  I  present 
the  usual  statistical  tables,  a  perusal  and  careful  study  of  which  will,  I 
trust,  afford  some  interest,  and  doubtless  enable  you  to  form  a  due  estimate 
of  the  usefulness  of  such  an  Institution  in  a  town  of  the  size  and  import- 
ance of  Plymouth. 

Although  (for  obvious  reasons)  I  am  unable  to  refer  to  a  largely 
increased  circulation  of  books  duiii^g  the  past  year;  yet,  I  can  reiterate 
with  confidence  an  expression  contained  in  my  last  report,  viz  :  'Hhat  the 
Institution  has  made  satisfactory  progress,  and  that  the  improvement  is 
most  marked  where  most  desired." 

On  reference  to  Tables  VII.,  YIIL,  IX.,  X.,  which  record  the  issues 
of  books  in  the  various  departments,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  total 
circulation  for  the  year  1884  was  164,568,  or  about  fifteen  thousand  less 
than  in  1883.  Eut  when  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Reference  Library  was  closed  nearly  two  mf)nths  (July  and  August),  and 
that  the  Lending  Library  was  closed  nearly  one  month,  this  diminution 
is  easily  accounted  for,  as  it  shows  that  tlic  decrease  was  nearly  equivalent 
to  one  month's  average  issues.  More  over,  the  Tables  show  that  all  the 
decrease  was  in  the  Lending  Department,  the  lleference  Library  having 
been  (during  the  time  it  was  open)  more  largely  used  than  on  any  previous 
year.  This  is  a  good  sign,  and  one  for  which  I  have  confidently  hoped, 
to  prove  my  theory  that  the  better  the  aconimodation  we  can  offer,  in  the 
shape  of  books  and  facilities  for  consulting  them,  the  more  freely  they  will 
be  used. 

The  average  daily  issues  for  1 884  stand  at  594  as  against  612  in  1883 ; 
by  no  means  an  unfavourable  comparison. 
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Again,  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  the  fine  weather  of  last  summer  and 
autumn  tended  greatly  to  diminish  the  circulation  of  our  books,  and  this 
may  be  also  set  down  to  our  credit.  The  Monthly  Daily  Averages  have 
varied  from  723  in  March  to  418  in  August,  and  the  Monthly  Totals  for 
March,  February,  and  November  were  18,811,  17,285,  and  16,130 
respectively.  In  March  1883  the  total  was  18,094,  considerably  less,  it 
will  be  observed,  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Therefore, 
under  the  exceptional  circumstances  to  which  I  have  alluded,  I  think  further 
comparisons  are  unnecessary.  Full  particulars  will  be  found  in  the 
Tables  mentioned  above.  The  order  of  classes  according  to  the  respective 
issues  in  each  has  been  as  follows: — 1,  Fiction;  2,  Reference  Works ; 
3,  Juvenile  Works  ;  4,  Magazines  ;  5,  History,  &c.;  5,  Biography;  7,  Arts, 
Sciences,  &c. ;  8,  Local  Works;  9,  Poetry  and  Drama;  10,  Miscellaneous 
Works;  11,  Theology;  12,  Law,  Logic,  &c. 

I  would  now  call  your  attention  to  Table  VIII,  which  contains  a 
classified  record  of  works  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library,  and  here, 
as  I  have  before  observed,  we  find  steady  increase,  although  the  use  of  this 
portion  of  the  Library  was  very  much  curtailed  pending  the  recent  alter- 
ations. More  than  thirty  thousand  volumes  were  consulted  during  the 
year,  or  an  average  per  day  of  118.  As  the  key  to  the  classification  is 
attached  to  this  Table  as  well  as  to  Table  VII.,  I  need  do  no  more  than 
ask  your  careful  scrutiny  of  the  figures  shown  under  the  respective 
headings.  There  is  one  interesting  fact,  however,  which  I  would  mention, 
viz  :  that  works  relating  to  this  locality  are  being  more  largely  used  than 
ever  for  purposes  of  reference.  In  fact  the  Local  works  stand  at  the  head 
of  this  department  according  to  the  yearly  totals,  and  demonstrate  clearly 
the  value  of  such  a  special  collection  as  that  which  I  am  now  forming 
under  the  name  of  the     Devon  and  Cornwall  Library." 

With  regard  to  the  general  Works  of  Reference  and  the  use  of  the 
Heference  Library,  I  may  observe  that  there  is  a  growing  tendency  on  the 
part  of  workers  in  the  various  branches  of  literary  research  to  make  use  of 
the  volumes  on  our  shelves  for  purposes  of  study,  and  I  therefore  cannot  but 
regret  that  our  stock  is  so  small,  and  that  I  am  frequently  unable  to 
supply  works  which  are  asked  for.  Again,  the  want  of  a  Catalogue  of  the 
Reference  and  Local  Departments  is  increasingly  felt,  but  this  difficulty 
will,  I  trust,  be  in  some  measure  met  during  the  present  year. 

In  Table  IV.  will  be  found  a  full  record  of  the  work  of  the  Library 
in  all  Departments  from  October,  1876,  to  the  end  of  1^84,  and  comprised 
in  the  Eight  Annual  Reports  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  laying  before 
you  This  shows  a  grand  total  of  works  consulted  and  borrowed  of  one 
million,  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thousand,  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
four,  with  a  daily  average  for  the  whole  period  of  523.  The  figures  in 
this  Table  are  instructive,  and  I  would  invite  your  special  attention  to 
them. 

I  have  casually  alluded  to  the  particulars  given  in  Table  X.  ;  as 
this  shows  the  increase  and  decrease  in  the  years  1884  and  1883  respect- 
ively. It  will  be  particularly  noticed  how  large  a  reduction  there  was  in 
the  Class  G.  (Fiction) ;  which  bears  a  considerable  proportion  to  the  whole. 

Having,  I  think,  sufficiently  indicated  the  most  interesting  features 
of  these  Statistical  Tables,  I  will  briefly  refer  to  other  Tables  which 
precede  them  in  numerical  order.

Table  I.  indicates  the  increase  in  the  Library  stock  during  the  year, 
from  which  it  will  appear  that  the  bulk  of  the  accessions  liave  been  in  the 
Reference  and  Local  Departments,  the  additions  to  the  Lending  Library 
being  chiefly  limited  to  the  provision  of  new  copies  to  replace  those  worn 
out  or  incomplete.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  total  is  satisfactory, 
as  showing  an  increase  of  2,464  volumes. 

Table  II.  shows  that  2,486  Tickets  were  issued  to  Borrowers  during 
the  year,  thus  bringing  up  the  grand  total  to  24,355.  Of  the  Tickets 
issued  in  1884,  361  were  to  Burgesses  on  their  own  guarantee,  and  2,1*26 
to  Non-Burgesses  on  the  guarantee  of  others. 

Tables  II.,  iy.,y.  are,  as  usual,  descriptive  of  the  ages,  occupations 
and  residences  of  our  borrowers,  as  well  as  other  particulars,  such  as 
reasons  why  certain  Tickets  were  not  used  or  given  up.  It  will  be  observed 
from  one  or  more  of  the  Tables  how  large  a  proportion  of  our  borrowers 
are  young  people  and  school  children,  for  whom  the  provision  of  healthy 
literature  is  a  great  boon.  I  wish  this  feature  of  our  work  could  be  more 
fully  developed,  and  that  by  an  arrangement  with  the  managers  of  our 
Board  Schools  a  regular  system  of  loans  for  the  children  might  be  organ- 
ized. I  commend  this  matter  to  members  of  the  School  Board,  who  have, 
I  believe,  the  power  to  grant  pecuniary  aid  in  this  direction. 

There  are  a  few  items  in  the  Balance  Sheet,  to  which  I  now  invite 
your  attention,  relating  to  the  internal  work  and  resources  of  the  Library ; 
or  what  may  be  called  Library  earnings. 

The  sale  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  during  the  year  produced  £10  7s.  3d. 
an  amount  slightly  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous  year,  although  the 
actual  number  of  tickets  registered  is  less ;  this  arises  from  the  fact  that 
a  larger  proportion  than  usual  of  tickets  were  claimed  during  the  year. 
(Compare  Table  III.)  Many  persons  hand  in  their  forms,  and  tickets 
which  are  made  out  in  their  names  are  not  aftei  wards  claimed,  although 
advice  cards  are  sent  to  those  outstanding. 

Readers'  Medals  were  sold  to  128  new  readers,  producing  £1  4s.  8d.  _ 
It  may  be  desirable  again  to  call  the  attention  of  tlie  public  to  this 
regulation  affecting  reading  in  the  Reference  Library,  and  that  the  purchase 
of  a  Medal  and  its  continued  possession  constitutes  a  perpetual  member-  ' 
ship  on  the  part  of  the  holder,  i  endering  it  unnecessary  for  readers  to  go 
through  the  usual  form  required  from  casual  readers.  This  arrangement 
saves  much  time  und  trouble,  particularly  to  persons  who  come  frequently 
to  the  Library  and  require  many  books.  The  sale  of  copies  of  the  Rules, 
including  the  list  of  Periodicals  supplied  to  the  News-Rooms  realized 
£2  6s.  5d.,  about  the  same  as  last  year.  These  sales,  like  those  of  other 
items,  cover  their  own  cost  in  the  case  of  the  articles  supplied.  Post 
Cards  used  for  bespeaking  books  produced  £1  6s.  2d.,  this  is  an  item 
that  might  be  increased,  for  borrowers  would  find  it  a  great  advantage  to 
bespeak  books  which  are  not  in  wlien  first  asked  for. 

The  next  item  is  for  Catalogues,  and  here  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that 
borrowers  do  not  avail  themselves  of  our  printed  Catalogues  to  the  extent 
that  could  be  wished.  Were  there  more  encouragement  in  this  direction, 
I  should  strongly  recommend  the  pu})lication  of  a  complete  Catalogue  of 
the  Reference  Library  this  year,  in  form  similar  to  that  of  the  Lending 
Library ;  but  under  the  circumstances,  I  wiU  only  ask  your  authority  for 
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preparing  a  brief  classified  list  of  the  books  in  the  Reference  Library,  as 
at  present  our  readers  have  great  difficulty  in  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  works  we  possess.  The  cost  of  such  a  publication  would  be  com- 
paratively trifling,  and  would  certainly  be  of  great  advantage  both  to  our- 
selves and  our  readers. 

The  sale  of  Old  Papers  produced  £4  7s.  7d.  For  Fines  we  received 
£25  5s.  Id.,  an  increase  upon  the  previous  year.  1  am  glad  still  to  report 
that  our  books  are  returned  much  more  regularly  than  heretofore,  and 
that  we  have  less  difficulty  in  calling  in  the  books  at  the  periodical  closing 
than  we  experienced  a  few  years  ago.  A  few  books  are  occasionally 
missed,  which  cannot  be  accounted  for,  but  these  are  rarely  books  of  any 
special  value  or  importance.  A  small  sum  is  also  credited  for  damaged 
and  lost  books,  but  this  by  no  means  represents  the  damage  done,  and  it  is 
an  exceedingly  difficult  matter  to  trace  the  perpetrators  of  wilful  mischief 
on  the  part  of  some  of  our  borrowers. 

I  have  continued  to  recruit  the  Library  by  the  withdrawal  of  old  and 
worn  out  copies,  and,  when  possible,  of  new  editions.  Thus  the  Library  stock 
has  been  kept  in  an  efficient  state,  and  its  full  strength  and  usefulness 
left  unimpaired.  But  as  this  replacement  has  necessitated  a  large  outlay, 
the  amount  expended  in  new  books  has  in  consequence  been  small. 

The  binder's  account  is  heavy,  as  a  result  of  the  acquisition  of  many 
new  books  in  the  publishers'  covers,  which  soon  require  strong  bindings. 
It  may  be  added,  however,  that  the  sums  paid  to  the  binders  do  not  repre- 
sent the  whole  of  the  books  repaired,  for  many  hundred  volumes  pass 
through  the  hands  of  the  Library  assistants  in  the  course  of  the  year  for 
slight  repairs,  and  many  which  would  not  be  taken  by  the  binders  are 
attended  to  in  the  Library. 

Permit  me  for  a  moment  to  refer  you  back  to  Table  V.  which  shows 
the  localities  in  the  town  where  our  borrowers,  (or  rather  those  to  whom 
tickets  were  issued  last  year)  reside.  These  particulars  lead  me  to  suggest 
once  more  how  desirable  it  would  be  if  an  arrangement  could  be  made  to 
establish  branch  reading  rooms  in  some  of  the  Board  Sohools  in  those 
localities  which  are  most  distant  from  the  centre  of  the  town,  say  at 
Mount  Street,  JSutton  Road,  Wolsdon  Street  or  King  Street,  &c.  I  feel 
sure  such  a  concession  to  a  public  want  would  be  much  appreciated  by 
persons  residing  in  those  localities,  and,  as  I  believe  it  is  the  legitimate 
outcome  of  our  work,  I  trust  it  will  merit  your  most  favourable 
consideration. 

While  upon  this  topic,  I  may  mention  the  fact  that  recently  some 
preliminary  enquiries  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Stonehouse,  by  members  of  the  Local  Board  of  that  town,  as  to  the 
means  by  which  Stonehouse  residents  might  secure  the  advantage  of 
our  Library  for  home  reading.  I  have  given  what  information  I  could, 
and  have  offered  to  confer  with  the  Board  upon  the  matter,  but  as  yet  the 
negotiations  have  not  gone  beyond  the  initiatory  stage.  As  the  amalgam- 
ation of  the  township  with  our  borough  for  this  purpose  might  easily  be 
effected,  and  would  result  in  mutual  benefit,  I  have  been  surprised  that 
the  authorities  at  Stonehouse  have  so  long  delayed  taking  action  in 
the  direction  indicated ;  for  at  present  the  people  of  Stonehouse  are 
debarred  from  using  either  our  Library  or  that  of  Devonport,  except  as 
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casiml  Tisitors.  Considerinc:  the  borough  of  Plymouth  and  the  township  of 
Stonehouse  are  practically  united,  it  seems  a  pity  that  the  inhabitants  of 
the  latter  town  should  not  liave  similar  advantages  from  a  literary  point  of 
view  as  those  of  the  former.  The  cost  to  the  ratepayers  would  be  small, 
and  the  benefit  great,  inasmuch  as  the  establishment  of  a  branch  at 
Stonehouse,  with  a  reading  room  and  lending  library,  could  very  well  be 
arranged  for,  besides  which  the  residents  of  Stonehouse  would  have  the 
free  use  of  a  Library  numbeiing  some  twenty  thousand  volumes  and  other 
advantages  which  I  need  not  here  enumerate. 

In  the  same  way  the  residents  of  ^^lannamead  and  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts, now  under  the  control  of  the  Compton  Gifford  Local  Board,  might 
partake  of  advantages  from  which  they  are  now  excluded,  as  only  those 
persons  who  have  business  or  occupation  in  the  Municipal  Borough  have 
the  right  use  to  the  Library,  or  at  least  to  borrow  our  books.  A  move- 
ment in  this  direction  was  set  on  foot  a  short  time  since,  but  up  to  the 
present  it  has  had  no  practical  result.  Such  an  amalgamation  is  to  my 
mind  highly  desirable,  for  it  would  add  strength  to  the  general 
resources,  and  confer  advantages  on  some  hundreds  of  persons  who  are 
now  outside  the  limits  of  our  work.  Other  outlying  districts  might  also 
be  induced  to  take  steps  in  the  same  direction,  for  I  see  no  reason  why  Plymp- 
ton,  Plymstock,  Oreston,  Turn  chapel,  Knackersknowle,  Tamerton  and 
other  places  might  not  become  athliated  with  this  town  for  library 
purposes,  especially  as  the  Acts  of  Parliament  under  which  these  libraries 
were  established  contemplated  the  connection  of  small  places  with  some 
central  borough.  In  such  cases  there  is  no  need  to  go  through  the 
formality  of  adopting  the  Acts,  as  in  the  case  of  a  town. 

Each  year,  as  it  comes  bears  witness  to  the  steady  growth  of  our  Library 
by  gift  and  purchase,  and  the  past  year,  although  the  sum  spent  in 
new  books  has  not  been  large,  is  no  exception  to  the  rule.  I  am  happy 
to  state  that  the  Library  stock  numbers  at  the  present  time  nearly  20,000 
volumes  (see  Table  I.)  exclusive  of  Patents,  which  accumulate  at  the  rate 
of  nearly  one  hundred  volumes  per  year,  and  that  some  important  additions 
have  been  made  to  it.  The  largest  and  most  important  acquisition  made 
to  the  Library  since  its  establishment  has  recently  taken  place,  by  the  gift 
of  about  sixteen  hundred  volumes  of  scientific  works  belonging  to  the 
Plymouth  Medical  Society.  These  works  were  withdrawn  from  the  Library 
of  the  Society  recently  located  in  the  Old  Hospital  Building,  and  were 
handed  over  to  us  on  the  transfer  of  that  Institution  to  the  new  building. 
These  are  now  in  process  of  arrangement  and  cataloguing,  and  I  am  able 
to  report,  that  although  many  of  the  works  are  purely  medical  and  some- 
what out  of  date  as  far  as  their  practical  value  is  concerned,  yet  they 
are  by  no  means  valueless  from  a  literary  point  of  view.  Besides  which, 
there  are  amongst  them  important  sets  of  valuable  journals  and  works  of 
reference  which  will  be  useful  to  students.  Special  provision  has  been 
made  for  their  accommodation  in  the  jS^ew  Reference  Library,  and  I  trust 
soon  to  have  their  titles  included  in  a  useful  working  Catalogue. 

Amongst  other  valuable  donations  of  books  made  during  the 
year,  I  may  mention  the  following :  16  volumes  by  the  Mayor 
(Mr.  J.  GRp:ENWAy);  28  volumes  by  the  Rev.  P.  GrEisEY;  sundry 
volumes  by  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum ;  Reports  of  the  Royal 
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Commission  on  Historical  .Manuscripts,  10  volumes  by  Mr.  E.  G. 
Bennett;  45  volumes  of  Miscellaneous  Works,  by  Mr.  A  GtRoser; 
32  volumes  of  Z'  Univers  Pittoresque,  by  Dr.  Kogeks,  &c.  &c. 

These,  with  all  other  works  added  to  the  Library,  will  be  included  in 
the  classified  list  of  accessions,  which  will  appear  as  an  Appendix  to  the 
published  Report,  and  I  may  say  that  our  yearly  reports  since  1879  con- 
tain a  complete  list  of  such  additions  in  every  department  of  the  Library, 
consequently  they  are  of  value  to  the  users  of  our  books. 

In  addition  to  the  books  presented,  there  were  also  given  40  beautiful 
photographs  of  Tasmanian  scenery  by  the  Tasmanian  Government. 

I  casually  mentioned  in  the  earlier  portion  of  my  report  the  need  of 
a  Catalogue  of  the  Eeference  Library  for  which  we  have  been  waiting  for 
some  years,  and  which  I  hoped  would  have  been  published  this  year.  In 
consequence,  however,  of  the  impoverished  state  of  the  funds,  and  the 
necessity  of  further  retrenchment,  I  propose  to  meet  the  want  by  the 
issue  of  a  sort  of  hand-list  of  the  contents  of  onr  Eeference  Library  and 
Local  Department,  deferring  the  publication  of  a  fuller  Catalogue  until  it 
is  found  that  our  funds  can  bear  the  outlay.  In  the  meanwhile  I  am 
collecting  the  material  for  such,  and  I  trust  to  have  the  Manuscript 
Catalogue  of  every  department  complete  before  the  coming  of  the 
Library  Association  to  Plymouth  next  autumn. 

I  may  here  mention  that  by  your  kind  permission  I  was  privileged 
to  attend  the  Meeting  of  the  U.  K.  L.  A.,  held  in  Dublin  in  October  last, 
when  we  had  a  most  interesting  and  successful  session.  We  were  well 
received  by  the  University  and  Municipal  Authorities,  and  most 
munificently  entertained.  The  details  of  the  work  done  I  have  already 
laid  before  you,  but  I  may  add  that  one  interesting  feature  of  the  pro- 
ceedings was  the  opening  of  two  district  libraries  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  by 
the  Lord  Mayor,  in  which  the  Members  of  our  Association  took  part  by 
invitation.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  such  progress  in  Ireland,  for  in 
addition  to  the  above,  a  Free  Public  Library  has  been  established  in 
Belfast.  The  reception  given  to  the  Association  generally,  and  to  many  of 
its  members  individually,  was  most  gratifying,  and  the  hospitality  was 
most  marked. 

Finding  that  the  Association  had  not  received  any  definite  invitation 
for  their  next  meeting,  I  ventured  to  suggest  to  the  Council,  of  which  I 
am  a  member,  that  the  West  of  England  would  well  repay  them  for  a 
visit,  and  that  although  we  had  no  large  libraries  to  show  them,  we  might 
yet  be  able  to  interest  the  members,  besides  introducing  many  of  them  to 
a  neigbourhood  which  at  least  would  have  the  charm  of  novelty,  and  which 
possessed  great  natural  beauties.  I  furtlier  pointed  out  that  tlie  \\>\t  of 
the  Association  to  this  district  would  be  helpful  in  encouraging  the  Free 
Library  movement  in  a  neighbourhood  where  it  had  been  but  little  tried,*  and 
further,  that  I  was  confident,  if  it  were  ultimately  decided  to  visit  Plymouth, 
that  I  might  assure  them  of  a  hearty  reception.  I  am  pleased  to  report, 
therefore,  that  the  Council  recommended  the  selection  of  Plymouth  for  the 
Meeting  of  1885,  and  I  was  commissioned  to  propose  the  same  to  the 
general  meeting  of  members,  when  the  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted.  The  Mayor  of  Plymouth  has  been  nominated  for,  and  has 
accepted  the  office  of,  President  of  the  Association,  and  I  trust  we  shall

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be  in  all  respects  ready  to  receive  our  distinguished  guests.  1  may  add 
that  the  previous  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  as  follows : — 

1877,  London.    1878,  Oxford.    1879,  Manchester.    1880,  Edinburgh. 

1881,  Loudon.  1882,  Cambridge.  1883,  Liverpool.  1884,  Dublin. 
It  will  shortly  be  proposed  to  form  a  special  Committee  to  arrange 
for  the  reception  of  the  Association,  the  Library  Committee  being  the 
nucleus,  after  which,  invitations  will  be  issued  to  those  interested  in  Library 
work,  besides  the  representatives  of  various  local  Institutions,  to  become 
members  of  the  Association.  The  influence  of  the  older  established 
libraries  in  Devon  and  Cornwall  will  also  be  sought,  and  staristical  infor- 
mation solicited  from  the  various  public  and  private  libraries  in  the 
West  of  England.  Already  some  offers  of  papers  have  been  made,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  meeting  will  be  of  much  practical  benefit  in  the 
district,  awakening  an  interest  in  some  quarters  in  library  work  where 
none  before  existed,  and  leading  other  libraries  to  carry  out  much-needed 
reforms  in  their  mode  of  administration. 

I  have  only  further  to  refer  to  the  event  which  has  made  the  past  year 
more  than  usually  important  in  the  annals  of  our  Institution,  viz : — the 
extension  of  our  premises.  In  my  last  Report  I  laid  before  you  a  scheme 
for  the  proposed  extension  which  I  thought  could  be  effected  at  a  com- 
paratively small  cost.  Acting  by  your  authority  I  perfected  my  plans 
and  laid  them  before  you  at  your  meeting  on  January  22nd  of  last  year, 
and  a  more  detailed  scheme  on  February  5th.  On  the  latter  occasion  you 
were  pleased  to  approve  of  my  plans,  which  had  been  prepared  at  my 
suggestion  by  Mr.  R.  Stanlake,  and  approved  by  Mr.  G.  D.  Bellamy,  the 
Borough  SuiTcyor.  They  were  afterwards  laid  before  the  Council  Commit- 
tees and  formally  approved.  You  then  instructed  me  to  issue  a  circular 
inviting  contributions  to  a  Special  Fund,  and  thus  a  public  appeal  was  made 
to  which  there  was  an  immediate  response,  the  first  list  of  subscribers  being 
laid  before  you  on  April  1st.  Contracts  were  then  accepted  by  Mr.  Stan- 
lake  at  a  very  low  estimate,  and  the  work  of  alteration  proceeded  with. 
Fortunately,  the  weather  was  favourable  and  no  great  inconvenience  was 
experienced,  although  some  structural  difficulties  had  to  be  surmounted. 
But  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  enter  into  a  minute  detail  of  the  stages 
by  which  the  work  progressed,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  I  was  able  to  re-open 
the  Lending  Library  on  July  24th,  and  the  Reference  Library  on  the  2.*^rd 
August,  the  formal  opening  of  the  whole  being  deferred,  in  consequence 
of  the  absence  oi  some  of  our  Committee,  until  November  3rd.  On  the 
evening  of  that  day,  the  Mayor,  attended  by  several  members  of  the 
Committee  and  Town  ("ouncil,  declared  the  extended  premises  open  to  the 
public.  Some  statistics  of  the  work  of  the  Institution  were  given,  with  a 
brief  historj'  of  the  Library  since  its  establishment  in  1876.  By  a 
singular  coincidence  this  formal  opening  took  place  upon  the  anniversary 
of  the  date  upon  which  the  town's  meeting  adopted  the  Librari(^s'  Acts  in 
1871.  I  need  not  enter  into  details  as  to  the  proceedings  in  connection 
with  the  formal  opening  of  the  Extended  Library  and  News-Rooms,  but 
will  simply  say  that  the  meeting  was  of  an  interesting  character,  and  that 
able  addresses  were  delivered  by  various  members  of  the  Committee 
and  others ;  besides  which  several  additions  were  made  to  the  Extension 
Fund,  as  the  result  of  the  meeting.  The  present  capacity  of  the  News- 
Room  is  about  sixty  feet  by  twenty,  height  in  proportion,  and,  moreover, 


it  is  well  ventilated.  Newspaper  slopes  are  placed  around  the  walls  giving 
accommodation  to  about  seventy  papers,  and  a  few  additional  stands  are 
placed  in  the  centre  of  the  room.  Tables  for  Magazines  and  He  views 
occupy  the  main  portion  of  the  central  space.  Altogether  this  room  is  an 
acquisition  to  our  Institution  and  to  the  town,  and  is,  for  the  purpose,  one 
of  the  finest  rooms  in  the  West  of  England.  The  room  formerly  called 
the  Review  Room  is  now  given  up  entirely  to  L  idy  Readors,  for  whom  a 
lavatory  has  been  added,  with  other  conveniences.  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  all  these  improvements  have  been  most  thoroughly  appreciated. 

The  alterations  in  the  Reference  Library  has  been  equally  effective, 
its  capacity  having  been  doubled,  and  the  new  portioti  being  lofty,  light,  and 
well  ventilated.  By  the  adoption  of  a  roof -light,  all  wall-space  has  been 
made  available  for  books,  the  readers'  tables  occupying  the  centre  of  the 
room.  A  partition,  dividing  the  Librarian's  room  from  the  Reference 
Library  has  been  utilized  for  the  display  of  the  photographs  of  Tasmanian 
scenes  mentioned  in  a  former  part  of  th's  report.  A  new  approach  has 
also  been  made  from  the  Lending  Library,  by  means  of  a  spiral  iron  stair- 
case, and  several  other  improvements  ]iave  been  (effected.  The  accommod- 
ation now  is  all  that  the  site  will  admit  of,  and  the  improvements  are 
considered  most  satisfactory. 

I  also  wish  to  add  a  note  up  m  the  finding  of  another  batch  of 
Corporation  documents  in  an  unexplored  corner  of  the  old  building,  being 
a  portion  of  a  lot  evidently  deposited  in  the  roof  many  years  ago,  the 
first  instalment  of  which  was  discovered  on  our  taking  possession  of  the 
upper  portion  of  these  premises  several  years  since.  The  documents  were 
found  to  be  of  interest  and  value,  and  are  now  deposited  in  the  Corpor- 
ation Muniment  Room,  where  they  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon 
by  Mr.  R.  N.  Worth. 

The  progress  of  the  Extension  Fund  has  been  but  slow,  the  amount 
collected  during  the  year  for  this  special  purpose  heing  £342.  The  cost 
of  the  Extension,  Fittings,  and  Extras,  will  be  within  £500,  and  it  is 
considered  that  Mr.  Stanlake  has  been  most  moderate  in  his  charges,  and 
that  the  alterations  have  been  carried  out  for  a  reasonable  sum. 

Attached  to  this  Report  will  be  found  a  complete  alphabetical  list  of 
subscribers  to  the  Special  Fund,  to  which  additional  donations  are  solicited. 

In  conclusion,  I  cannot  omit  to  mention  our  loss  by  death  of  Mr. 
George  Chase,  who  for  several  years  was  a  member  of  the  Library 
Committee  and  most  regular  in  his  attendance  at  the  meetings,  as  well  as 
of  great  assistance  to  me  by  advice  and  encouragement. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  staff  is  wori<ing  satisfactorily,  and 
that  one  of  the  junior  assistants  (R.  Philp),  having  now  served  his  term 
of  five  years,  has  been  promoted  to  Second  Assistant.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Bight  Worshipful  the  Mayor  and  Coiyoration  oj  the 
Borough  of  Plymouth. 

Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  present  to  you,  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Free  Public  Library,  their  Tenth  Annual  Report,  with 
Tables  of  Statistics,  prepared  by  our  indefatigable  Librarian. 

Both  the  Keport  and  the  Statistics  show  that  the  work  of  the  Library  is 
steadily  increasing  in  amount  and  in  efficiency. 

In  addition  to  departments  already  provided,  the  Committee  are  about  to 
add  a  small  collection  of  books  specially  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Blind, 
thus  contributing,  as  they  hope,  to  the  pleasure  and  advantage  of  those  who 
have  the  strongest  claims  on  the  sympathy  and  help  of  others. 

The  sudden  and  unlocked  for  death  of  our  late  Deputy  Chairman  has 
been  a  great  loss  to  the  Committee,  and  left  a  vacancy  not  easy  to  fill. 

The  following  Eesolution  in  reference  to  this  sad  event  was  passed 
unanimously  by  the  Committee,  and  forwarded  to  the  bereaved  family  : — 

"  That  this  Committee  desire  to  put  on  record  their  sense  of  the  serious 
"  loss  whioh  they  have  sustained  by  the  death  of  E..  C.  Serpell, 
'*  Esq.,  J.  P.,  who  for  ten  years  has  ably  filled  the  offices  of  Deputy 
*'  Chairman  and  Treasurer.  The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  recall- 
"  ing  the  fact  that  the  first  meeting  for  the  adoption  of  the  Free 
"  Libraries  Acts  in  Plymouth  was  in  the  Mayoralty  and  under  the 
'*  presidency  of  Mr.  Sekpell,  and  that  his  unwavering  interest  and 
•*  liberal  help  largely  aided  in  bringing  the  movement  to  a  successful 
'*  issue,  so  that  his  name  must  ever  be  identified  with  the  Plymouth 
*'  Free  Public  Library,  not  only  as  one  of  its  best  friends,  but  almost 
'  *  as  its  founder.  The  Committee  gratefully  recognise  the  readiness 
"with  which  their  late  Deputy  Chairman  placed  at  their  disposal 
"his  great  business  capacity  and  characteristic  perseverance,  and 
"  join  heartily  in  the  general  expression  of  sincere  regret  which  has 
"  been  called  forth  by  his  sudden  and  unexpected  decease." 

The  Committee  are  assured  that  they  have  the  entire  concurrence  and 
sympathy  of  the  Town  Council  in  the  sentiments  thus  expressed.  They  have 
resolved  to  place  in  the  Library  a  Portrait  of  their  late  colleague,  as  a 
memento  of  his  connection  with  the  Institution,  and  they  would  appreciate  the 
co-operation  of  any  members  of  the  Town  Council,  who  may  be  disposed  to 
join  in  paying  this  tribute  of  respect  to  his  memory.

In  presenting  you  with  this,  my  first  Balance  Sheet,  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  be  able  to  show  that  the  position  of  the 
Institution  is  in  a  far  more  satisfactory  state  than  it  has  been  for  a  con- 
siderable time  past  ;  and,  as  will  be  seen,  by  reducing  the  expenditure, 
the  Committee  have  been  able  to  spend  a  larger  amount  in  new  books  than 
in  any  previous  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  Library. 

Your  Committee  therefore  hope  that  the  Town  Council  will  with  their 
usual  liberality  accord  to  this  Institution  (which  is  so  largely  valued  by 
the  public  generally)  the  full  proceeds  of  a  penny  rate  for  the  ensuing  year.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

From  year  to  year  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  a 
detailed  Keport  of  the  working  of  the  Institution  which  is  under  my  charge  ; 
and  I  now,  for  the  tenth  time,  present  my  Statistical  Tables,  with  notes 
thereon. 

You  will  notice  that,  in  addition  to  the  usual  information,  I  have  pre- 
pared a  summary  of  the  entire  work  of  the  Library,  from  its  establishment  in 
September,  1876  ;  and  I  trust  that  the  progress  so  traced,  not  only  in  its 
development,  but  in  its  general  usefulness  and  popularity,  may  be  satisfac- 
tory to  you  as  a  Committee,  to  the  Town  Council,  and  to  the  inhabitants 
at  large. 

The  Tables  of  Statistics  presented  herewith  speak  for  themselves  ;  but 
nevertheless  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  if  I  draw  your  attention  to  some  of 
their  chief  features  of  interest. 

In  the  first  place.  Table  I.  contains  a  statement  of  the  growth  of  the 
Library  during  the  last  twelve  months,  and,  taken  in  connection  with  Table 
XL,  will  enable  you  to  judge  of  the  increase  of  the  Library  from  year  to 
year,  since  its  opening  in  1876.  From  this  it  will  appear  that  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase  in  all  departments  up  to  the  present  time,  and  that  during 
the  year  1886  this  increase  has  been  next  to  the  largest  upon  record, — that 
for  1884  alone  exceeding  it.  That  however  was  an  exceptional  year, 
inasmuch  as  we  then  took  over  about  1600  volumes  of  Medical  and  Scientific 
works,  being  a  portion  of  the  Library  of  the  Plymouth  Medical  Society,  removed 
from  the  old  Hospital  to  this  place  for  convenience  of  reference.  Whilst  a 
large  and  satisfactory  increase  is  jierceptible  in  every  class,  it  is  worthy  of 
particular  comment  that  the  largest  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Reference 
Library,  which  (including  the  Local  Department)  now  numbers  more  than 
9,000  volumes.  The  usefulness  of  this  department  is  commensurate 
with  its  growth, — a  most  satisfactory  result,  to  which  I  shall  presently 
further  refer. 

Next  to  the  Reference  Library,  the  largest  number  of  books  added  was  in 
Classes  G  and  J  (Fiction  and  Juvenile  Works).   This  was  necessary  in  order  to 
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It  Avill  "be  noticed  that  there  was  a  general  falling  off  in  nearly  all  the 
Classes,  the  exceptions  being  in  Class  J,  in  which  there  was  an  increase  of  735 
vols. ;  in  the  Local  of  18G,  and  in  the  Reference  of  8,024.  The  decrease  in  the 
issues  of  Fiction  amounted  to  no  less  than  1,408  volumes,  which  may  be 
accounted  for  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  smaller  number  of  three-volume 
novels  now  in  circulation  than  heretofore. 

The  most  noticeable  fact  in  connection  with  these  statistics  is  the  largely 
increased  use  made  of  the  books  in  the  Keference  Library,  to  which  I  have 
before  alluded.  More  than  forty  thousand  volumes  have  been  consulted  in 
one  way  or  another  during  the  year, — just  ten  times  as  many  as  in  the  year 
1879.  Comment  on  this  statement  is  almost  needless  ;  but  I  may  point  out 
that  periodicals  occupy  the  foremost  place— 12,485  having  been  used.  Next 
in  order  come  Dictionaries  and  Encyclopasdias,  and  other  works  of  general 
reference,  with  a  total  of  6,410.  Fiction  and  General  Literature  next,  4,140. 
Arts  and  Sciences  follow,  with  a  total  of  3,963  ;  general  Topographical 
Works,  2,834  ;  Poetry  and  the  Drama,  2,466  ;  History  and  Travels,  2,422  ; 
Local  Works,  2,341  ;  Biographies,  1,404  ;  Biblical  and  Religious  Works, 
1,141  ;  Patents  Specifications  Register,  6C8  ;  and  Heraldic  Works  (including 
Genealogical),  532.    Particulars  of  this  will  be  found  on  Table  VIII. 

Table  IX.  contains  a  summary  of  the  whole  issues  of  the  Library  in 
all  departments,  from  September,  1876,  to  the  end  of  December,  1886 — a  little 
over  ten  years.  On  dissecting  the  figures  there  shown,  I  find  that  our  issues 
of  books  for  home  reading  have  reached  the  respectable  total  of  1,332,303 
volumes  ;  while  books  have  been  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library  to  the 
number  of  214,778,  giving  a  grand  total  of  1,547,081  volumes,  or  a  daily 
average  of  528.    These  numbers  spread  over  the  various  Classes  are  as 


follows  : —

From  Table  X.  (which  shows  a  comparison  between  the  years  1885  and 
1886)  nothing  can  be  gleaned  beyond  what  I  have  already  stated,  as  it  simply 
shows  the  decrease  and  increase  in  the  issues,  in  the  various  Classes. 

Table  XII.  shows  the  addition  made  to  our  stock  of  Patents  Specifica- 
tions, nearly  one  hundred  volumes  having  been  received  during  the  year, 
besides  Indexes,  Journals,  Abridgments,  and  other  publications.  We  have 
therefore  now  in  our  Library  575  bound  volumes  of  these  valuable  works, 
1,100  bundles  of  loose  Specifications,  (containing  on  an  average  100  in  a 
bundle,)  besides  about  500  other  volumes  relating  to  them,  or  in  the  aggregate 
2,175  volumes,  containing  nearly  200,000  separate  Specifications.  These, 
added  to  our  general  stock,  would  give  a  total  of  more  than  twenty-five 
thousand  volumes. 
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Before  passing  from  the  subject  of  these  tables,  I  would  particularly 
draw  your  attention  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Keference  Library.  Seeing 
to  what  an  extent  this  department  is  being  used,  I  would  urge  the 
necessity  of  adding  considerably  to  the  stock  of  books  for  consultation,  for 
it  is  undoubtedly  in  that  direction  that  the  Library  will  in  the  future  display 
its  usefulness  and  value. 

Appended  to  the  Balance  Sheet  I  have  furnished  a  monthly  cash  state- 
ment, giving  in  detail  the  receipts  from  various  sources  at  the  Library  coun- 
ter. The  amount  of  £59.  125.  2c?.  is  made  up  by  the  following  items  : — 
Tickets  sold  (2,607),  £10.  175.  3d.  ;  Eules  sold  (748),  £3.  2s.  4d  ;  Medals 
sold  (134),  £1.  2s.  M.  ;  Post  Cards  sold  (299),  £1.  4.s.  Ud.  ;  Catalogues 
sold  (166),  £4.  35.  Od,  ;  Old  Papers,  £4.  85.  Od.  ;  Fines  (representing  6,364 
separate  payments),  £36.  55.  Sd.  ;  and  other  items,  £2.  125.  Od.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  find  that  in  nearly  all  cases  our  printed  matters  supplied  more  than 
pay  their  original  cost,  and  that  a  considerable  revenue  is  derived  from  fines 
for  the  detention  of  the  books. 

The  extension  of  the  Indicator,  authorised  by  you  some  months  since, 
has  been  satisfactorily  completed  by  Mr.  Stanlake, — an  addition  having  been 
made  sufficient  for  2,700  titles.  A  re-arrangement  of  all  the  Classes  is  in 
progress,  and  the  extension  will  allow  of  the  additions  of  several  years  being 
placed  prominently  before  our  borrowers. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  I  had  a  record  kept  of  the  books 
issued  daily  by  their  titles  and  authors  :  this,  when  tabulated,  will  show  what 
books  and  authors  have  been  most  popular,  and  how  many  times  certain 
works  were  called  for.  As  considerable  attention  has  lately  been  drawn  to 
the  question,  "  What  do  the  people  read  ?  "  it  will  be  interesting  to  be  able 
to  answer  this  question  from  our  own  experience,  and  as  the  result  of  actual 
observations  in  our  own  toAvn.  Even  the  issues  of  one  day  will  form  a  very 
good  test  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  ;  and,  if  some  of  the  statements  can 
be  communicated  to  the  public  through  the  press,  I  feel  sure  that  a  much 
larger  demand  upon  us  would  result,  and  that  the  popularity  of  the  Library 
would  be  very  much  increased. 

The  preparation  of  the  Reference  Library  Catalogue  is  still  proceeding, 
and  it  is  now  in  a  sufficiently  forward  state  for  me  to  promise  its  completion  and 
publication  during  the  present  year.  The  constant  addition  of  books  to  the 
Library  generally,  necessarily  prevents  much  time  being  given  to  the  more 
literary  part  of  the  work.  But  I  hope  ere  long  to  report  that  I  am  ready  to 
receive  your  instructions  as  to  printing.  The  Juvenile  Catalogue,  approved 
by  you  some  months  since,  is  also  nearly  completed,  and  will  ere  long  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  printer. 

The  News-Rooms  and  Ladies'  Room  still  continue  to  be  exceedingly 
popular  ;  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  petty  thefts  of  magazines  and  muti- 
lation of  papers  have  almost  entirely  ceased,  no  complaint  having  been  made 
for  some  months.  Additions  to  our  list  of  monthly  periodicals  have  recently 
been  made,  but  other  journals  are  often  asked  for.  Possibly  you  may  be 
disposed  to  favour  the  purchase  of  some  trade  and  other  journals  which  are 
not  at  present  to  be  found  on  our  tables.  We  are  indebted  to  many  publishers 
and  others  for  copies  of  monthly  and  weekly  journals  ;  but  I  would  com- 
mend to  our  friends  who  have  relatives  abroad  that  copies  of  foreign  and 
colonial  newspapers  and  magazines  would  be  very  welcome. 

At  the  Conference  of  Librarians  held  in  London  in  September  last,  which 
I  had  the  privilege  of  attending,  the  matter  of  providing  books  for  the  blind 
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was  LrongLt  forward  and  it  found  considerable  favour.    It  transpired  that 

several  of  the  chief  Libraries  provide  such  books,  in  the  various  systems  in 
vogue,  and  that  there  is  a  considerable  demand  for  such  literature.  I  am 
now  prepared  to  suggest  to  you  a  selection  of  books  which  I  think  will  be 
found  serviceable  to  those  of  our  townspeople  who  from  loss  of  sight  have  to 
read  with  their  fingers. 

At  the  same  Conference  I  read  a  paper  on  "  Municipal  Libraries  and 
Suburban  Districts,"  chiefly  dealing  with  the  best  means  of  including  the 
suburbs  of  such  a  town  as  ours  in  the  Library  administration.  Having  in 
view  the  position  of  Mannamead  and  Stonehouse,  I  suggested  that  residents 
beyond  our  municipal  boundaries  should  be  allowed  to  borrow  books  upon 
the  payment  of  a  fee.  By  this  means  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  would 
be  extended,  as  well  as  its  funds  increased.  I  have  laid  the  substance  of  my 
paper  and  the  discussion  which  ensued  before  you,  and  await  with  interest 
your  decision  upon  this  important  matter. 

It  is  perhaps  too  much  to  hope  that  the  still  larger  question  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  Branch  Libraries  or  Reading  Rooms  will  receive  your  attention 
this  year  ;  but  I  would  still  keep  before  you  the  suggestion,  which  I  made 
some  years  ago,  that  a  branch  of  some  kind  should  be  opened  in  each  ward 
in  the  town,  in  order  that  the  residents  in  the  outlying  districts  might  par- 
take of  the  advantages  of  the  Library  close  to  their  own  homes. 

The  members  of  the  Library  Association  whom  I  met  in  London  were 
loud  in  their  congratulations  upon  the  success  of  the  Plymouth  meeting,  and 
look  forAvard  to  a  second  visit  to  the  West  of  England  at  no  distant  date. 

I  reported  to  you  recently  that  difficulties  occasionally  arose  with  rate- 
payers whose  names,  for  various  reasons,  did  not  appear  upon  the  official 
Burgess  roll.  These  ratepayers  were  naturally  aggrieved  that  they  should  be 
debarred  from  the  privileges  of  the  Library,  unless  they  obtained  the  signa- 
ture of  a  fellow  ratepayer,  who  hapjoened  to  be  a  duly  qualified  burgess. 
This  difficulty  has,  I  am  glad  to  say,  been  met  by  your  authorising  me  to  pass 
all  such  applications  as  come  before  me,  if  satisfied  that  the  persons  making 
application  were  actually  upon  the  rating  books  of  the  town.  To  such  you 
were  pleased  to  allow  that  the  term  Burgess  should  include  all  Ratepayers, 
and  I  feel  assured  that  this  concession  will  be  highly  appreciated. 

I  have  only,  in  conclusion,  to  refer  very  briefly  to  the  sudden  and 
lamented  death  of  the  originator  of  the  Library,  Mr.  R.  C.  Serpell,  and  to  ex- 
press my  own  sense  of  the  loss  the  Institution  has  sustained.  His  aid  and 
counsel  were  always  forthcoming,  and  his  good  judgment  has  on  many  occasions 
enabled  me  to  steer  clear  of  difficulties  and  to  meet  emergencies.  Personally 
I  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  his  memory  ;  and  I  trust  it  will  not  be 
considered  obtrusive  here  to  record  my  obligations  to  him,  and 
that  he  uniformly  supported  me  in  any  suggestions  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  Institution  which  he  had  so  much  at  heart,  or  the  perfecting 
of  its  administrative  arrangements.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the    Right    Worshipful    the    Mayor  and    Corporation  of  the 
Borough  of  Plymouth. 


Gentlemen, 

With  this  you  will  receive  the  eleventh  Annual  Report  of 
the  Librarian  of  the  work  of  the  past  year. 

As  regards  the  Library  itself  there  is  nothing  calling  for  special 
remark.  You  will  observe  that  the  number  of  books  issued  has  been 
somewhat  below  that  of  last  year,  owing  probably  to  the  long 
continuance  of  fine  weather  in  the  summer,  making  books  less 
necessary  for  leisure  hours. 

As  regards  the  Building  I  am  desired  by  the  Committee  to  ask 
your  attention  to  the  serious  condition  of  the  roof,  and  the  general 
unsightliness  of  the  exterior — the  roof  greatly  needs  repair,  and  is 
doing  damage  to  the  fabric  itself,  by  leakage  in  rainy  weather — the 
exterior  requires  to  be  both  cleaned  and  painted. 

The  Scheme  proposed  some  time  ago  by  the  Librarian  for 
supplying  small  lending  libraries  to  Board  Schools  is  now  being 
carried  out,  and  will  shortly  be  in  full  operation.  Your  Committee 
are  greatly  interested  in  this  new  departure  for  circulating  healthy 
and  useful  literature  among  the  children,  and  they  have  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  School  Board  in  promoting  it. 
If  the  experiment  prove  a  success  there  seems  no  reason  why  the 
same  privelege  should  not  be  extended  to  all  Public  Elementary 
Schools  in  the  town. 

The  portrait  of  our  late  Deputy  Chairman  and  Treasurer  has  been 
presented  to  the  Mayor,  and  accepted  by  his  Worship  on  behalf  of 
the  town.  It  has  been  placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the  Library. 
The  amount  subscribed  has  been  contributed  chiefly  by  members  of 
the  Town  Council  and  the  Library  Committee  and  others  who  have 
been  associated  with  the  late  Mr.  Serpell  in  public  life.  The  sub- 
scription was  limited  to  half-a-guinea,  and  the  number  of  subscribers 
is  forty. 

With  the  increasing  population  of  the  town,  and  therefore 
the  increased  demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  Library,  your 
Committee  desire  me  to  ask  for  your  continued  interest  and  sympathy 
in  their  important  work,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  there  will  be 
no  difficulty  in  your  voting  for  the  use  of  the  Library  the  full  amount 
of  the  Penny  Rate  allowed  by  Parliament.

TREASURER'S  REPORT. 


To  tlie  Members  of  the  Town  Council. 

— — 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing  before  you  my  second 
annual  Balance  Sheet,  which  I  think  shews  the  Free  Library  to  be 
in  a  better  financial  position  than  last  year,  as  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  debt  on  the  Buildin^^  Extension  Fund  has  been  paid  off,  and  a 
considerable  sum  has  been  expended  in  books  and  periodicals. 

By  an  arrangement  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Town 
Council,  the  balance  of  loan  granted  by  the  Corporation  early  in  the 
previous  year  was  deducted  from  the  annual  grant  to  the  Library 
Committee  twelve  months  ago,  thus  considerably  lessening  the 
income  of  the  Institution  for  the  year.  The  amount  so  paid  off 
was  £177  4s.  I  id.,  one  3'ear's  instalment  of  £15  having  previously 
been  paid.  But  although  the  resources  of  the  Institution  were 
temporarily  reduced,  the  Library  is  now  clear  of  debt  ;  and  with  the 
increase  in  the  amount  of  rates  available  for  Library  purposes,  the 
Committee  hope'^to  be  able  to  make  large  additions  to  the  stock  of 
General  Literature  during  the  current  year,  besides  meeting  the 
costs  of  the  new  departure  in  connection  with  the  Board  School 
Libraries.  I  trust  therefore  that  the  Town  Council  may  see  their 
way  clear  to  increasing  the  Library  Grant  for  this  year  up  to  the 
full  amount  allowed  by  the  rates. 

I  would  here  refer  to  the  Librarian's  Report,  and  to  that  portion 
of  it  which  speaks  of  the  general  state  of  the  building,  in  the  hope 
that  you  may  instruct  the  Surveyor  to  make  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  exterior  of  the  building  prior  to  the  matter  being  considered 
by  the  Committee  under  whose  control  these  things  would  rightly 
come.  The  need  for  very  substantial  repairs  and  a  general 
renovation  is  more  and  more  apparent,  and  if  this  be  not  soon 
attended  to,  damage  of  a  serious  character  may  occur  to  some  of 
the  valuable  books  now  in  the  possession  of  the  town.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Eleventh  Annual  Statement  respecting 
the  working  of  this  Institution,  I  am  pleased  to  report  steady  signs 
of  progress,  although  there  is  nothing  in  the  past  year's  work  of  a 
peculiarly  exceptional  character  requiring  special  comment. 

In  my  previous  reports  I  have  made  a  running  commentary 
upon  the  various  statistical  tables  which  are  appended  thereto,  and 
this  I  propose  to  repeat  on  the  present  occasion,  taking  them  in  the 
order  in  which  they  appear. 

In  Table  I.  will  be  found  a  record  of  the  additions  made  to  the 
several  departments  of  the  Library  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
It  will  be  seen  that  1,630  volumes  have  been  added,  of  which  about 
500  belong  to  the  Reference  Library,  and  1,100  to  the  various 
sections  of  the  Lending  Department.  The  additions  made  to  the 
various  classes  are  about  the  usual  average,  the  only  exception  being 
in  the  case  of  the  Juvenile  Section,  where  the  increase  was  larger 
than  usual  to  allow  for  the  withdrawal  of  about  1,000  volumes  re- 
quired to  supply  the  Board  School  Libraries,  of  which  I  shall  speak 
more  fully  in  a  subsequent  part  of  my  Report. 

The  Library  now  contains  nearly  25,000  volumes,  there  being 
io,ooo  in  the  Reference  Library  (including  the  Local  Section),  and 
about  15,000  in  the  Lending  Department.  When  the  Library  was  first 
opened  in  September,  1876,  it  contained  7,908  volumes,  of  which  the 
Reference  Library  had  less  than  1,000  ;  the  increase,  therefore, 
since  that  time  has  amounted  to  nearly  17,000  volumes  in  the  relative 
proportions  which  I  have  just  indicated.  Further  particulars  on  this 
point  will  be  found  in  Tabic  XI. 
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According  to  Table  II.  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of 
Borrowers'  Tickets  issued  during-  the  year  was  less  than  in  1886, 
2,648  tickets  having  been  issued,  as  against  2,704  in  the  previous 
year.  The  total  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  issued  since  the 
opening  of  the  Library  in  1876,  has  been  32,183.  These  figures, 
however,  are  very  fluctuating.  Scarcely  any  comment  is  necessary 
on  Tables  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.,  the  former  being  merely  a  record  of  the 
Borrowers'  Tickets  withdrawn  or  cancelled — with  the  reasons 
assigned  ;  the  three  latter,  dealing  with  the  Ages,  Residences,  and 
Occupations  of  Borrowers  respectively.  The  information  contained 
in  these  Tables  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year. 

As  last  year  I  have  prepared  a  supplementary  Cash  Statement, 
giving  particulars  of  the  several  amounts  received  at  the  Library 
Counter,  chiefly  in  pence ;  these  items  forming  an  appreciable 
addition  to  our  yearly  income. 

One  of  the  most  important  tables  is  No.  VII.,  which  shews  the 
issues  in  all  departments  of  the  Library  month  by  month,  with  the 
daily  averages  throughout  the  year.  The  grand  total  recorded  for 
287  days  is  147,901.  Of  these  issues  28,979  were  for  books  con- 
sulted in  the  Reference  Library,  which  are  more  fully  dealt  with  in 
Table  VIII.  By  comparison  with  the  issues  for  1886,  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  was  a  falling  off  of  about  13,000,  of  which  12,000 
may  be  credited  to  the  Reference  Department.  There  was,  however, 
a  general  decrease  in  both  departments,  particularly  noticeable 
during  the  summer  months,  and  this  may  be  attributed  to  the  long 
continuance  of  fine  weather.  This  invariably  operates  both  upon 
the  issues  of  books  for  hom^e  reading  and  upon  the  use  of  the 
Reference  Library,  as  may  be  seen  by  comparing  the  statements  for 
the  two  years  for  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September.

From  the  foregoing-  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  monthly 
total  reached  was  in  March  (14,841)  but  the  highest  daily  average 
was  for  April  (606).  Next  to  the  issues  of  Prose  Fiction,  which  are 
always  considerably  in  excess  of  the  other  classes,  the  order  of  circu- 
lation is  as  follows: — Juvenile  Books,  21,702;  Magazines,  1 1 ,019  ; 
History,  Voyages  and  Travels,  5,875  ;  Local  Works,  3,392  ;  Arts, 
Science,  and  Natural  History,  2,960 ;  Biography  and  Correspon- 
dence, 2,280;  Poetry  and  the  Drama,  1,642;  Miscellaneous  Works, 
1,465;  Theology  and  Religion,  1,278;  Political  Economy,  &c.,  644. 

In  Table  VHI.  will  be  found  information  of  a  similar  character 
with  respect  to  books  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library,  the  daily 
average  being  loi,  and  the  highest  monthly  total  being  for  April 
(2,878).  In  examining  the  figures  under  the  head  of  their  respective 
classes  I  find  their  order  to  be  as  follows  : —  Magazines  and 
Reviews,  11,360;  Dictionaries,  Encyclopaedias,  &c.,  4,945  ;  Fiction 
and  General  Literature,  2,365  ;  Arts,  Science,  &c.,  2,083  ;  Local 
Works,  1,957;  Poetry,  the  Drama,  &c.,  1,502;  Topographical 
Works,  1,149;  History  and  Travels,  1,143;  Biographical  Works, 
976  ;  Biblical  and  Religious  Works,  946  ;  Patents  Specifications, 
355  ;  Heraldic  Works,  198. 

In  another  table  I  give  the  increase  and  decrease  of  the  various 
classes,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  decrease  in 
classes  B,  C,  £,  F,  G,  H,  K,  L,  and  an  increase  in  classes  A.  D,  I, 
J.    See  Table  X. 

Table  IX.  contains  a  record  of  the  whole  work  of  the  Library 
since  its  opening  to  the  end  of  the  year  1887,  the  aggregate  issues 
being  1,694,982;  of  this  total  243,757  volumes  have  been  consulted 
in  the  Reference  Library,  and  1,451,125  volumes  have  been  issued 
for  home  reading.

During  the  eleven  years  covered  by  the  operations  of  the  Insti- 
tution the  Library  has  been  open  3,207  days,  and  the  daily  average 
for  the  whole  period  has  been  528. 

A  closer  study  of  these  figures  reveals  some  interesting  facts. 
Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  although  works  of  Fiction,  Magazines, 
and  Juvenile  Works  absorb  about  two-thirds  of  the  entire  total,  the 
circulation  of  works  of  a  more  solid  character  has  reached  the  res- 
pectable total  of  548,025  ;  whilst  bound  volumes  of  Magazines, 
which  are  essentially  works  of  general  literature  suited  for  family 
reading,  are  recorded  as  129,198  volumes. 

One  of  the  strongest  items  in  our  circulation  is  that  of  books 
suitable  for  children,  and  this  is  a  hopeful  sign,  for  we  see  that  in 
the  eleven  years  included  in  these  reports  217,329  volumes  have 
been  read  by  our  boys  and  girls.  Further  comment  on  these  figures 
is  needless,  and  yet  one  is  tempted  to  say  that  this  large  circulation 
of  healthy  literature  must  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  com- 
munity at  large. 

Table  XI,  to  which  I  have  previously  referred,  contains  the  record 
in  classified  form  of  the  yearly  increase  of  the  Library  stock  in  all 
its  departments,  except  the  Patents'  Room,  the  state  of  which  will 
be  found  appended  to  the  report  (Table  XII).  With  reference  to 
the  Specifications  of  Patents,  I  may  observe  that  an  arrangement 
has  recently  been  completed  by  which  we  receive  a  weekly  parcel  of 
these  valuable  publications,  containing  all  the  specifications  printed 
up  to  date.  Although  the  form  in  which  these  documents  are  now 
received  is  not  so  convenient  as  the  bound  volumes,  we  have  the 
advantage  of  being  supplied  simultaneously  with  other  libraries  and 
public  institutions,  instead  of  having  to  wait  six  months  for  the 
issue  of  the  volumes  as  was  previously  the  case. 

The  British  Museum  Trustees  still  continue  to  send  ns  the 
valuable  works  published  by  them,  and  during  the  past  year  I  have 
succeeded  in  obtaining  a  grant  of  their  printed  catalogue,  which  when 
completed  will  be  the  greatest  bibliographical  work  in  existence. 

No  record  is  kept  of  the  use  made  of  the  General  News  Rooms, 
but  it  may  be  estimated  that  nearly  two  thousand  persons  enter 
these  rooms  every  day  ;  consequently  as  the  rooms  are  open  all  the 
year  round  except  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  we 
may  conclude  at  the  lowest  computation  that  more  than  half-a- 
million  persons  visit  this  department  in  the  course  of  a  year.  About 
two  hundred  and  fifty  periodicals  of  all  kinds  are  regularly  supplied, 
all  the  daily  and  nearly  all  the  weekly  newspapers  being  conveniently 
placed  on  slopes,  by  which  means  no  single  reader  can  monopolise 
them  as  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 
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The  oft-repeated  complaint  of  pett\'  pilferings  and  mutilation  of 
newspapers  and  periodicals  has  heen,  I  am  happy  to  say,  reduced  to 
a  minimum,  and  little  complaint  can  be  made  of  the  abuse  of  the 
privilege  accorded  to  so  larj^e  and  varied  a  class  of  readers  as  daily 
throng  our  news  rooms. 

The  Ladies'  Room  is  more  appreciated  than  ever,  and  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  papers,  as  well  as 
to  give  those  supplied  a  better  position  on  slopes  provided  for  them. 

I  have  to  call  attention  to  the  general  state  of  the  building  both 
internally  and  externally.  The  whole  of  the  rooms  require  cleaning 
and  renovation,  as  they  have  not  undergone  any  repairs  since  the 
extension  of  the  building  nearly  four  years  ago.  The  state  of  the 
roof,  particularly  the  old  portion,  is  a  very  serious  matter,  inasmuch 
as  it  is  far  from  rain-proof,  and  constant  complaints  are  being  made 
to  the  Borough  Surveyor  for  external  repairs  iVlr.  Bellamy,  however, 
declares  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  keep  the  old  roof  and 
gutters  in  a  proper  state.  I  would  therefore  impress  upon  you  the 
necessity  of  asking  the  Town  Council  to  sanction  an  outlay  upon 
this  part  of  the  building  to  remed\'  these  defects.  Until  something 
of  this  kind  has  been  done,  it  will  be  useless  to  expend  any  of  the 
Library  Funds  in  the  renovation  of  the  interior  of  the  Reference 
Library,  as  the  gutters  are  all  worn-out  and  new  leaks  spring  out 
repeatedly  in  unexpected  places,  causing  much  damage  to  the  books. 

In  accordance  with  your  instruclions  a  new  block  of  shelving 
has  been  placed  in  the  Reference  Library,  which  will  allow  for  a 
better  arrangement  of  the  books  than  was  before  possible.  Also 
during  the  year  two  sets  of  newspaper  slopes  have  been  placed  in 
the  News  Room,  by  which  many  more  papers  have  been  properly 
accommodated. 

As  in  former  years  I  have  been  privileged  by  your  authority  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  Library  Association,  held  in  September 
last  in  Birmingham.  In  numbers  the  gathering  was  the  largest  yet 
held,  and  the  work  done  was  chiefly  of  a  practical  character  The 
authorities  at  Birmingham  gave  the  members  a  very  hearty  welcome 
and  made  provision  for  our  seeing  many  objects  of  interest  in  and 
around  the  great  Midland  capital.  We  visited  Lichfield,  Stratford- 
on-Avon,  also  Althorp,  the  seat  of  Earl  Spencer,  and  other  places.  I 
am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  I  still  hold  a  place  on  the  Council.  , 

In  a  previous  paragraph  reference  was  made  to  the  establishment 
of  small  libraries  in  Board  Schools.  After  considerable  discussion 
and  prolonged  negotiation  between  the  Library  Committee  and  the 
School  Board  this  matter  has  now  been  arranged  on  very  satisfactory 
conditions,  and  over  one  thousand  volumes  have  been  selected  for 
distribution  amongst  eleven  of  these  schools,  in  accordance  with 
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the  plan  of  operation  mutually  agreed  upon  between  the  two 
governing  bodies,  which  are  as  follows  : — 

PLYMOUTH    SCHOOL  BOARD. 

Scheme  for  the  Establishment  of  Lendhify  Libraries  to  Children  in  the 
Schools  of  the  Board. 
The  Free  Library  Committee  of  the  Plymouth  Town  Council  and  the  Plymouth 
School  Board,  acting  conjointly,  propose  the  following  scheme  for  the  establish- 
ment of  Free  Lending  Libraries  in  certain  schools  of  the  Board  for  the  use  of 
children  as  follows,  viz. : — 

1.  The  Free  Library  Committee  undertaking 

(a)  To  supply  to  each  school  a  Library  consisting  of  not  less  than  loo 
carefully  selected  books  from  the  present  stock  of  the  Library,  to  be  supplemented 
from  time  to  time,  as  circumstances  permit.  Such  Libraries  to  remain  in  circula- 
tion, byway  of  experiment,  for  a  period  of  not  longer  than  six  months. 

Cb)  To  take  the  sole  responsibility  for,  and  to  make  good,  any  loss,  damage, 
or  injury  to  the  books  which  may  occur  in  the  respective  schools  after  every  effort 
has  been  made  on  the  part  of  the  Principal  Teacher  to  recover  the  same. 

2.  The  School  Board  undertaking 

(a)  To  provide  for  each  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  schools  sufficient  cupboards  or 
bookcases  for  the  reception  of  the  books  which  may  be  lent  by  the  Free  Library 
Committee,  and  to  provide  the  necessary  books,  labels,  &c.,  which  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose. 

(bj  To  arrange  that  the  books  are  properly  catalogued,  issued,  collected, 
exchanged,  and  registered  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  which  may  be  deter- 
mined on  between  the  Library  Committee  and  the  School  Management  Committee 
of  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

Cc)  To  appoint  a  Committee,  who  shall  (in  conference  with  the  Principal 
Teachers)  select  the  books  for  the  respective  schools  and  exercise  a  general 
supervision  over  the  Libraries. 

The  portrait  of  our  late  highly  respected  Deputy  Chairman, 
executed  by  Mr.  F.  Gilling,  now  hangs  in  the  Library,  its  cost 
having  been  defrayed  by  a  small  subscription,  chiefly  confined  to 
members  of  the  Library  Committee,  the  Town  Council  and  Borough 
Magistrates.  It  was  recently  formally  presented  to  the  Corporation 
by  the  Subscribers,  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  accepting  it  on 
behalf  of  the  Institution  and  of  the  town. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  given  as  usual,  a  classiBed  list 
of  all  the  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year,  names  of 
the  donors  to  the  Institution  in  Books,  Pamphlets  and  Reports  ; 
revised  list  of  Periodicals  supplied,  both  by  presentation  and  purchase, 
and  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Institution,  with  other 
information. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  copies  of  this  report  are  sent  to 
all  the  Free  Public  Libraries  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  to  many 
in  the  United  States  and  the  Colonies,  the  said  libraries  thus 
interchanging  their  reports  with  us.

BULES   AND  BEGULATIONS. 


1.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Libraiv 
and  News-Rooins ;  and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  all 
the  property  belonging  thereto,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Books. 

2.  — No  person  who  is  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  be  admitted 
into  the  Library  or  Nevvs-Rooms.  No  audible  conversation  shall  be 
permitted  in  either  room  ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  allowed  to  partake 
of  refreshment  therein.  Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  these 
Regulations,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  building. 

3.  — The  Lending  Library  and  Reference  Reading  Room  shall  be 
open  to  the  public  every  day,  except  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good 
Friday  ;  the  former  from  10  a.m  to  9  p.m.,  the  latter  from  10  a.m.  to 
10  p.m.  ;  and  the  News-Rooms  every  day  (with  the  same  exceptions), 
from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  The  Library  is  closed  on  Bank  Holidays,  and 
at  4  o'clock  on  Wednesdays,  but  open  until  10  on  Saturdays.  The 
Ladies'  Room  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to  9-30  p.m. 

4.  — The  Library  shall  be  closed  for  one  week,  twice  in  each  year, 
for  the  purposes  of  cleaning  and  re-arrangement  of  books.  Seven  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  of  such  closing,  in  order  that  all  books  may  be 
returned  to  the  Library  for  examination.  All  books  borrowed  from  the 
Library  must  therefore  be  returned,  irrespective  of  the  time  allowed 
for  reading,  on  or  before  the  30th  June  and  31st  December  in  each  year 
respectively.  Borrowers  neglecting  to  comply  with  this  Rule  will  risk 
the  forfeiture  of  their  Tickets,  arid  will  incur  a  special  fine  of  sixpence 
per  week,  or  portion  of  a  week. 

5.  — Persons  enrolled  as  Burgesses  of  the  Municipal  Borough  of 
Plymouth,  or  duly  certiHed  Rate])ayers,*  or  Donors  of  Five  Pounds  and 
upwards,  shall  be  entitled  to  borrow  books  for  home  reading,  on  their 
own  responsibility,  on  signing  acceptance  of  these  Rules,  on  a  form 
which  shall  be  kept  for  the  purp(/se.    Persons  not  so  enrolled,  or  not

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otherwise  eliujible,  shall  he  retjuireil  to  obtain  the  signature  of  one 
Burgess  to  the  following  vouclier,  which  must  he  renewed  annually  : —

Books  can  be  taken  out  of  the  Lihiary  only  by  Ratepayers,  or 
persons  resident  in  or  employed  in  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Plymouth. 

6.  — Any  person  having  signed  this  engagement  who  shall  after- 
wards desire  to  withdraw  from  the  same  must  give  notice  thereof  in 
writing  to  tlie  Librarian,  who  will  give  a  release  as  soon  as  he  shall 
have  ascertained  that  no  liability  remains  undischarged.  The  responsi- 
bility incurred  by  a  guarantor's  engagement  shall  terminate  on  the 
ex{)iration  of  o.ie  year  from  the  date  of  signature,  when  the  borrower's 
card  will  be  cancelled.    Another  voucher  must  then  be  obtained. 

7.  — A  voucher,  which  may  be  had  on  api)lication  to  the  Librarian, 
must  be  left  at  the  Library  one  clear  day  befoie  the  first  issue  of  books 
to  the  person  recommended  therein  ;  and  on  being  found  correct, 
a  Borrower's  Ticket  will  be  delivered  to  the  ])erson  so  recommended, 
entitling  him  or  hei'  to  l)orrow  books,  subject  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  in  force  for  the  time  being.  The  sum  of  one  penny  will  be 
charged  for  each  ticket  issued,  to  cover  the  cost  thereof 

8.  — Boiiowers'  cards  are  not  tiansferable  ;  and  borrowers  are 
cautioned  against  losing  them,  as  they  will  be  held  responsible  for  any 
book  or  books  which  may  be  taken  out  of  the  Libraiy  by  the  use  of 
their  tickets.  These  tickets  must  be  renewed  every  year  from  the 
date  of  issue  by  the  borrower  in  person.  Lost  tickets  can  be  replaced, 
after  one  day's  clear  notice  has  been  given,  on  payment  of  twopence. 
Borroweis  must  produce  their  tickets  upon  every  application  for  and 
return  of  a  book. 

9.  — Borrowers,  when  they  change  their  residences,  are  required  to 
notif}^  the  same  in  writing  to  the  Librarian,  within  one  week  oT  such 
change,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  tiieir  tickets. 
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10.  — Borrowers  leaving  town,  or  ceasing  to  use  the  Library,  are 
required  to  return  their  tickets  to  the  Librarian,  in  order  that  their 
guarantee  may  be  cancelled ;  otherwise  they  and  their  guarantor  will 
be  held  responsible  for  any  books  taken  out  in  their  names. 

11.  — Every  person  on  obtaining  a  borrower's  ticket,  must  sign  for  the 
same,  and  state  his  or  her  occupation  and  residence  in  a  hook  provided 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  such  signature  shall  be  taken  and  considered  to 
be  assent  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Plymouth  Free  Public 
Library  for  the  time  being. 

12.  — It  is  desirable  that  books  siiould  be  applied  for  by  borrowers 
themselves.  When  they  cannot  conveniently  visit  the  Library,  they 
are  requested  to  send  a  responsible  messenger,  competent  to  deliver 
their  messages,  and  to  take  due  care,  of  the  books.  The  Librarian  has 
instructions  to  refuse  books  to  messengers  who  in  his  judgment  are  not 
competent  to  take  proper  care  of  them. 

13.  — No  reader  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  within  the  enclosure  of 
the  Library,  or  to  remove  books  from  the  shelves  ;  and  visitors  are  re- 
quested to  be  as  silent  as  possible. 

li. — Application  for  books  must  be  made  on  the  forms  provided 
for  the  purpose,  upon  which  the  borrower's  number  and  the  title  of  the 
book  required  should  be  legibly  written  down,  together  with  the 
Number  and  Class  affixed  to  it  in  the  Indicator-Catalogue,  the  borrower 
dating  and  signing  the  same.  Directions  for  consulting  the  Indicator 
will  be  found  in  the  Library  ;  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  borrower 
should  refer  to  the  Indicator  before  applying  at  the  Issuing  Desk  for  a 
book. 

15.  — Borrowers  are  requested,  on  returning  their  books,  to  hand 
them  over  to  the  Librarian  or  his  assistant,  and  not  to  leave  them  on 
the  counter,  or  give  them  into  the  hands  of  strangers.  The  borrowers 
will  be  held  responsible  for  books  not  so  delivered,  or  duly  entered  as 
being  returned  by  them.  Borrowers  are  not  allowed  to  lend  to  other 
persons  the  books  delivered  to  them. 

16.  — Books  cannot  be  exchanged  twice  in  one  day,  nor  before 
twelve  o'clock  on  the  day  following  the  issue  or  last  transaction  with 
the  borrower. 

17.  — Borrowers  are  earnestly  requested  to  keep  the  books  clean, 
not  to  fold  down  the  leaves,  or  to  mark  them  in  any  way  with  pencil 
or  ink.  It  is  also  requested  that  they  be  kept  from  the  hands  of  young 
children. 

18.  — Borrowers  are  permitted  to  take  complete  works  at  a  single 
issue,  if  required,  provided  that  the  number  of  volumes  does  not  exceed 
three.  In  all  cases,  the  whole  must  be  returned  at  the  expiration  of 
the  time  specified  for  one  volume.  The  time  for  reading  may,  however, 
be  extended,  if  the  work  be  not  required  by  another  borrower.  See 
Kule  21. 

19.  — Borrowers  may  bespeak  books  which  are  in  circulation,  by 
depositing  with  the  Librarian  an  addressed  post-card,  bearing  title  and 
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number  of  book  required.  On  the  book  coming  in,  the  post-card  will  be 
sent  to  the  address,  with  an  intimation  that  the  book  will  be  retained 
for  twenty-four  hours.  Printed  post-cards  are  obtainable  at  the  counter 
at  one  penny  each. 

20.  — The  Librarian  or  his  assistant  shall  carefully  examine  each 
book  returned  ;  and  if  any  book  be  soiled,  written  in,  or  otherwise 
injured,  or  if  any  book  be  lost,  the  borrower  or  his  guarantor  must 
immediately  replace  such  book,  or  (in  case  of  works  comprising  more 
than  one  volume)  the  set  of  books  to  which  it  may  belong,  or  pay  for 
the  damage  or  loss.  Books  stolen  or  lost  shall  continue  to  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Library  Committee,  although  replaced  or  paid  for. 

21.  — All  books  must  be  returned  within  the  time  specified  on  their 
respective  labels  ;  but  the  time  for  reading  may  be  renewed  on  applica- 
tion (except  in  the  case  of  new  works  or  books  much  in  demand,  or 
when  required,  as  per  Rule  18.)  Borrowers  detaining  books  beyond 
the  time  allowed  for  reading,  will  be  fined  one  penny  for  the  whole  or 
any  portion  of  the  first  week,  and  one  penny  for  each  week  or  portion 
of  a  week  afterwards.  If  these  fines  be  not  paid  after  two  applications 
for  the  same,  no  further  books  will  be  issued  to  the  borrower,  and  the 
ticket  will  be  cancelled.  The  borrower  will  also  be  required  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  all  applications  made  to  him  or  her  by  the  Librarian.  In 
the  event  of  any  book  not  being  returned  within  twenty-eight  days  from 
the  date  of  issue,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  call  upon  the 
borrower  or  the  surety  to  replace  it.  In  the  case  of  parts  of  Magazines 
or  Reviews,  they  must  be  returned  within  seven  days,  under  a  penalty 
of  one  penny  each  day  over  the  time  allowed.    See  also  Rule  4. 

22.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  the  power  to  refuse  books  to  any 
applicant  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  compliance  with  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  ;  but  any  person  so  refused  shall  have  liberty  to  appeal  to 
the  Library  Committee,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

23.  — A  Proposal  Book  is  kept  at  the  Library,  to  receive  suggestions 
from  readers  as  to  any  book  they  may  consider  desirable  to  be  intro- 
duced into  the  Library.  This  book  is  laid  before  the  Committee  for 
their  consideration  at  their  periodical  meetings,  when  books  so  proposed 
will  be  ballotted  for  in  accordance  with  the  l)3'e-laws. 

24.  — Printed  Catalogues  may  be  purchased  at  the  Library  ;  and 
copies  of  the  same,  with  the  manuscript  catalogue  of  the  latest  addi- 
tions, are  placed  in  the  Library  for  reference. 

25.  — If  any  borrower  fail  to  return  to  the  Lending  Library  books 
lent  to  him  or  her,  under  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  to  pay  any 
costs,  expenses,  damages,  or  fines  incurred,  it  shall  be  recoverable  as  a 
debt ;  and  in  any  action,  the  Librarian,  acting  for  the  Mayor,  Aldermen, 
and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Plymouth,  being  entitled  to  recover, 
shall  be  taken  as  admitted. 
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Rl'LES    SPEOIALLY    APPLICABLE    TO    THE  REFERENCE 
LIBRARY    AND    PATENTS  ROOM. 

2(). — Books  may  be  obtained  lo  read  in  the  Reference  Library  by 
signini,^  a  Render's  Ticket,  which  may  be  liad  on  application.  Such 
signature  will  be  considered  as  an  assent  to  the  Geneial  Rides  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Library  ;  but  the  Committee  would  leconimend  regular 
readeis  to  provide  themselves  w  ith  a  Reader's  Mechil,  price  twopence, 
which  will  render  the  forms  unnecessary  in  their  case.  This  medal 
must  be  presented  at  every  a})j)lication  for  a  book,  and  will  be  returned 
when  the  book  is  handed  back  to  the  attendant.  These  medals  will  not 
be  issued  to  youths  under  the  age  of  sixteen,  except  for  special  reasons, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Libiarian.  Books  so  obtained  are  not  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  Library  under  any  circumstances.  In  cases  of  mis- 
conduct, the  Librarian  has  authority  to  suspend  the  medal-holder  from 
further  privileges,  subject  to  appeal,  as  per  Rule  21. 

27.  — Persons  under  fourteen  years  of  age  are  not  admitted  to  the 
News-Rooms. 

28.  — It  is  expressly  forbidden  to  remove  from  the  Reference  De- 
partment any  book,  ma]),  manuscript,  or  any  other  article  belonging 
thereto,  or  to  write  or  make  any  marks  upon  the  same.  Readers  are 
particularly  requested  not  to  soil  the  works  used,  as  many  of  them  are 
of  considei-able  value.  In  making  extracts,  the  use  of  pencils  only  can 
be  allowed,  and  great  care  must  be  observed.  For  making  tracings  of 
pbtes  or  drawings,  special  leave  must  be  obtained  of  the  Librarian,  in 
order  that  the  work  may  in  no  way  be  injured. 

NEWS-ROOMS. 

29.  —  Newspapers  and  Magazities  must  not  be  removed  from  the 
stands  upon  which  they  are  placed,  except  by  permission  of  the 
Librarian  ;  and  it  is  particularly  requested  that  readers  will  replace  the 
various  publications  when  done  with,  upon  the  tables  to  which  they 
belong. 

30.  -  -No  periodical  can  be  retained  longer  than  ten  minutes  after  it 
has  been  inquired  for  by  another  person. 

31.  — Any  person  found  removing  any  newspaper,  magazine,  or 
other  article  from  the  News-Rooms  will  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted.  All 
the  General  Rules  apply  likewise  to  these  departments. 

32.  — Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  clauses  of  8  and  9 
Victoria,  cap.  44-  : — 

"Every  person  who  shall  unlawfully  and  maliciously  destroy  or 
"  damage  anything  kept  for  the  purpose  of  art,  science,  or  literature 

"  in  any  library  which  is  either  at  all  times  or  from 

"  time  to  time  open  for  the  admission  of  the  Public  shall  be  guilty 

"  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  being  duly  convicted  thereof  shall  be  liable 
"  to  be  imprisoned  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  months  ;  and,  if 
"  a  male,  may  during  the  period  of  such  imprisonment  be  put  to  hard 
"  labour,  or  be  once,  twice,  or  thrice  privately  whipped,  in  such

"  manner  as  tlie  court  before  which  such  person  sliall  be  tried  sliall 
"direct." 

"  Any  person  found  committing  any  offence  ai^ainst  this  Act  may 
"be  immediately  apprehended,  without  a  warranty  })y  any  person, 
"  and  forthwith-  taken  before  some  neighbouring  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
"to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  law." 

33. — The  income  being  principally  derived,  in  accordance  with  Sec. 
2  of  the  "Public  Libraries  Act"  {29  and  3u  Vic,  cap.  114)  and  from 
annual  voluntary  contributions,  the  Society  shall  not  make  any  divi- 
dend, gift,  division,  or  bonus  in  money  unto  or  between  any  of  its 
members.

The  Report  of  the  Librarian  herewith  presented,  is  a 
striking  testimony  to  the  growing  appreciation  of  the  Free  Library 
on  the  part  of  our  fellow  townsmen. 

The  issues  of  books  have  greatly  exceeded  those  of  previous 
years.  The  small  Libraries  supplied  to  the  senior  scholars  in  our 
Board  Schools  have  proved  so  acceptable  that  a  further  grant  of 
books  has  been  made  by  your  Committee,  and  the  whole  scheme 
has  been,  and  is,  a  great  success. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Council  for  the  renovation  of  the  roof  of 
the  building,  which  we  have  reason  to  believe  has  been  thoroughly 
done.  The  interior  of  the  building  is  now  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  Committee.  To  do  all  that  is  necessary  will  involve  the 
expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money  ;  more,  we  fear,  fhan 
can  be  spared  in  one  year  out  of  the  limited  income  placed  at  our 
disposal.  We  hope  that  in  view  of  this  you  will  be  able  to  vote  for 
the  Library  the  fullest  amount  allowed  for  such  a  purpose,  being 
assured  that  the  money  will  be  wisely  and  usefully  spent.

Gentlemen, 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  lay  before  you  my  third 
Annual  Balance  Sheet,  from  which  you  will  notice  that  the  financial 
position  of  the  Library  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  that 
a  larger  sum  than  usual  has  been  laid  out  in  books  and  periodicals. 

But  although  there  v/as  a  credit  balance  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  that  sum  is  more  than  absorbed  by  current  expenses. 
-Further,  your  Committee  regret  that  they  will  have  to  set  aside  a 
large  sum  out  of  the  present  year's  income,  for  the  cleaning  and 
renovation  of  the  interior  of  the  building,  which  verj'  much  needs  it. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Committee  feel  that  this  expense  should  be 
borne  by  the  Corporation,  the  building  being  the  property  of  the 
town  ;  and  that  some  portion  of  the  present  dilapidation  has  been 
caused  by  defects  in  the  roof  and  gutters,  now  rectified. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  would  express  the  hope  that  the 
Council  will  see  their  way  clear  to  grant  the  full  increase  of  the  rate, 
in  order  that  the  Committee  may  be  enabled  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  repairs  without  curtailing  the  sum  e&timated  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  or  in  any  other  way  impairing  the  usefulness  of 
the  Institucion.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  fJic  Right  WorsJiipful  tJie  Mayoi%  and  Members  of  tJic  TJhrary 

Coiiimiftec. 

Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  I  present  to  you  my 
Twelfth  Report  of  the  Library,  with  the  various  tables  showing  its 
working  in  all  departments. 

The  present  report  covers  a  period  of  fifteen  months,  viz.,  from 
January  ist,  1888,  to  March  30th,  i88g.  This  is  necessitated  by  the 
recent  change  in  the  position  of  Plymouth  as  a  County  Borough 
under  the  new  Local  Government  Act,  by  which  financial  arrange- 
ments date  from  the  end  of  March  in  each  year,  instead  of  the  end 
of  December. 

The  Library  is  steadily  increasing  both  in  stock  and  efficiency. 
It  now  contains  26,833  volumes,  being  an  increase  since  the  issue 
of  the  last  report  of  2,231  volumes,  next  to  the  largest  increase  yet 
recorded  in  our  reports. 

By  referring  to  Table  I.  you  will  find  the  numbers  of  volumes 
added  to  each  of  the  classes,  and  you  will  notice  that  the  largest 
increase  was  in  Class  J.  (juvenile  literature),  to  which  section  946 
volumes  were  added.  This  unusually  large  increase  was  due  to  the 
special  arrangements  for  supplying  the  Board  Schools  of  the  town 
with  small  circulating  libraries,  a  feature  of  our  work  which  has 
considerably  developed  during  the  last  twelve  months,  and  of  which 
I  shall  have  occasion  to  speak  more  fully  towards  the  end  of  my 
report.  The  addition  of  317  volumes  and  pamphlets  to  the  "Devon 
and  Cornwall  Library"  stands  next  in  order,  and  is  a  most  satisfactory 
sign  as  showing  how  rapidly  this  valuable  collection  is  increasing 
both  in  interest  and  utility.  But  I  would  venture  to  point  out  that 
the  extent  of  Devonshire  and  Cornish  literature  is  so  great  and  its 
ramifications  so  extensive,  that  a  much  more  liberal  supply  is  needed,

if  we  are  to  include  the  more  important  works  of  our  local  authors. 
I  would  also  sug-gest  that  n  systematic  and  continuous  appeal  be 
m.ade  to  publishers  and  authors  to  present  to  the  library,  for  this 
department,  copies  of  any  works  published,  or  relating  to,  or 
written  by  natives  of,  Devon  and  Cornwall.  In  this  way  the 
department  would  keep  pace  with  the  times  as  well  as  be  a  storehouse 
for  all  the  lore  of  the  past.  It  having  been  determined  to  place  the 
books  belonging  to  this  department  in  a  separate  room,  I  hope  and 
believe  that  the  interest  in  these  works  may  be  proportionately 
increased,  and  that  man}'  more  persons  may  visit  the  library  for  the 
study  of  our  local  history,  antiquities,  and  literature. 

The  Reference  Library  proper  (of  which  the  Devon  and  Cornwall 
Library  is  an  off-shoot)  has  received  an  accession  of  about  three 
hundred  volumes,  including  many  most  valuable  Illustrated  and 
other  works,  some  of  which  will  be  found  enumerated  elsewhere. 
The  British  Museum  still  continues  to  send  us  their  valuable 
publications,  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington  present 
us  with  their  various  reports.  We  are  also  in  immediate  communi- 
cation, by  exchange  of  reports  and  other  means,  with  every  Free 
Public  Library  in  the  United  Kingdom,  also  many  in  the  United 
States,  and  receive  occasional  donations  of  works  from  various 
Colonial  Governments  and  other  Departmental  agencies. 

The  increase  to  other  departments  of  the  Library  steadily 
continues,  many  additions  having-  been  made  of  current  standard 
literature,  including  a  large  number  of  works  by  Mr.  John  Ruskin, 
the  Committee  having  determined  that  the  Library  shall  possess  a 
complete  set  of  the  works  of  this  popular  writer. 

In  all,  the  Lending  Library  contains  sixteen  thousand  volumes, 
the  Reference  Library  eleven  thousand ;  exclusive  of  the  large 
accumulation  of  Patents'  Specifications  now  regularly  received,  as 
published,  from  the  Patent  Office.  On  referring  to  Table  XL  you 
will  find  the  list  of  the  additions  to  the  Library  in  all  departments 
since  its  establishment. 

Since  the  publication  of  our  last  report  we  have  issued  3,435 
Borrowers'  Tickets  ;  470  of  which  were  applied  for  by  Burgesses  or 
duly  qualified  ratepayers;  and  2,965  by  persons  who  obtained  the 
guarantee  of  a  ratepayer,  they  being  relatives,  friends,  or  employes 
of  the  guarantors  (see  Table  IL,  which  also  shows  that  the  total 
number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  issued  since  the  opening  of  the 
Library  has  been  35,618).  Table  V.  shows  as  usual  the  distribution 
of  the  3,435  borrowers  over  the  various  wards  of  the  town  ;  from 
which  it  appears  that  nearly  one  thousand  persons  residing  in 
Charles  Ward  took  advantage  of  the  privileges  of  the  Library ; 
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over  eight  hundred  in  Frankfort  Ward  ;  six  hundred  and  twenty-five 
in  St.  Andrew's  ;  and  proportionate  numbers  in  the  smaller  wards. 
The  number  of  persons  non-resident,  but  having  other  qualifications 
to  become  borrowers,  amounted  to  only  sixty-six.  Considering  the 
resources  of  the  Library,  and  the  large  outlying  population  of 
Mannamead,  Stonehouse,  and  other  suburbs,  not  served  by  any 
public  library,  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  advantages  of  this 
institution  cannot  be  extended  to  these  persons,  many  of  whom  are 
actively  employed  in  the  municipal  borough  of  Plymouth. 

Table  IV.  is  interesting  as  showing  the  ages  of  many  of  the 
borrowers,  more  than  half  the  readers  being  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
five.  As  usual  a  considerable  number  of  persons  omitted  to  record 
their  ages,  which  are  merely  required  for  purposes  of  classification. 
In  addition  to  the  record  on  Table  IV.,  it  may  here  be  stated  that 
several  hundred  children  receive  the  books  of  this  Library  through 
the  medium  of  the  Board  Schools,  the  actual  number  of  Borrowers, 
therefore,  who  are  continually  using  the  books  of  the  Lending 
Library,  is  little  short  of  five  thousand. 

Table  III.  calls  for  no  special  remark,  as  it  varies  but  little  from 
year  to  year. 

In  Table  VI.  is  given  a  record,  as  near  as  it  can  be  ascertained, 
of  the  occupations  of  our  borrowers  ;  but  here,  again,  we  are  con- 
fronted with  the  same  difficulty  as  noted  above,  by  the  disinclination 
of  a  large  number  of  persons  to  furnish  the  information  required  by 
our  rules.  Allowing  for  a  large  percentage  Oi  persons  who  have  no 
settled  occupation,  it  is  obvious  that  many  of  our  borrowers  decline, 
lor  piivate  reasons,  to  state  their  employment  ;  but  the  Table  con- 
tains sufficient  statistical  information  to  show  that  a  large  number 
of  the  operative  class,  and  persons  engaged  in  trade,  find  the  use  of 
the  Library  advantageous  to  them. 

fable  VII.  is  by  far  the  most  important  as  it  records  the  actual 
work  of  the  Library  in  its  various  departments  and  classes.  •  This 
statement  includes  the  issues  for  fifteen  months,  and  comprises  all  the 
books  lent  for  distribution  among  the  Board  Schools,  of  which  no 
separate  register  is  kept  by  us.  The  Library  was  open  on  315  days, 
and  the  total  number  of  issues  (including  books  consulted  in  the 
Reference  Library)  amounted  to  251,739  volumes;  with  a  daily 
average  of  7 1 6.  There  is  no  need  to  repeat  the  monthly  totals,  which 
speak  for  themselves,  except  to  say  that  on  two  occasions  the  monthly 
issues  exceeded  twenty  thousand,  and  that  the  winter  months,  as 
usual,  invariably  show  the  largest  totals  and  daily  averages.  Nor  is 
it  necessary  to  do  more  than  call  attention  to  the  number  of  volumes 
issued  in  the  various  classes.  Fiction,  of  course,  stands  highest, 
closely  followed  by  the  Juvenile  Class,  which  includes  the  greater  part. 
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though  not  all,  of  the  books  lent  to  the  Board  Schools.  But  it  will 
be  noticed,  that  whereas  in  the  previous  Report  the  number  of  issues 
in  Class  J.  amounted  only  to  21,702,  in  the  present  Report  we  record 
84,113,  a  very  large  increase,  due  entirely  to  the  large  number  of 
books,  in  single  volumes,  lent  to  the  Board  Schools.  These  books 
represent  many  branches  of  literature,  not  necessarily  stories  or  works 
of  Juvenile  Fiction  ;  and  they  have  been  very  carefully  selected  and 
approved  both  by  our  own  Book  Selection  Committee  and  the 
School  Board. 

In  further  examination  of  Table  VII.  it  will  be  found  that  the 
issues  for  twelve  months,  ending  31st  December,  1888,  show  an 
increase  of  nearly  fifty  thousand  over  those  of  the  previous  year, 
another  testimony  to  the  increased  popularity  of  the  Library,  both 
by  reason  of  recent  developments  and  the  constant  addition  of  new 
books. 

It  is  satisfactory  also  to  find  that  the  number  of  books  con- 
sulted in  the  Reference  Library  was  larger  than  in  the  previous  year, 
being  31,405  in  1887,  as  against  28,979  in  1888,  I  am  here  taking 
the  twelve  months  only  for  purposes  of  comparison,  the  actual 
reference  total  being  37,857  for  the  period  included  in  the  present 
report;  full  particulars  of  which  are  set  forth  in  Table  VIII.,  and 
need  not  here  be  particularized. 

Turning  now  to  Table  IX.  we  find  that  the  number  of  books 
issued  for  home  reading  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Library  in 
1876  has  been  1,665,107,  and  of  books  consulted  in  the  Reference 
Library,  281,614,  giving  an  aggregate  of  nearly  two  million  volumes. 
Setting  down  the  twelve  classes  in  the  order  of  totals  we  find  the 
following  results  :  —

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I  need  make  no  comment  upon  this  statement,  but  would  now 
draw  \(Hir  attention  to  tlie  particulars  given  in  the  next  table 
fFable  X.),  showing  the  increase  and  decrease  respectively  in  the 
various  classes  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  table  in  the 
previous  reports. 

In  my  last  report  I  gave  particulars  of  the  conditions  under 
which  about  one  thousand  volumes  had  been  sent  out  on  perpetual 
loan  to  eleven  of  the  Board  Schools  of  the  town  ;  and  in  continua- 
tion of  that  report  I  am  pleased  to  give  further  information,  and  to 
state  that  the  new  departure  has  given  thorough  satisfaction.  In  a 
report  laid  before  you  in  October  last,  I  informed  you  that  I 
had  visited  the  whole  of  the  Schools  in  which  these  branch  libraries 
were  placed,  and  that  I  found  the  books  in  uniformly  good  condition 
—  very  few  missing — and  that  the  privilege  was  highly  appreciated  by 
the  children.  In  nearly  every  case  I  found  the  teachers  taking  a 
warm  interest  in  the  matter,  that  they  were  doing  their  utmost  to 
preserve  the  books  in  good  order,  and  to  encourage  the  children  to 
be  punctual  in  their  return,  as  well  as  careful  in  their  use.  In  fact, 
I  gave  it  as  my  opinion,  after  careful  observation,  and  consultation 
with  all  the  head  teachers,  that  the  experiment  had  proved  most 
successful,  and  that  its  extension  would  prove  a  boon  to  the  town. 

Upon  my  representation,  you  were  pleased  to  vote  a  further 
^rant  of  books  to  the  same  Schools,  and  also  to  add  one  other 
School  to  the  list  previously  passed.  The  following  are  therefore 
now  supplied  with  books,  to  the  extent  of  1719  volumes,  as  shown 
in  tliis  list  : —

By  means  of  these  School  Libraries  the  distribution  of  books 
is  spread  over  the  whole  town,  and  the  children  attending  these 
day-schools  are  saved  the  long  walk  to  the  central  library  from  the 
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outlying  districts  ;  besides  which  the  pressure  upon  our  staff,  at 
certain  hours  of  the  day,  is  considerably  lessened.  Again,  I  found 
that  the  books  carried  home  by  the  children  were  in  many  cases  read 
by  other  members  of  the  family,  and  the  advantages  of  the  Library 
were  thus  far  more  widely  diffused  than  would  otherwise  be  possible. 
I  may  add  that  the  reports  of  the  head  teachers  to  the  School 
Board  were  in  every  case  most  encouraging,  and  the  remarks  of 
some  of  the  children,  in  the  form  of  essays,  which  accompanied 
those  reports,  were  of  unusual  interest. 

Attending,  by  your  permission,  the  meeting  of  the  Library 
Association,  at  Glasgow,  in  September  last,  I  made  this  new  de- 
velopment of  our  work  the  subject  of  a  paper,  which  was  well 
received  by  my  colleagues,  and  a  most  interesting  discussion  ensued, 
since  which  time  I  have  been  consulted  by  several  of  my  brother 
librarians,  who  are  anxious  to  try  the  same  plans  in  their  respective 
districts. 

The  daily  attendances  in  the  News  Rooms  have  been  more 
numerous  than  ever  during  the  past  winter^  the  tables  and  newspaper- 
stands  being  often  inconveniently  crowded.  The  want  of  a  separate 
Magazine  Room  is  felt  more  and  more  every  year,  as  the  room  at 
present  in  use,  large  though  it  is  in  comparison  with  its  original 
dimensions,  is  only  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  the  daily 
and  weekly  papers.  A  special  room  of  similar  size  for  Magazines 
and  Reviews,  on  the  ground  floor,  is  much  needed,  as  readers  are 
averse  to  mounting  the  many  stairs  to  the  Reference  Library,  which 
should  be  reserved  entirely  for  those  who  wish  to  consult  the  books 
in  that  department. 

I  fear,  however,  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  providing  further 
accommodation  in  the  present  building,  which  is  utterly  inadequate 
to  our  requirements,  and  both  unsuitable  and  unworthy  of  such  a 
largely-used  and  popular  Institution.  The  Ladies'  Room  also  is 
frequently  crowded,  its  popularity  having  greatly  increased  of  late. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  your  serious  attention  to  the  roof  of 
the  Reference  Library  (old  portion),  and  to  the  general  condition  of 
the  exterior  of  the  building.  This  has  now  been  remedied,  the  Cor- 
poration having  placed  new  slates  and  lead  gutters  upon  this  portion, 
which  is  now  in  a  thoroughly  sound  condition.  Estimates  for 
renovating  the  interior  of  the  building  have  been  laid  before  the 
General  Purposes  Committee,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  whole  of  the 
work  will  be  carried  out  in  due  course. 

A  small  room  in  the  basement,  formerly  used  as  a  store-room, 
has  now  been  fitted  with  inexpensive  shelving  to  take  the  large 
number  of  Patents'  publications  received  during  the  last  ten  years.

This  arrangement  will  relieve  a  large  block  of  shelves  in  the 
Reference  Library,  and  by  a  considerable  rearrangement  relieve  the 
Lending  Library  also,  and  avoid  an  addition  to  the  shelf-space  in 
the  latter,  which  was  at  first  contemplated. 

The  need  for  a  complete  catalogue  of  both  Lending  and  Reference 
Departments  is  becoming  increasingly  felt ;  the  existing  catalogue 
of  the  former  being  comparatively  useless  in  consequence  of  the 
numerous  accessions  since  it  was  printed  ;  and  of  the  Reference 
Library  we  have  only  a  manuscript  catalogue,  which  is  exceedingly 
inconvenient  for  readers  and  seekers  after  important  books.  I  trust 
that  you  will  approve  of  the  publication  of  catalogues  of  both  depart- 
ments, or  of  one  complete  catalogue  of  the  entire  library,  during  the 
year  upon  which  we  have  now  entered.  Another  plan  would  be  the 
publication  of  a  series  of  sectional  catalogues  at  a  low  price,  but  al- 
though such  a  course  would  have  its  advantages  to  a  certain  class 
of  readers,  I  fear  that  it  would  be  most  inconvenient  to  the  main 
body  of  our  visitors.  I  may  add  that  the  title-entries  are  being 
copied  in  readiness  for  a  catalogue  of  the  Reference  Library,  includ- 
ing the  large  collection  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  books,  and  that  by 
my  system  of  interleaved  catalogues  of  additions  in  manuscript,  the 
catalogue  of  the  Lending  Library  could  be  prepared  within  a 
reasonable  time. 

In  view  of  the  probable  publication  of  one  or  both  of  these 
catalogues  within  the  year,  it  has  been  thought  unnecessary  to 
furnish  in  the  present  report  a  complete  list  of  all  the  additions  to  the 
Library  as  in  previous  reports  ;  I  shall,  therefore,  substitute  a  list 
of  the  chief  works  presented  by  various  donors,  together  with  some 
selections  from  the  more  important  accessions.  These  particulars 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  the  completed  report,  and  will,  I 
trust,  answer  the  desired  end. 

I  have  nothing  further  to  add  except  to  thank  you  for  the  con- 
tinual support  and  confidence  reposed  in  the  staff  and  myself,  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  we  may  ere  long  possess  a  library  building  that 
shall  be  a  credit  to  the  town  which  has  so  long  and  eventful  a  history 
and  which  is  now  dignified  by  the  style  and  title  of  the  County- 
Borough  of  Plymouth.
